Package deal 
for 46 nations 


BRUSSELS i Reuter i The 
European Economic Commu¬ 
nity sealed a package deal 
Saturday for a trade and aid 
relationship with 46 develop¬ 
ing countries, subject to ac¬ 
cord on the EEC’s supply of 
sugar from the poorer na¬ 
tions. 

The general agreement 
came after 24 hours of non¬ 
stop negotiations between thp 
market's council of ministers 
and selected ministers from 
the 46 African, Caribbean and 
Pacific countries. 

For several hours during 
the night. British Develop¬ 
ment Aid minister Judith 
Hart told reporters, both sides 
seemed to have dug in their 
heels in negotiations for the 
Over-all pact. 

Bui thp 46 made a major 


concession to speed up the 
tplks when they accepted an 
EEC offer of only 54.1 billion 
in financial aid over five 
years. They had originally de¬ 
manded at least 59.2 billion. 

The market's financial aid 
offer included 52.4 billion in 
outright grants, 5958 million 
in easy loans, S433 million for 
plans to stabilize the poorer' 
countries’ export earnings 
from raw materials and SI 10 
million in direct investment 

An extra 5195 million was. 
set aside for France’s over¬ 
seas territories. 

Other elements of the pack¬ 
age included privileges access 
rights at EEC markets for the 
developing countries’-exports, 
and a promise to give special 
consideration to the poorer 
nations when making plans to 
impose EEC import curbs.

hydrate. Excluding eggs from 
your diet will noi have a sig¬ 
nificant effect on cholesterol 
level as your body will con¬ 
tinue to manufacture choles¬ 
terol.' 

Dr Paris Constantinides. a 
specialist in cholesterol re¬ 
search at the university of 
British Columbia, said that 
both claims are untrue. 

, "Excessive cholesterol is 
definitely proven to be bad." 
he snid, adding that dozens of 
studies have showm that peo¬ 
ple who develop high choles¬ 
terol levels stand a much 
higher chance of developing 
hardening of the arteries and 
resulting heart disease. 

The body does manufacture 


cholesterol but it also gets the 
material from food, he said. 
High levels usually are the 
result of diet, not excessive 
synthesis in the body. 

Janzen said that the pam¬ 
phlets are being withheld be¬ 
ta use of court cases in the 
United States where govern¬ 
ment agencies are challeng¬ 
ing the . clainif like those 
made in the handbook. 

“If (the claims) are proven 
wrong in the U.S. cases .

■CROM LAUSANNE, SWITZERLAND, comes news 
-*• of the failure of European television executives 
and Canadian Olympic Games organizers to come 
to terms on how much Europe should pay for tele¬ 
vision coverage of the games in Montreal next 
year. According to this report, the Canadian or¬ 
ganizing committee set out to obtain $20 billion 
from the European Broadcasting Union, represent¬ 
ing 30 countries, for rights and coverage facilities; 
the Europeans had their sights set on something 
more like the $1.7 million they paid for rights at 
the 1972 Munich games, and there is no telling how 
much their two-day meeting in Lausanne brought 
them closer. 

But, says the chairman of the organizers’ tele¬ 
vision committee, the two parties will go back to 
negotiating in a few months, and he says disclos¬ 
ing bargaining figures would not serve any purpose 
at this particular time. 

Perhaps we may be -forgiven for suggesting 
that it would serve the purpose of letting the pub¬ 
lic have one more small bit of insight into the pros¬ 
pect of all Canadian taxpayers having to pitch in 
and make up a games deficit, despite all Montreal’s 
Mayor Jean Drapeau has said to the contrary and 
despite the apparently still firm resolve of Prime 
Minister Trudeau not to bail the Olympics out of 
any financial difficulties. 

In the matter of the televising of the games Ca¬ 
nadians definitely will pay part of the bill, and the 


success or failure of the European negotiations 
may determine if the part will grow. According to 
an article by Douglas Marshall in TV Guide, the 
new division of the CBC called Olympics Radio and 
Television Organization has a budget of $56 mil¬ 
lion. One can realistically anticipate that the bud¬ 
get will be overrun. Of the target sum, however, 
$25 million is supposed to come from the federal 
government (for which, plus the loss of other pro¬ 
gramming, Canadian viewers will be able to see 
eight to 12 haul's a day of the games like it or not); 
$25 million from the Olympics organizing commit¬ 
tee, and $6 million from fees for the special interna¬ 
tional facilities. 

The sale of the foreign rights by the organizing 
committee is supposed to help support the games, 
but so far the only definite buyer is the ABC net¬ 
work, for $25 million. This would be enough to pay 
the organizers’ commitment to the CBC, as long as 
it were not swallowed in a massive general deficit. 

The Munich Olympics cost four times as much 
as originally estimated, and one of our Ottawa 
writers, Peter Stursberg, has suggested that with 
inflation, construction delays and all else, the cost 
of the Montreal games eould escalate in the same 
way, probably to a billion dollars with a deficit of 
$500 million to $700 million — “Quite clearly, nei¬ 
ther Montreal, nor Quebec, could afford such an 
amount; it would bankrupt them.” 

Who’s left? 


A moderate in power 


W HAT HAPPENS NOW to the Maoist cult and 
the Little. Red Book that was its bible? 
Because recent events have demonstrated in the 
People’s Republic of China that the old revolu¬ 
tionary principles taught by the aging leader are 
no longer a part of the party creed and, therefore, 
l hat the theory of continuing revolution as a guar¬ 
antee of progress has been discredited. 

Mao Tse-tung is still chairman of the Commu¬ 
nist Party but it is now apparent that he is lit¬ 
tle more than a figure-head in the hierarchy. 

The 81-year-old leader whose tough troops de¬ 
feated President Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist 
armies in 1949 and who became the unchallenged 
dictator of the realm, has finally been supplanted 
by an administration basically democratic. 

The fact that a momentous change in the 
power structure has been accomplished by Mao’s 
old comrade of The Long March, Chou En-lai, in no 
way implies any lack of loyalty on the part of the 
engineer of this coup. 

On the contrary, it will reassure the Chinese 
people, as it will the West, that a level-headed and 
moderate statesman, in the person of Premier Chou, 
has finally seen the ripening of the fruit of his 
dedication. That he did not pluck it for himself is 
significant. 

Instead he chose another of the veterans of 
The Long March, Teng Hsiao-ping, to shoulder the 
mantle of real power. 


On January 9 it was announced that Teng had 
been appointed vice-premier and a parly vice-chair¬ 
man by the parliament, sitting in Peking after a 
ten-year period of immobility. 

That, too, was a significant sign. For Teng was 
one of those branded a traitor by the cultural revo¬ 
lution of the left in 1966, dismissed from his post as 
vice-premier and subjected to every humiliation in 
vogue at the time; Chiang Ching, the wife of Chair¬ 
man Mao, was one of those who denounced him. 

Now it transpires that Teng, in addition to his 
other highly responsible posts, vice-premier and 
vice-chairman to Mao himself, is chief of staff of 
the People’s Liberation Army. Not only is this an 
appointment of immense prestige, but it makes 
Teng one of the most powerful men in the land — 
some would say most powerful. 

In sponsoring this recognized moderate, Pre¬ 
mier Chou has made it clear he and his associates 
have renounced the political extremism Chairman 
Mao once tolerated — if he did not actively encour¬ 
age it. 

This does not mean he is trying to discredit his 
old comrade. Rather he is aiming to smooth the 
way of succession. And Vice-Premier Teng, unless 
he is vindictive, need not worry about the fanatics. 
He has all the power he needs to survive. 

Perhaps with this greater stability in govern¬ 
ment China can be counted upon to play a more 
constructive role in world affairs rather than the 
destructive part of the past.

Why Mr. Turner may go soon 


Rumors that John Turner 
will leave federal politics and 
accept an appointment as 
president of the World Bank 
should not be dismissed light¬ 
ly- 

Within hours of the election 
last July, I said to a friend 
that it wouldn’t be long until 
Mr. Turner would be faced 
with the alternative of "sell¬ 
ing his soul" or quitting the 
cabinet. This was not a wild 
guess, but an intuition based 
fm some understanding of the 
political process and of the 
personalities involved. 

By ‘‘selling his soul,” I 
meant that the finance min¬ 
ister would be asked, increas¬ 
ingly, to take positions and 
supj>ort programs that he did 
not believe in. Anyone in pub¬ 
lic life is required to do this 
from time to twpe, but it is a 
matter of degree. No one can 
have his own way all of the 
time so one must learn to 
compromise to survive. The 
critical question is when does 
compromise really pass the 
point of ordinary give and 
take and trespass on fnuda- 
mental principles in a way 
which is repugnant. 

★ ★ ★ 

In Turner’s case, the musi¬ 
cal score the cabinet is pre¬ 
senting him with becomes less 
harmonious all the time. He 
has long believed that the per¬ 
formance of the government 
is not good enough. He would 
also feel that the tremendous 
increase in governmental ex¬ 
penditures - directly con¬ 
trary to his admonition in the 
latest budget is not the 
right kind of leadership to 
give in a potentially disas¬ 
trous climate of double-digit 
inflation. No one will take the 
government seriously unless 
it has first legitimized its ap¬ 
peal by way of example. So 
ihe constant battling for new 
programs and greater and 
greater expenditures runs 
very much against his grain. 

In addition, the tendency to 
centralize power in the prime 
minister’s office is foreign to 
Turner’s training. The finance 
department traditionally has 
wielded great power. It ad¬ 
vised both the minister and 
the prime minister on eco-

nomic affairs. The PM was 
free to seek outside advice 
from the Economic Council of 
Canada and others but the 
tendency was to rely, ultima¬ 
tely, on the responsible de¬ 
partment. 

Now we learn that the 
prime minister’s office has 
set up an panel of seven econ¬ 
omists who meet from time to 
time and give the PM’advice. 
This was done, apparently, 
without Finance Minister 
Turner’s knowledge. Not only 
is this one further departure 
from the traditional way of 
doing things and a move in 
the direction of clandestine 
type advocacy, it is a semi¬ 
public thumbing of the nose at 
the minister and his advisers. 
It is a discordant note of 
nerve-jangling proportions. 


Some of this could be delib¬ 
erate. There is no doubt that 
the prime minister would like 
to get rhl of Turner. He is the 
last of the old Liberals with 
an independent power base. 
No one else in the party is in 
a position, even potentially, to 
challenge the ’ prime min¬ 
ister’s supremacy. 

★ ★ ★ 

But if Turner is going to go, 
it must be soon. A resignation 
just prior to a general elec¬ 
tion in 1978 could be bad news 
for the prime minister’s 
chances of getting another 
majority. An early departure 
would give lots of time for the 
wounds to heal and rumors to 
subside. People need time to 
forget. 

If Turner is the prime min¬ 
ister’s number one target, De-

fence Minister Richardson is 
number two. It is an open 
secret that there is no love 
lost between defence head- 
qifhrters and the East Block. 
But most important is the 
suggestion, widely rumored, 
that Richardson put the gun 
to the prime minister’s head 
just before the last federal 
election. Richardson refused 
to hold his nomination meet¬ 
ing in Winnipeg South until 
the prime minister agreed 
publicly to the re-establish¬ 
ment in Winnipeg of some of 
Air Canada’s overhaul work. 
The prime . minister finally 
agreed against the strong ob¬ 
jection of his old pal Yves 
Pratte. the chairman of Air 
Canada. 

★ ★ ★ 

The prime minister has 
used the analogy of the Amer¬ 
ican elephant and the Canadi¬ 
an mouse but when it comes 
to recalling instances of po¬ 
litical pressure, his memory 
is like that attributed to the 
magnificent animal. He 
doesn't forget. Richardson’s 
time will come. 

But it would be embarras¬ 
sing to have two resignations 
in the same’time frame. Con¬ 
sequently the defence budget 
is being augmented signifi¬ 
cantly for a couple of years to 
keep the defence minister 
tightly in harness until the 
more important work has 
been taken care of. Then and 
only then — perhaps even 
after the next general election 
— will the day of reckoning 
come. The old strategy of “di¬ 
vide and con” requires pa¬ 
tience. 

So, if the job as president of 
the World Bank is available to 
Turner, he will have to con¬ 
sider it seriously. Reports 
from the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund indicate that he 
has been well received as 
chairman of the Special Com¬ 
mittee. He has a nice manner 
and a good grasp of the eco¬ 
nomic jargon. Accepting the 
big job in New York would be 
a rare opportunity to leave 
public life with great dignity, 
grace and public acclaim. 
Turner will think twice before 
turning it down. 


They must be leaning on 
Manpower and Immigration 
Minister Robert Andras 
rather heavily in cabinet 
these days. 

Ever since his entry into 
Prime Minister Trudeau’s 
ministerial power circle, out 
of what must have been per¬ 
sonal conviction and princi¬ 
ple, he has preserved a care¬ 
ful, almost small “c” conser¬ 
vative image of holding to es¬ 
tablished values and what 
some cabinet "swingers” 
must consider old-fashioned 
virtues. 

He has supported the work 
ethic against the erosion of 
some of his cabinet col¬ 
leagues, including the prime 
minister himself, and has re¬ 
flected an adherence to estab¬ 
lished standards of conduct. 

★ * ★ 

While others in the ministry 
have veered leftward, experi¬ 
menting with socialist policies 
that sometimes outflank the 
New DemocratSj^h^ has been 
seen to stand with the 
"steady-as-you-go,” middle- 
of-the-roaders in the cabinet 
such as Finance Minister 
Turner, W’orks Minister 
Drury, Agriculture Minister 
Whelan and Justice Minister 
Lang. 

In such circumstances, with 
this background of cautious, 
conventional performance, 
some of his recent decisions 
come as all the more of a 
surprise. 

Take, for instance, the 
leaking — and such informa¬ 
tion isn’t taken off the secret 
and confidential list without 
some sort of official sanction 
— that In his still-delayed 
Green Paper on immigration, 
horn >sexuals, long-b a n n e d. 
may be welcome to enter the 
country.

The government — and the 
word has to come from cabi¬ 
net — is said by authorities in 
the immigration department 
to favor removal of restric¬ 
tions against sexual activity 
between consenting adults of 
the same sex. 

This was the wording used

Now, the way the Big Bu- 
reaucracy of the feds 
operates, this could be a 
“kite” being flown at cabinet 
direction to prepare the public 
for acceptance, or it could 
have been let fly by immigra¬ 
tion authorities and perhaps 
even some members of the 
cabinet in the hope that tax¬ 
payers would shoot it down. 

Whatever may have been 
happening in cabinet, there 
has been visual evidence out¬ 
side the power circle of Mr. 
Andras being not only under 
pressure tout harassment. 


For among the “protest” 
groups to picket his Parlia¬ 
ment Hill office have been the 
“Gays of Ottawa."

Odd, too, has been his re¬ 
versal of his initial position to 
keep out swarms of Chilean 
Marxists and assorted revolu¬ 
tionaries who fled their 
country when the Communist 
government which economi¬ 
cally wrecked the nation was 
purged by the military. 

Now, at the request of the 


United Nations — where the 
tyranny of the Afro-Asian 
Third World rules — Canada 
is to accept 2,000 more fugi¬ 
tive Chileans who fled to 
other South and Central 
American republics and de¬ 
mand admittance here. 

★ 

Some 500 already have been 
accepted, and like the addi¬ 
tional 2,000 to come, being 
“refugees,” don't have to 
qualify under the point sys¬ 
tem requiring possession of 
working skills, knowledge of 
English or French, and at 
least some education. 

The pressured immigration 
minister says that efforts will 
toe made to cull out criminals 
and terrorists, but adds, that 
the “political beliefs” of the 
Chileans won't be scrutinized. 

This can’t be the real Rob¬ 
ert Andras, but rather a 
member of the cabinet being 
pressured and pushed around 
by what has to be the left¬ 
leaning majority of the men 
around Pierre Trudeau.

A Conservative to watch

A few days in the oil capital 
of Canada provide a perspec¬ 
tive of the strained relations 
between the federal and Al- 
b e r t a governments that 
doesn’t exactly match the per¬ 
spective from Ottawa. 

If you haven’t been here for 
a while-and this was my' 
first visit in 10 years—you 
can’t help but be impressed 
by the economic strength that 
you both see and feel all 
around you. This is now the 
fourth largest city in Canada, 
you learn with some surprise; 
a city of 500,000 people, sur¬ 
passed only by Montreal, 
Toronto and Vancouver. 

“When I came here in 
1959,” an Edmontonian tells 
me, “the population was 
180 . 000 . the highest building 
was 14 storeys. Now there are 
more than 125 over 14 storeys, 
and more going up all the 
time.’’ 

It’s nine o’clock Sunday 
morning, and the sound of a 
helicopter close by brings me 
to the window of my room on 
the 21st floor of the CPR’s 
Chateau Lacombe hotel. A big 
cargo 'copter is lifting bun¬ 
dles of construction material 
to the roof of a nearly com¬ 
pleted 20-storey building and 
couple of blocks away. 

★ ★ ★ 

And if Canada has unem¬ 
ployment problems, they’re 
not evident here. A Por¬ 
tuguese taxi driver told me he 
tried Vancouver because of 
the climate, then moved here 
because of the jobs. 

“You just look in the paper 
and you can get any job you-, 
want and start work tonjor-*

row,” he said. An Edmonl in 
doctor confirmed the diag¬ 
nosis of continuing prosperify; 
“Our unemployment rate is 
only 4^2 per cent,” he boast¬ 
ed. 

This city is the centre for 
Peter Lougheed's power base 
—a base that enabled the pre¬ 
mier to adopt a confrontation 
stance in his government’s re¬ 
lations with Ottawa, and a 
base that causes anxiety to 
Tories aspiring to succeed 
Robert Stanfield as leader of 
the national Conservative 
Party. Some Tory MPs are 
calling for a leadership con¬ 
vention in the spring, in the 
obvious hope of forestalling a 
Lougheed candidature. 

★ ★ ★ 

I discussed the Alberta po¬ 
litical situation over lunch 
with the editor of the Edmon¬ 
ton Journal, Andrew Sneddon. 
He doesn’t know whether 
Lougheed will seek Stanfield’s 
job or not—the premier isn’t 
saying yes and he isn’t saying 
no—but one thing is certain; 
Lougheed will lead his provin¬ 
cial Tories in another elec¬ 
tion, probably in May, and 
likely will win a landslide vic¬ 
tory. 

If the federal Tories delay 
their convention for a year or 
two—and there’s good ar¬ 
gument against unveiling the 
new leader too long before the 
election expected in 1978— 
Lougheed might then—he the 
man to beat. Unless Ontario 
Premier William Davis does 
much,better in his election ex¬ 


pected this year than the pun¬ 
dits are predicting, the per- 
s o n a b 1 e and politically 
successful premier of Alberta 
couldtwell be the most out¬ 
standing Conservative in the 
country a year hence. Some 
will argue that he is already. 

★ ★ ★ 

Despite the billions of oil 
royalties rolling in and the ab¬ 
sence of any political threat 
from the decimated Social 
Crediters, the vestigial pro¬ 
vincial Liberals and the anae¬ 
mic NDP-socialists, Lougheed 
has problems. 

He has a weak supporting 
team. Most people didn’t ex¬ 
pect the Conservatives to win 
in 1972, so there was a dearth 
of first class cabinet timber 
for Lougheed’s government. 
Presumably this weakness 
will be corrected in the forth¬ 
coming election. 

Lougheed has staked his 
reputation on the success of 
the Syncrude program to de¬ 
velop the tar sands, and the 
Syncrude consortium has fall¬ 
en. „apart. However, the proj¬ 
ect may still be salvaged. 

Alberta’s conventional oil is 
a dwindling resource, and Al¬ 
berta needs petrochemical 
plants and other secondary in¬ 
dustry to take up the slack 
w'hen the heyday of oil pro¬ 
duction ends in perhaps less 
than a decade. 

And, if Lougheed secretly 
plans a national leadership 
bid, he needs to counteract 
his “blue eyed Arab” image 
~1n Ontario. Whether he tries 
to do so in the months ahead 
will be a good indication of 
his intentions.

One of the main problems is 
that the cabinet is seriously 
split between Ihose who want 
to remain in the common 
market and those who want to 
gel Britain out at all costs. 

The anti-marketeers argue 
that community membership 
involves an unacceptable loss 
of British sovereignty and 
I hey are unlikely to he 
swayed by any economic ben¬ 
efits gained from re-negotia¬ 
tion. 

* ★ ★ 

Rut Wilson has said the gov¬ 
ernment will recommend 
staying in the market or gel- 
ting out once the current o*is- 
eussions are complete. Dis¬ 
senting ministers, he says, 
will be permitted to campaign 
against his decision if they 
wish without the traditional 
necessity of resigning. 

Rut constitutional experts 
argue that this destroys Ihe 
long-hallowed principle of 
cabinet solidarity. Besides, 
they ask, how can a dearly 
and fyenly-divided govern¬ 
ment recommend anything as 
official policy. 

And' there are even more 
puzzling issues raised by the 
referendum, widely expected 
to he held in June.

There will he a full Com¬ 
mons debate before the public 
poll in which all MPs will he 
allowed to give views on the 
methods of voting and on 
whether to stay in the mar¬ 
ket.

Some 
commentators say this should 
he done on a constituency 
basis, thp same as in a gener¬ 
al election, to let each MP 
know how his supporters feel. 

Others say the votes of the 
whole country should be 
counted without any break¬ 
downs and still others argue 
that they should he registered 
on a regional basis with sepa¬ 
rate counts for Scotland'. 
Northern Ireland, Wales and 
England.

But Wilson himself seems to 
have (he biggest problems of 
all. If a referendum goes 
against his recommendation, 
there will be strong pressure 
from all parties for him to re¬ 
sign as prime minister. 

And even if he recommends 
continued membership 
which seems likely and Ihe 
country supports him, he is 
likely to lose a great deal of 
support from the commuted 
anti-market left of the party.

An obvious question to nsk 
automobile manufacturers 
these days is why prices are 
still High when there are thou¬ 
sands of unsold ears. 

Roy Bennett, 46-year-old 
president of Ford Motor Co. 
of Canada Ltd., peered across 
his office desk recently and 
tried to answer the question. 

Outside his sixth floor office 
at Oakville, in the company’s 
car and truck plants, all was 
silent. The plants, which to¬ 
gether produce about 1,400 ve¬ 
hicles a day. were closed be¬ 
cause of slack demand. 

"There is no question that 
we have excess capacity right 
at the moment as evidence by 
the fact that we have closed 
the plant down for a couple of 
weeks." Bennett said. Ford 
resumed production last Mon¬ 
day hut will shut the plant 
again this week. 

“But I honestly think that 
this is a temporary phenome¬ 
non that relates to the drop 
off in the United States in¬ 
dustry and the industry’s fail¬ 
ure to anticipate the magni- 
ttire of drop dial was going to 
lake place." 

Ford's major sin. as in¬ 
dicated by Bennett, was in not 
foreseeing a softening in the 
market that hit in the last 
quarter. As a result, Ford, 
like other auto makers, pro¬ 
duced more cars, particularly 
on overtime shifts, than it 
should have. 

Hence, dealer inventories 
i limbed. 

In recent days, most North 
American auto firms have 
gone to rebates - cuts on 
selective models — rather 
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than reduce prices across-the- 
board. 

Why not outright price 
cuts? 

“The fundamental problem 
is what’s happening to prof¬ 
its," Bennett said. “Our 
average cost of producing a 
car has been going up over 
the last six to eight months at 
a rale of $40 to $50 per month. 
At the same lime, we |>ut our 
.1975 model prices up, I think 
it was $309, and the average 
price increase was 6'a per 
cent." 

To cut prices "in the face of 
those conditions would further 
jeopardize the total profi¬ 
tability of the corporation." 

Ford doesn't produce a sin¬ 
gle vehicle unless it has been 
ordered by a dealer some¬ 
where. 


This means the 


excessive 


stock figures that are widely 
(pioted belong to dealers who 
have bought more cars than 
they have been able to sell. 

"Our dealers have high 
stocks hut we don’t feel exces¬ 
sive stocks," Bennett said. 

"As a matter of fact our 
dealers have operated for the 
last .V* years under shortage 
conditions. We’ve been under * 
constant pressure to supply 
more cars up until this past 
September. 

"Now', with the drop in the 
V.S. market, our production 
capacity has been such that 
we’ve l>een totally able to sup¬ 
ply our dealer needs and, at 
the moment, their stocks are 
at record levels.

DETROIT (UPli. (’ash re hates of $200 
to $H00#t)eing given to new car buyers pushed 
auto sales in the final 10 days of January up 
at least a third over mid-month deliveries, 
industry analysts said Saturday. 

- The Jan. 21-31 sales report, due Tuesday 
and Wednesday, will he the first in whic h all 
four V.S. automakers offered the cash re¬ 
bates. Sales in the middle period of January 
were up 41 per cent from the first 10 days, 
before the rebates started. 

Despite the two strong sales reports, ana¬ 
lysts cautioned that ihe V.S. auto industry 
hasn't snapped out of its worst postwar sales 
slump, (’lose to 180,000 workers are on open- 
ended layoffs that may not end until mid¬ 
summer. 

An estimated 220.000 c ars were delivered 
'in the Jan. 21-31 period, still off 15 per cent 


from last year's depressed level and pboul 33 
per cent below the same January period in 
1973 when the industry was headed for its 
best year ever. 

With ihe rebates in effect for Shout half of 
the month, January sales were estimated at 
439,000 c ars, off 20 per cent from last Jan¬ 
uary, hut still the closest the automakers 
have come to matching year-ago level since 
the 1973 models Were introduced. 

"We're beginning to see a reasonably 
good recovery from the low first period of 
January brought about by the confusion over 
the rebates,” one analyst said. 

Dealers, especially, have been happy 
about the rebates which have heen bringing 
prospective customers into showrooms that 
were nearly deserted from Thanksgiving to 
Christmas.

BRUSSELS (UPD Down 
and down the dollar goes. 
Where will it stop? 

"Nobody knows." said a 
Belgian banker.

The big question is: Why did debits to individual bank ac¬ 
counts in the Victoria area shoot up 39 per cent in the year 
just past when the national increase was only 24 per cent? 
The jump seems high, even taking inflation into account 

Canadian Bankers' Association figures just compiled 
show that the Victoria area's total for 1974 was 520.19 billion 
against 1973’* total of 512.66 billion. 

The Canada-wide total of 30 key areas for 1974 was 
51.698.3 billion compared to 51.307.2 billion in 1973. 

CBA officials in Toronto Friday confirmed these figures 
fqjkThe Daily Co l on ist but wer e at a - lo ss to ) e xp l a i n t he b r g 
jump in Victoria. They theorized, however, that there may 
have been some change in procedures, hut couldn't he certain 
bee a us the assiciation it not allowed to dig too deeply into 
its various member banks’ affairs.

"Everyone is worried about 
President Ford’s latest eco¬ 
nomic measures,” said Dr. 
Paul Neild, a British econom¬ 
ic forecasier. Frankfurt ex¬ 
change dealer Wilfried Hel- 
fenbein said Ford’s program 
may do little except raise 
U.S. inflation again, thus wea¬ 
kening the dollar. 

Bankers say that adminis¬ 
tration measures to cure 
recession through easier cred¬ 
it and tax cuts instead would 
fuel inflation by raising the 
supply of money. Thus it is 
possible, they said, for mea¬ 
sures which help the Ameri- 
can economy at home lo dam¬ 
age American currency over¬ 
seas. 

"There is a lark of con¬ 
fidence in Americans' will¬ 
ingness to bite the bullet," an 
economist satdr "Fbrd has 
come up with a mild program 
and Congress is trying to 
make it milder. Obviously, 
the U.S. is not willing to do 
anything." 

The oil crisis also is 
hlamecf.

at $100 billion or more. As 
with anything else, too much 
supply weakens demand, and 
these Eurodollars have lost 
their glitter. 

Everyone interviewed 
blamed the herd instinct 
a m o n g* foreign currency 
dealers, speculators, treasur¬ 
ers of multinational firms and 
other trendmakers, including 
the Arabs. As the dollar falls, 
these big dollar holders try to 
unload their dollars and so 
it falls further. 

Some analysis"” blame the 
Arabs. 

"A lot of dollars are in Arab 
hands, and they have no con¬ 
fidence. They’re afraid the 
United States might confis¬ 
cate them.” an American 
hanker sain*. A Dutch expert 
even suggests the Arabs 
were driving the dollar down 
through heavy selling to 
punish Washington for its 
veiled threats of force against 
oil producers. 

If so. it would be a noble 
gesture. The Arabs get most 
of their oil revenue in dollars. 
The lower the dollar, the less 
they get. 

More common is the v i e w' 
that the U.S. itself is trying to 
keep the dollar down, or at 
least doing nothing to prop it 
up. 

“The United 1 States is inter¬ 
ested in having a low dollar 
rate, because it helps Ameri¬ 
can exports by m a k i n g the 
dollar cheaper.” Belgian 
dealer Willy Bormans said. 

The . only Americans who 
appear worried by the falling 
dollar are tourists and Ameri¬ 
cans living abroad. 

In Switzerland, where the 
dollar is worth 45 per cent 
less than three years ago. it 
takes 54.30 to buy a Scotch, in 
a hotel bar ana’ $12 to buy a 
steak, salad, glass of wine 


and coffee in an ordinary res¬ 
taurant. | 

In West Germany, a pack of j 
cigarettes has gone up from ! 
92 to 99 cents since early De- ! 
cember and a gallon of gas is 
51.50, up from SI.38. 

"I feel destroyed.” said no¬ 
velist Dolores Pa la. an Ameri¬ 
can in Paris. "It makes an 
enormous dent in our living 
standard. I would like to set a 
movement to get Congress to 
give us tax relief.” 

Bormans forecasts falling 
European interest rates soon, 
which should strengthen the 
dollar. But he said the IJ.S. 
currency could fall still an¬ 
other 10 per cent or rise as 
much. 

”lf the dollar is ever lo re¬ 
cover even somewhat.” one 
Zurich banker said, "the Unit¬ 
ed States has to get its own 
house in order.”

Enthusiasts 
get up steam 


VANCOUVER (CP! - Brit¬ 
ish Columbia’s steam loco¬ 
motive enthusiasts will have a 
field day this summer when 
two rejuvenated steam en¬ 
gines start hauling a museum 
train, with exhibits of B.C.'s 
industrial history, -throughout 
the province in July. 

A former CPR freignt en¬ 
gine. built in 1923, will pull 
the train on Vancouver Island, 
and a CPR freight loco¬ 
motive will do the heavier 
hauling in the Interior. 

B.C. Rail director Bob 
Swanson told a meeting of the 
Vancouver Electric Club Fri¬ 
day that two converted coach 
cars are being equipped to 
carry exhibits around the 
province from the Provincial 
Museum. 

The museum train will also 
carry two small steam loco¬ 
motives on a flat car. One is 
the first steam logging donkey 
used in B.C. and logged 
around Chemainus on the 
southeast coast of Vancouver 
Island at the turn of the 
century. 

Swanson said the other loco¬ 
motive is a small steam en¬ 
gine found abandoned in the 
Duncan area. Both small loco- 
• motives are being refurbished 
and will run on their own 
tracks when the train pulls 
into a siding. 


The train will also have 13 
passenger coaches and a 
theatre car which will show 
films of B.C.’s history. 

Cost of the museum train 
will be about $150,000. said 
Swanson.

Reds skip on U.S. bill 


MOSCOW (API A lop So¬ 
viet political commentator de¬ 
clared Saturday that the Sovi¬ 
et Union will not pay off its 
$722-million lend-lease debt to 
the United States. 

The statement by Yuri Zhu¬ 
kov was the first official Sovi¬ 
et acknowledgement that the 
Soviets were repudiating the 
debt as an after-effect of their 
cancellation of the 1972 trade 
agreement. 

During his 'monthly tele¬ 
vised review of foreign af¬ 


fairs, Zhukov also mentioned 
that Communist Party Chief 
Leonid Brezhnev planned to 
visit the U.S. later this year, 
reinforcing indications that 
Brezhnev strongly retained 
his political leadership, de¬ 
spite rumors to the contrary. 

’’Unless fhe U.S. puts this 
agreement into effect, unless 
they grant us most favored 
nation status, we, of course, 
will not pay” Zhukov told a 
Soviet television audience. 

The Soviets rejected the 


trade agreement after they 
said they could not accept 
trade legislation that linked 
most-favored-nation tariff 
treatment to easing of emi¬ 
gration and granted only $300 
million in credits.

Presley’s suffering 
from twisted colon 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) — 
Singer Elvis Presley has in¬ 
testinal blockage from a 
twisted lower colon, but he is 
not in pain and will not re¬ 
quire, surgery, his doctor said 1 
Saturday. 

“We have found no evidence 
of other diseases and certain¬ 
ly not hepatitis or cancer or 
leukemia that some of his 
concerned fans and friends 
have been worried about," 
said Dr. George Nichopoulos. 

Presley has been secluded 
in an 18th floor suite at Bap¬ 
tist Hospital since 4 a.m. 
Thursday. A hospital spokes¬ 
man said the early hour was 
chosen to avoid publicity and 
confusion. 

Nichopoulos said Presley 
will be out of the hospital 
“within a few days and will 


require further treatment 
“probably for several weeks." 

Asked how the problem de¬ 
veloped, Nichopoulos said, 
“We think it goes back to the 
elongated colon. He has had 
that problem for some time.” 

Nichopoulos said Presley’s 
illness will not interfere with 
his schedule. 

Presley is to open a two- 
week Las Vegas engagement 
March 18, followed by a 
12-day tour starting April 26. 
The final stop on the tour will 
be May 5 at Jackson, Miss., 
where he will perform a bene¬ 
fit show for victims of a Jan. 
10 tornado at McComb, Miss. 

Elliott said Presley is “in 
good spirits and has been up 
and about and talking to his 
friends.”

The retirement provisions, 
brought in last year by the 
NDP government and passed 
by the Legislature, retire pro¬ 
vincial court judges at 65 but 
allow them to sit for five 
more years with provincial 
cabinet approval. 


Oliver said he did not object 
t> set a retirement age, 
but to the government's 
power to extend or cut short 
judges’ tenure. 

Oliver said his group will 
meet Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald on the matter. 

He made the statement at 
the mid-winter meeting of the 
provincial council.

Butley is a savage, witty, 
and desperately black comedy 
that picks away at some of so¬ 
ciety’s most basic rela¬ 
tionships. 

In Butley, goals and roles 
come tumbling down with 
hearty laughter and stomach- 
kicking realizations. 

The play spans the working 
day of an English professor, 
Ben BuUey. From his 
cramped office, he watches as 
his wife officially exits from 
their marriage, his sometime 
lover and colleague leaves him 
for another man, and a 
spinster colleague announces 
she has finally succeeded in 
selling her book on Byron. 

Ben is a character who 
traps others through their 
neuroses and tortures them 
incessantly, before adminis¬ 
tering the final blow. 

Ironically though, they then 
no longer need Ben while he 
desperately needs -them to 
survive. Their fears, depen- 
d e n c i e s and hypocrisies 
| shelter him from his own. 


Butley must be regarded as 
a marvelous gift for any 
theatre company. But in the 
hands of Bastion it is never 
fully unwrapped. 

For all its delicious humor, 
Butley is a fight for survival. 
It demands riveting tension 
and tight orchestration which 
director Edwin Stephenson’s 
inconsistent control weakens. 

Caricatures as offered by 
Patricia Carroll Brown, 
Glynis Leyshon. and Brendan 
McKane succeed only in sof¬ 
tening the play’s impact. 

But it is with Gary Files, in 
the prized role of Ben, that 
the awesome burden of carry¬ 
ing the play lies. 

The lole allows Tor a lot of 
good spoofing and mugging 
which Files seems quite com¬ 
fortable with. It is also a role 
that demands intricate pacing 
and timing which Files incon¬ 
sistently delivers except in his 
brilliant confrontation with 
his lover’s new beau, played 


to the mark by Norman 
Browning. 

But it is the heart of the 
character that Files never 
touches. His Ben BuUey lacks 
the charisma and sustaining 
energy that could extract the 
wounded love and fear so 
beautiful shown by Gil Os¬ 
borne as his wife or nurture 
the dependency of his lover, 
Joey, subtley evoked by Larry 
Aubrey. 

And even more, there is 
every indication that Gray 
created a more raging Ben 
Butley than Files, histrionics 
indicate and one with the re¬ 
deeming horror of what his 
life has become. 

BuUey closes Saturday at 
the McPherson Playhouse be¬ 
fore heading up-Island on a 
five community tour. Bun¬ 
dling up for the McPherson 
performances is suggested as 
the heat is off in the building 
—* except for a few portable 
heaters — owing to the CUPE 
strike.

Although home-delivery of 
milk is becoming less com¬ 
mon in Vancouver, dairies are 
enlarging their delivery 
routes in Greater Victoria and 
foresee no curtailment. 

The Vancouver branch of 
Palm Dairies Ltd., recently 
notified 10,000 customers that 
home-delivery would cease. 
Manager George Fawcett said 
although the service account¬ 
ed for 20 per cent of firm's 
sales, continuation was no 
longer economical. 

But in Victoria the picture 
is different. 

Silverwond Dairies reports 
increased home delivery sales 
in the past six months despite 
higher milk prices. 

Sales manager Thomas 
.lames said the firm's 20 re¬ 
tail delivery routes each 
showed an average increase 
of 350 to 400 customer* sinra 
September. 

“People cut down on milk 
consumption during the first 
two weeks of January when 
the retail price rose but the 
slump is over now and sales 
are up again." 

Six weeks ago the dairy 
. began to deliver milk to large 
] apartment blocks as well as 
| houses and has since devel¬ 


oped a route of more than 18 
apartments. 

“There is no question of 
dropping routes Jn Victoria," 
James said, adding that the 
"lobby service" concept that 
has begun in apartments is 
expanding. Delivery men sell 
in the lobby and do not de¬ 
liver to individual suites. 

Island Farms Dairies^ sales 
manager R. H. Thomsifo-said 
sales have shown a slight in¬ 
crease in the past six months 


even though about 400 cus¬ 
tomers cancelled home deli¬ 
very during the past two 
months when prices jumped. 

"We lost some customers 
but our total deliveries are up 


slightly lo about 8,500 resi¬ 
dences," he said. 

Victoria branch of Palm 
Dairies Ltd. sold its seven de¬ 
livery routes to Island Farms 
a year ago.

Injunction blocks pickets 


CKLG in uproar 
over first contract 


An e\ parte injunction was 
granted Saturday, limiting to 
eighl at any one lime the 
number of pickets outside 
radio slation CKDG’s main 
studios and two transmitter 
sites. 

At 11:21 Saturday morning, 
Ihp strident music on the Van¬ 
couver pop radio station was 
interrupted by an announce¬ 
ment that workers at the sta¬ 
tion were on strike. 

I’he injunction was granted 
by Mr. Justice Harry VlcKav 
who heard testimony from 
station general manager Don 
Hamilton that he had been de¬ 
nied entry to the studio hy 
pickets. 

Announcing the strike earli¬ 
er a taped announcement 
said: "This is Greg Collins, 
for the Canadian Union of 
Public Employees. 

"We are now on strike 
against radio station CKLXL 
and will remain on strike 
until the slation signs a first 
contract ...” 

Then a recording of a Brit¬ 
ish labor song which hegan 
"1-m a union man. that 1 am; 
I’ll say what I think, the com¬ 
pany stinks” was played. 

As the song finished. Ihe 
l a pen' voice of the announcer 
again came on. 

Tbe ta|ie played on for at 
least 90 minutes, rieforp it was 
abruptly pulled and replaced 
with the voice of a non-union 
worker, who again hegan 
playing the regular pop music- 
fare w’hich has made CKLG 
the top-ranking station on 
Vancouver Island and the 
lower Mainland for the 
under-25 set. 

The late-morning; announce¬ 
ment signalled the start of a 
strike which saw leading 
labor officials bolstering a 
picket line* outside the sta¬ 
tion's studios before noon Sal- 
tnn'ay.

The federation'* executive 
decided Friday to assist union 
members at CKLG because of.

Duncan RCMP said snow was falling heavily on 
ilie Malahat late al night, visibility was next to 
zero and driving was hazardous. 

They warned that ears travelling on the Mala¬ 
hat today will require snow tires and chains, 
although highways department crews went out lo 
clear the highway as soon as snow started to fall. 

A weatherman said: "We’ve been expecting 
snow for Ihe past several days, and then slopped 
expecting it. and it fell." 

He said a northeasterly wind from the main¬ 
land dropped a combination of snow and rain on the 
southern pai l of tfie Island. Nanaimo and other ttp- 
Island communities had not reported snow Saturday ’ 
night, he said. v -

Please” are becom¬ 
ing more familiar in restau¬ 
rants, newsstands and depart¬ 
ment specialty stores. 

Not everyone has escaped 
the crunch, however. 

Waitresses questioned Sat¬ 
urday said they had noticed 
some falling off in the si/p 
and frequency of tips left hy 
customers. 

"People are holding on to 
their silver.” one said. 

"A man who gets 70 or 
cents change from his hill will 
pocket it. rather than leave it 
on the table for us. 

"It does work Ihp other 
way, sometimes: people will 
pick up their silver, then 
leave a dollar bill." 

In other Canadian cities, 
people other than those who 
rely .on tips for most of their 
living are also being hit by 
the growing shortage of 
change. 

Department store managers 
in Vancouver are experienc¬ 
ing increasing difficulty, and 
.nickels are the most elusive 
coins on the West Coast 
today. 

"We’re still managing with 
the dimes and quarters, but 
there’s hardly a nickel left in 
thp store," one Vancouver 
spokesman said recently. 

I/mis Valente, president of 
the British Columbia Hotels’ 
Association, said his members 
are relatively well off. exce.pt 
for the disappearing nic kel. 

"Most of ihe hotels have 
\ ending machines or pool 
tables and they take 
quarters.” Valente said. 

That keeps the quarters in 
circ ulation and we get a feed¬ 
back of coins from the ma¬ 
chine operators.” 

The situation is likely to get 
worse before it gets better. 

Joe Morris, president of the 
two million-member Canadian 
Labor Congress, has asked 
trade unionists across the 
country lo hoard their coins 
by buying $10 worth of silver 
and folding it until the mint 
strike ends in an attempt in 
bring pressure on the govern¬ 
ment to settle the labor dis¬ 
pute. 

That call was issued last 
week, anJ should be filtering 
down to rank-and-file union 
members sometime bpfore 
mid-February

Children’s rights mapped

The statement of children’s 
needs looks innocuous enough. 

A(ter all what’s so earth- 
shattering about “the right to 
an education which is de¬ 
signed to maximize the child's 
total growdh and develo|»- 
ment,” or “the right lo play 
and recreation”? 

But it’s the stuff in the fine 
print that counts. 

The right to education could 
mean redesigned schools to 
accommodate wheelchairs. 

The right to play and recre¬ 
ation could oblige apartment 
owners to provide play areas 
for Ihe children of tenants 
or it could lead to the rerout¬ 
ing of traffic to allow childven 
safe routes to school. 

At least that is what David 
Cruikshank, University of 
B.C. law professor, has in 
mind as he prepares the final 
draft of recommendations on 
the protection of children for 
the Family and Children’s 
Law Commission. 

Reform basis 

The report, due to he tabled 
in the next legislative session, 
is meant to provide a basis 
for reform of provincial fami¬ 
ly laws, and covers the entire 
spectrum of family problems 
including marriage break¬ 
down, juvenile delinquency 
and the care of children with 
special needs. 

There are several working 
groups in Ihe commission, 
each concentrating on specific 
concerns. Adoption, juvenile 
delinquency, custody of chil¬ 
dren, the family court struc¬ 
ture and property rights are 
mrluded. 

In spiff of possible reper- 


cussions, Cmikshank is hop¬ 
ping thr provincial govern¬ 
ment will implement his rec¬ 
ommendations. 

”1 don’t really expect we 
would find any great demand 
for immediate change,” he 
says. 

“The Human Rights Act 
was proclaimed last fall, and 
there has been no great Wiilri- 
up of litigation, although it is 
a far-reaching document.” 

Cruikshank said that in con¬ 
sidering the needs and rights 
of children, there had been 
some pressure on commission 
members tn put in separate 
rights for handicapped chil¬ 
dren. 

'Then so be it' 

“We prefer to think of them 
simply as children, with the 
same rights as all children 
and if that means changing 
school design for instance to 
give them those,rights, then 
so he it.” 

The statement of needs, 
along with resulting rights, 
form an affirmative list of 
rights every child should have 
and whit;h could he inforrea- 
ble in a court of law. 

Four groups 

"It is an affirmative state¬ 
ment of children’s rights, 
whereas in the past we have 
only had negative legislation, 
telling families what would 
happen if they overstepped 
certain marks," Cruikshank 
said. 

"You can take a child into 
custody if he is idle or delin¬ 
quent or the parents are un¬ 
willing or unable to care for 
the.child” 

The statement of children* 
needs is divided into four 


main groups the need for 
physical health and security: 
the need for emotional securi¬ 
ty and emotional and mental 
Health, the need for education 
and support in making deci¬ 
sion*. anil Ihe need to he pro¬ 
tected from arbitrary or 
unjust acts on the part of peo¬ 
ple in authority. 

If adopted as pari ol a re¬ 
vamped family law. it would 
mean that a child would have 
the right to be consulted in 
guardianship. custody or 
access disputes. 

And he would have the right 
to his own law-yer in such dis¬ 
putes. along with explanations 
or interpretations of any pro¬ 
ceedings concerning him, pul 
into language he could usder- 
stand. 

Rut Cruikshank is quick to 
stress there is no intention of 
having the government, step in 
between child and parents 
unless then* i^ a clear need 
for such intervention. 

"For instance." he said, "a 
parent might come to ask for 
help because he has hern 
abusing his child. We could 
apprehend that child, but it 
might be better to pul a homp 
help in the home to protect 
the child while the parent is 
having some kind of coun¬ 
selling or treatment.” 

Up to parents 

It would also be up to 
parents in many cases to 
make sure that a claim was 
made on behalf of a child to 
protect the child’s rights. 

"If a school is being built 
and it has two floors, it would 
likely have just stairs and no 
accommodation for a child in 
a wheelchair 

"If we have something that 


gives a child the right to an 
education, the parent could go 
on to say thai the education 
should he given within Hip 
community instead of taking 
thp child away from homp to 
a special institution. 

"What 1 see happening then 
is that a lawyer on behalf of 
the child could bring a court 
action and ask for a declara¬ 
tion that the school should be 
built with ramps, elevators 
and wide doorways to accom¬ 
modate a wheelchair." 

Or it might be a case where 
a class of students was going 
on a ski trip, and one student 
was excluded because his 
parents didn't have the'neces¬ 
sary cash, or he didn't have 
the equipment. In such a rase 
equipment would have to be 
supplied. 

The right to- health care i* 
intruded, says Cruikshank. to 
include any necessary niedi 
cal appliances, seeing-eye 
dogs, prescription drugs and 
physical therapy as well as 
easy access to medical per¬ 
sonnel. 

Many people 

"Many people will feel we 
have omitted important state¬ 
ments,” said Cruikshank. 
"Others will feel this is too 
extensive. 

’However, our test has 
been to ask of each right: Is 
it enforceable? Is it tangible? 
Is it amenable to provision of 
services? 

Finally we see the rights 
being met first of all by 
parents or legal guardians, 
who should have Ihe initial 
obligation to meet the need* 
enumerated."

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Talented tenpinner 
considers pro tour

Ken Grexton of Victoria is 
seriously entertaining 
thoughts of joining the Profes¬ 
sional Bowlers Association 
tenpin tour. 

The 22-year-old righthander 
has recently raised his 
average in the Tuesday All- 
Star league at Mayfair Lanes 
to 201, following a 745 series, 
and says his decision depends 
on “how I bowl the rest of the 
year." 

In Grexton’s other two 
leagues he is averaging 194 
(Wednesday Commercial) and 
193 (Monday Senior) and he 
holds the city record for a 
three-game series, a 758 on 
Nov. 12. 

Jack Major of Vancouver, a 
pro for the last seven years 
and currently the only Cana¬ 
dian on the tour, said Satur¬ 
day that an average of 190 or 
better for 66 games in two 
consecutive seasons is needed 
to qualify for entry to the 
PBA. 

Application is made to PBA 
headquarters in Akron, Ohio, 
and the prospective pro must 
provide recommendations 
from three, non-related people 
plus a character reference 
from the local tenpin associa¬ 
tion. 

The applicant must also get 
signatures from three regular 
PBA players or the regional 
director for the area, in this 
case Johnny Guenther of Seat¬ 
tle. 

The initiation fee is $75 and 
the bowler is classified as a 
first-year “apprentice,” the 
PBA reserving the right to 
revoke the card after the first 
season. 

Major said there are four 
classifications of pros, Resi¬ 
dent II (maximum of three 
tournaments a year and $65 
membership fee). Resident I 
(no limitation of number of 
tourneys with $125 fee), Tour¬ 
ing n (must take part in 50 
per cent of sanctioned tour¬ 
naments and $125 fee) and 
Touring I (must take part in 
two thirds of tourneys and 
$125 fee). 

To retain the cant for the 
following year, the pro must

average 190 or better in his 
tour outings. Major said some 
exceptions are made on spe¬ 
cial appeal procedures. 

Grexton said if he decides 
to give it a try, he must find a 
sponsor who is willing to put 
up between $20,000 and $25,000 
for a year. 

Major felt Grexton didn’t 
need that much. The Van¬ 
couver pro figured that Grex¬ 
ton could get by on between 
$300 and $350 a week without 
affecting his bowling because 
he is still single. Major said a 
married pro would require the' 
figure Grexton stated. 

Major also thought it would 
be difficult to find a sponsor, 
stating, “I’ve had a bit more 
experience than Kenny has 
and I still haven’t been able 
to find anybody.’’ 

“You hit so many varying 
conditions out there,’’ Major 
said of the tour, “If you can’t 
change and adapt to them, 
you get all screwed up.” 

Major said contracts be¬ 
tween pro. bowlers and spon¬ 
sors usually run for two or 
three years with a couple of 
years option after that. He 
said that most contracts call 
for repayment of expenses to 
the sponsor before the split, 
usually 50-50, or 60-40 in the 
sponsor’s favor. 

He said that it was conceiv¬ 
able that in Earl Anthony’s 
case, the Tacoma pro might 
come out of his outstanding 
1974 season with something 
like $30,000 profit. Anthony 
was the top money winner on 
the pro tour, winning just 
under $100,000. 

“Pro bowling is about three 
or four steps above league 
bowling," Major summed up. 

Grexton feels that his hand 
injury, diagnosed as stretched 
ligaments, is healed, although 
“it’s still a little sore." 

“Pressure? I don't know, 
I'd like to try,” he said.

The FCC said such a deci¬ 


sion was made in the area of 
children's programming be¬ 
cause only a small amount of 
local programs in that catego¬ 
ry were carried. Thus, ihe 
networks would b£ filling a 
need. 

The family hour concept for 
early-evening viewing and the 
FCC liberalizing its ban on 
prime-time shows by the net¬ 
works should bring al>nui art 
improvement in shows for 
children.

In the United States bass 
fishing for largemouths and 
amallmouths is considered the 
finest sport in the freshwater 
piscatorial field, with more 
devout followers than even 
trout and steelhead. 

But, in western Canada, 
particularly on Vancouver Is¬ 
land, bass fishing is a sadly 
neglected art. 

Klk, Beaver. Prospect, 
Matheson, Spider and St. 
Mary lakps are all excellent 
smallmouth bass lakes, hut 
the anglers who fish for them 
are few, considering the ac¬ 
cessibility and the availability 
ot the sporty bass. 


And the bass are available 
in the summer months when 
people have the time to fish 
ihen . and when the more 
sought-after trout are sluggish 
and not so ready to snap at a 
lure. 

Apart from that there can 
be few greater thrills in fish¬ 
ing than plug casting for bass 
and experiencing the excite¬ 
ment of a three to six- 
|Hiur*der crashing out of the 
water in a mad frenzy after a 
surface plug. 

A bass fisherman’s tackle 
box can be a sight to behold, 
crammed with literally scores 
of different and brightly col¬ 
ored bass plugs, poppers and 
flies. No other angling spoil 
features such an array of dif¬ 
ferent lures. 


Bass fishing is a particular 
art and in this book A. D. Liv¬ 
ingston tells just about every¬ 
thing the novice or experi¬ 
enced basser needs to know . 

Much of the information 
isn't pertinent to our fishing 
for thp smallmout bass, hut 
there is enough useful infor¬ 
mation about ihe smallmouth 
to make this a valuable book" 
for anv Vancouver Island an¬ 
gler to have on his bookshelf. 

Livingston devotes nine 
chapters to fishing pretty well 
ev ery artificial lure, from Ar- 
hnghst's Jitterbug, which is 
one of the popular plugs on 
our Vancouver Island lakes, to 
Zorro's spinnerbaits.

Plactic worm fishing is 
something 1 airly new- to our 
waters and only in Ihe past 
couple of years have Van¬ 
couver Island anglers used 
them. 

Livingston has four 
chapters exclusively about 
rigging and fishing soft plas¬ 
tic worms, which he describes 
as “Ihe most deadly bass 
i atchers ev er devised by man 
or nature." 

Another four chapters deal 
with fishing with natural 
hails. But Vancouver Island 
anglers should remember that 
using live fish for hail is ille¬ 
gal in British Columbia. 


A chapter on ultra-sophis- 
tireleri. bass boats is of limit¬ 
ed merest to Vancouver Is¬ 
land anglers and other 
chapters of lishing streams 
a no impoundments for bass 
are of practically no interest 
heenuse all Vancouver Island 
bass are found in small lakes. 

Livingston lives on an is¬ 
land in Florida's Lake Weir 
and fishes for bass almost 
every day. Jle has written for 
Field and Stream, Outdoor 
Life and Spirts Afield and is 
currently a field editor for Ihe 
American Bass Fisherman. 


His other books are about 
gambling, a subject he feels 
iv akin to lishing ... in a 
farout sort of wav. 

His reasoning is that if you 
want lo catch suckers at thp 
card ‘.able you should read his 
book Poker Strategy ami Bin¬ 
ning Play.

We Canadians are a smug 
lot when it comes to the sub¬ 
ject of racism. 

We pride ourselves on the 
fai t that we don't have any 
problems with “our Negroes," 
as do the Americans, or with 
Fast Indians, as do the Brit¬ 
ish. 

We feel a little bit more 
guilty about Ihe treatment of 
i/rdive Indians in our country, 
and the memory of those Can- 
adian-Japanese who were put 
in concentration camps dur¬ 
ing Ihe Second World War 
tends to make us blush. 

But on the whole, we're 
pretty satisfied with our¬ 
selves. But we r e a I 1 y

It may he more subtle than 
in other countries, but it's still 
there. As authors Hughes and 
Fallen f>oint out, Canadians 
are jtoliie racists.

They also show how racism 
has been and still is an inte¬ 
gral part of the federal gov¬ 
ernment's immigration policy 
i that section of the book 
should be required reading for 
MP Ron Huntington, who re¬ 
cently aroused a furore when 
he criticized Canada's "lax" 
immigration policy). 

The book is especially valu¬ 


able in its descriptions of how 
minority groups such as the 
Eskimos deal with the pre¬ 
vailing racist attitudes, and 
the frustration and alienation 
felt by the members of these 
groups. 

Its main fault is. however, 
too many passages written in 
academese, which make the 
book's material inaccessible 
to the average reader. 

Several limes in leading the 
book I felt that the authors 
believed in always using 15 
four-syllable words where 
three two-syllable ones would 
do. 

Academics have a responsi¬ 
bility to write in simple, clear 
language, so that their knowl¬ 
edge can be passed on fo the 
general public, but Hughes 
and Fallen have not done this. 

This is unfortunate, because 
too important to he ignored, 
the material in this book is 
and as a result of their ver¬ 
bosity, it most likely-will be.

Simply told tale holds reader captive 


TO TIIF ARCTIC BY 
CANOE, 18-19-1821. by Robert 
Hood edited by (’. Stuart 
Houston; McGill-Queen's Uni¬ 
versity Press; 217 pp: illus. 
517.50. 

This, fascinating adventure 
is actually the record of the 
first of Sir Johh Franklin's 
expeditions In search of the 
Northwest Passage. 

It was written by Midship¬ 
man Robert Hood. RN. in the 
form of a diary, a document 
or scientific interest at the 
lime, but today more a narra¬ 
tive of human interest, illus¬ 
trating something of the 
courage and hardihood of 
those adventurers who built 
this nation's foundation 

Midshipman Hood did not 
survive thp expedition. He 


was murdered by one of the 
Indians of the party whom he 
suspected of murdering a 
companion and preferring 
parts of the body as "wolf 
meat" to the starving camp. 

A memorial tablet erected 
by his family in no way exag¬ 
gerates the qualities of the 
young Englishman. If reads: 

. After having, with 
unshaken fortitude, endured 
unparralleled (sic dangers 
and privations, and. by his 
skill in science, essentially 
contributed to the utility of 
ihe enterprise, was assassi¬ 
nated by an Iroquois, October 
20, 1821. thus terminating, at 
the early age of four and 
twenty, a short hut brilliant 
career 

Hood's memory, fittingly 


enough, is perpetuated in Ihe 
xigjity river named for him 
ini plunges over Wilherforce 
FalTWipfore reaching the Arc- 
Oielri, and in the small, 
1.1 -j ground squirrel, as 



well as a moss phlox and an 
Arctic sedge. 

It is difficult lo guess which 
would have pleased him most, 
because he was a lover of na 
lure and all the wildlife lo be 
found in Ihe wilderness, as 
well as a serious student of 
the scientific aspect* of the 


harsh country which intrigued 
bijji. ^ 

His sketches and paintings 
marie during Ihe expedition 
are a welcome addition lo ihe 
texl of this b *ok. 

While the midshipman's

A pithy, scholarly hook about the early days 
of the Mounted Police and their influence on Ihe 
prairies, Men in Scarlet is a collection of writings 
by several of Canada’s leading historians. 

Because each chapter is bv a different author and sheds 
its own light on the central performers, the hook can he 
dipped into, and savored, bit by bil. The editor i* the well- 
qualified Hugh A. Dempsey, the Glenbow-AJberta Institute * 
director of history and author of Crowfoot, Chief of th* 
Blackfeet. 

The stage-setter Is the March West uf 1874. She event 
which, as B. B. Horrall says, Is usually' considered to have 
resulted tn the deliverance of the western plains from the 
lawless hands of American desperadoes and the establishment 
of friendly relations with the Blackfoot Confederacy, two 
achievements vital to the peaceful settlement of western 
Canada. 

So much for plain facts. Now comas the precise, wide- 
range retailing: The arduous march itself seen through the 
eye* of the young French-Canadian artist-journalist Henri* 
Jullen ... a chapter on Ihe whole, sad. Sitting Bull epi- 
sxle; . . . life at Wr:ting-on-Stone, one of the outposts set up 
in the late 1880s for the long boundary patrols (in 1895 the 
best horse there covered nearly 4.000 miles in a single 
year) ... a profile of Sgt. Maj. J. H. G. Bray, ex-Briti#h 
Army, Marcher West, later settler, pioneer of Medicine 
Hat . . the difference between the wav the Mounted Police 
regarded and were in turn regarded by the Eskimo peo¬ 
ples and the northern Indians 

From more than one contributing writer we are reminded 
that the force's founding, and many of its best moves, were 
due not to any foresight by the federal government (when it 
wasn't procrastinating. Ottawa was using hand-aid measures* 
but more from the good judgment and gentle persuasion of 
its own senior officers. 

John A. Macdonald nevertheless marie one wise decision 
on the type of force to be sent west, and there can be no 
doubt it arrived at the right moment. 


Had to be occupied 

"Consider the consequences of the Sioux influx in 1877, if 
order had not already been established in the Cypress Hills." 
Horrall says. "The United Slates government officially recog¬ 
nized Canada's sovereignty over the North-West in the 1871 
Treaty of Washington, but Canada had to remember what 
bad happened in Texas and the Oregon Territory. The 
country had lo be occupied to establish Canada s claim, in 
just the same way as was,necessary for the Yukon and Elles¬ 
mere Island at a later lime in history.” 

Men In Scarlet is studded with comparisons between 
white society’s evolution in the Canadian and American 
wests. John Jennings, in a c hapter on the plains Indian and 
the law. points out that the American army, generally viewed 
with hostility by free-wheeling American westerners, took out 
its frustration in part on the Indian, alienating chiefs and 
often holding them as hostages, resorting to force, and 
mishandling minor incidents which the Mounted Police to the 
north found easy to resolve. 

The Mounted Police had ? lot going for them, as we say 
today. They had inherited peaceful Indian relations from the 
Hudson's Bay Company. They had sole, sweeping powers, 
easily understood and swiftly enforceable, in contrast to a 
tangle of laws and jurisdictions in the American west. 

On the whole, those powers were used with disc retion at 
a critical time for the plains Indian as he stood dazed by 
the path of the white man's push west, in the double shock of 
extermination of the buffalo and the coming of the railway 
with its impending surge of immigrants. The police at least 
ensured quietness at the "dying of the light." , 

The Mounted Polic e not only imposed a way of life on the 
west; many of them stayed to moJd the character of society. 
D. H. Breen, in a chapter on thp police and the ranching fron¬ 
tier, reveals how many of the men drifted into ranching to 
the end of the territorial period. Contrary to common belief, he 
says, managerial positions on the big company ranches were 
taken either by ex-policemen or men from eastern Canada, 
and not front the American ranching empires. 


of a winter residence.” the 
readers is captive to a sinfJy 
told but magnificent tale. 

The author of the jourrtl 
might be said to have a rej- 
laborationist, and a veriz ca¬ 
pable one. in Dr. Houston win 
compiled the book. 

He is a professor at the Uri- 
versify of Saskatchewai, 
Northern Great Plains editn - 
for the National Audubon So¬ 
ciety's American Birds, arrt 
wildlife editor for Fish ard 
Game Sportsman.

Because* c>( the close ties between the force and the cattle 
Industry, Breen nhservsy, vigilantes were almost unknown on 
tlie Canadian range.

"Even when the ranchers' Interests clashed, later, with 
those of the ‘Sod-blisters’ Ihe tension was kept within institu¬ 
tional hounds "So effec tively . . . that the struggle has passed 
largely unnoticed In western Cunacilan history." 

In their objectivity, the contributors to Men in Sc arlet are 
careful not to glamorize the early members of the force. 
They point out that some deserted, some drank too much. 
But, overwhelmingly, they emerge as men who treated the 
Indian fairly, often leniently, for the era. If anything, we are 
not given enough insight in personal qualities of leaders like 
Col. James Macleod- 

The glamorizing is given a thorough analysis in Dick 
Harrison's chapter on the Mounted Police in fiction. Canadi¬ 
an. British and American novelists each cast the Mountie in 
the image of their own heroes, with the Canadian perhaps 
coming closest to the truth. 

Men in Scarlet has 13 contributors in all historians, 
journalists and archeologists; Julien's fine sketches, and 
photos from the Glenbovv-Alberta Institute. 

Publication was made possible by a grant from the Alber- 
ta-RCMP Century Celebrations Committee, which also helped 
publish A B'lnter at Fort Mac leod, a compilation in diary 
form of the 1874-75 letters of the force's surgeon at Fort 
Macleod, written to his fiance in Toronto, fn this case, 
though, one wonders whether the committee had more money 
than it knevy what lo do with. 

In less affluent publishing times, this slender volume 
would not he committed tn a hard cover and color printing. 
Valuable though the letters of young Richard Barrington 
Nevitt may be historically, concerning that first winter at the

GLOBE ARTICHOKE 
(R. G. y Ganges) 

Yes, artichokes can be 
grown here, although they are 

a little on the tender side and 
may need to have straw 
strewn over the crowns as 
protection during severe 
winters. 

When grown as a vegetable, 
seeds may be sown under 
glass in early March or plants 
may be purchased and set out 
in late April in a sunny, wind- 
protected site and in well- 
manured sandy loam soil. 

The plants should not be al¬ 
lowed to flower the first year, 
any flower stems being re¬ 
moved as soon as they are ob¬ 
served. 

The part eaten is the flower 
bud, and it is cut before it has 
expanded. 

The usual way of cooking is 
to boil the buds in salted 
water until tender and serve 
with melted butter or hollan- 
daise sauce. 

The bud scales are pulled 
off, dipped in the sauce, and 
eaten in the fingers. 


Some cooks remove the 
tough centre core or “choke” 
and stuff the bud with a force¬ 
meat made of chicken livers, 
ham and onions. 

1 might say that I saw a 
globe artichoke plant growing 
as an ornamental in the pe¬ 
rennial border when visiting a 
friend’s garden last summer. 
It was a handsome, tall, back- 
row plant with silvery grey 
leaves and heads of deep pur¬ 
ple flowers. 

PRUNING CINQUEFOIL 
(.1. S., Victoria) 

Your mystery shrub is Po- 
tentilla fruticosa, commonly 
known as Cinquefoil because 
of its five-fingered leaves. 

It is related to the strawber¬ 
ry and the rose, and is espe¬ 
cially valued because of its 
very long season of flowering; 
it keeps on producing its 
bright yellow blooms all sum¬ 
mer long. 

It is best to allow Potentilla 
to grow naturally. The only 
pruning necessary is done 
when the shrub becomes too 
large and somewhat out of 


hand, when some of the older 
stems may be removed in 
March. 

LAWSON'S CYPRESS 
(L. B., Sidney) 

If your hedge has grown 
much too tall and requires 
drastic pruning, it is best 
done in April. 

However, it is much better 
for the health and appearance 
of the hedge if it is NEVER 
allowed to grow' too tall, res¬ 
training it by trimming it 
lightly twice or even three 
times a year, starting in May. 

In this wgy, all pruning is 
done on young, immature 
branch tips -and it never be¬ 
comes necessary to cut away 
back into old wood. These fine 
plants take a long time to 
regain a pleasing shape after 
a severe hacking. 

COUGH GRASS CONTROL 
(G. McA., Colwood) 

Forking out the perennial 
weed grasses in your vacant 
plot is really doing things the 
hard way. 

Almost inevitably, bits pf 
the brittle, fleshy white roots 


are left in the ground and 
even the smallest piece will 
sprout again, often making 
the infestation worse than be¬ 
fore. 

It is much better, to my 
mind, to allow the stuff to 
grow until it has made plenty 
of leaf surface, then spray or 
wet the foliage with Dalapon 
Grass Killer. 

The plants will absorb the 
chemical through the leaf 
pores and pass ft on down to 
the roots, killing them com¬ 
plete.y. 

The plot may be cultivated 
and planted up about six 
weeks after treatment. 

MULBERRY LEAVES 
(T. N. f Victoria 

There is nothing wrong with 
your tree and it is not “re¬ 
verting to the wild form," as 
suggested by your neighbor. 

It is a natural characteristic 
• of the mulberry to produce 
leaves of different shapes, 
some lobed and some unlobed. 
all on the one tree. The larger 
unlobed leaves will usually be 
found on the shaded side of 
the tree.

WASHINGTON - First (if all I 
have to admit that I have a conflict of 
interest writing about Ron Ziegler’s lec¬ 
ture problems. Through no fault of 
mine we are booked by the same lec¬ 
ture bureau, though I profit no way by 
the fees Ziegler is asking. 

That much said, I believe Boston 
University made a serious mistake In 
disinviting Ziegler to be their speaker 
on on Feb. 26. Prodded by an outraged 
faculty, the students decided that Zieg¬ 
ler should not be paid for talking to 
them about the Nixon administration. 

The next day I walked by George¬ 
town University and a student showed 
me a petition he was circulating to keep 
John Dean from speaking there. 

The two incidents took me back to 
the forties and fifties when colleges and 
universities tried to keep liberal and 
left-wing speakers off campus. The po¬ 
litical climate was different, but the 
thinking was the same. Anyone the uni¬ 
versity didn’t agree with was a danger¬ 
ous person who could poison the minds 
of naive students.

It woidd be nice to believe that the 
faculty and students’ objection to hav¬ 
ing Ziegler on campus was strictly

monetary. But most of the statements I 
read indicated that they objected to 
being lied to by a member of the Nixon 
administration. 

This came as a surprise to me be¬ 
cause if credibility was the criterion for 
college speakers, no one in Washington 
would get a booking. 

.Besides going way out on a limb 
concerning free speech, I also think 
Boston University made another mis¬ 
take in cancelling Ziegler, I believe he 
might have turned out to be one of the 
most interesting speakers of the year 

Those of us who attended his 
press briefings can attest to the fact 
that Ziegler, even when he doesn't in¬ 
tend to, can be very funny. 

We have spent many hours roaring 
with laughter at Ziegler’s responses to 
our questions, and there wasn’t a 
member of the press in Washington 
who didn’t look forward, every morn¬ 
ing and afternoon, to what Nixon’s 
press secretary would have to say.

Ziegler’s deadpan answers to ques¬ 
tions on Watergate were the greatest 
comedy relief this town has ever seen.

For $3,000 Boston U was getting a 
bargain. Not only would they be able to 
hear someone defend President Nixon 
but Ziegler was going to open his lec¬ 
ture to questions. I assure them the 
question period would have been better 
than a Muhammad Ali-George Foreman 
fight. 

So you blew It, Boston U. You not 
only struck a blow against free speech 
but you cheated yourself out of a great 
evening in the theatre. 

The sad part of it is that the stu¬ 
dents let the faculty influence their de¬ 
cision on w'hom they would or would not 
hear on their campus. It would have 
never happened a few years ago. 

I hope that other colleges and uni¬ 
versities don’t follow the Boston U pre¬ 
cedent. There is a dearth of humorous 
speakers on the lecture circuit, and I 
assure you Ziegler is worth every dol¬ 
lar you can pay him. 

Just ask him why Watergate was 
nothing more than a third-rate burgla¬ 
ry, and sit back and relax in your seat 
and you will have one of the best times 
of your life. 



The very phrase “public service” 
has an odd and slightly synthetic ring to 
it. It is either a polite way of describ¬ 
ing politics, or a press agent’s locution 
for a corporation providing utilities to 
the public. 

Hardly ever is it thought of as an oc¬ 
cupation, or a profession, that colleges 
should teach and train for; w'ho has 
heard of an undergraduate, being 
asked, “What are you going to be?” 
replying, “I’m going into public ser¬ 
vice” 

* ★ ★ 

This profound neglect of what the an¬ 
cient Greek city-states conceived as the 
most important obligation of the citizen 
is responsible for the widespread criti¬ 
cism we hear these days about govern¬ 
ment agencies and regulatory commis¬ 
sions. 

Many of them are accused of becom¬ 
ing the pliable tools of the very indus¬ 
tries they are supposed to supervise and 
regulate. 

But this is quite understandable, and 


it doesn’t require a plot on the part of 
these regulated industries. It only re¬ 
quires a vacuum. 

If the only people who know a lot 
about the industry are those who have 
had private interests in it, then they 
will be the ones appointed to control it. 

★ ★ ★ 

The oil industry has been a prime 
example of this economic incest over 
the past decades. It is a highly compli¬ 
cated, interlocking and far-ranging field 
of business, with domestic and interna¬ 
tional ramifications. 

Scarcely anyone not involved in the 
field can know enough about it to pro¬ 
mulgate or administer a sound public 
policy on petroleum. 

So, naturally, the people called into 
government to handle oil affairs are 
largely those with prior connections in 
the industry; who else is there with the 
requisite knowledge or experience? 

And. just as naturally, these ad¬ 
ministrators — in many fields besides 
oil — share the partialities of the in¬ 
dustry and its leaders. 


But, since we are now too inter¬ 
dependent (both within and wihtout our 
borders) to survive without fair ad¬ 
judication of clashing interests, what 
we need are hundreds of bright people 
trained in the field of public service, 
and specializing in oil, electricity, 
transportation, communications, and so 
on, without personal or financial ties to 
the groups they are supposed to super¬ 
vise. Otherwise, in the old country 
phrase, we are just hiring the fox to 
guard the chicken-coop. 

The No. 1 profession, in a highly de¬ 
veloped nation such as ours, ought to be 
not medicine or law-, but public service, 
at a professional level beyond partisan 
politics and private advantage. 

But where are the courses, or the 
colleges, that traslate this nebd into 
practical terms? 

But where are the courses or the col¬ 
leges, that translate this need into prac¬ 
tical terms?

HARRISON HOT SPRINGS 
(CP) — B.C. Rentalsman Bar¬ 
rie Clark says corporate land¬ 
lords with many suites aren’t 
giving him problems, it’s the 
small landlords who refuse to 
accept the idea of provincial 
regulations.' 

Clark told the mid-winter 
meeting of B.C. branch of the 
Canadian Bar Association 
that 3b,000 persons called his 
office in the first Ihree 
months of operation. 

"I don’t know what these 
people did before we came 
along,” he said. 

Clark said his staff had 
grown to 55 people, including 
three deputy rentalsmen. He 
said he had asked the govern¬ 
ment to let him open three 
regional offices, one in Vic¬ 
toria and two in the Interior. 
Areas outside Vancouver are 
being handled by mail and 
phone. 

•We are having the least 
number of problems with the 
large landlords,” he said. 

• The real problem is the 
email and unsophisticated 
landlord who doesn’t accept 
the idea of the rentalsman.” 

Also in Harrison Hot 
Springs, the chairman of the 
Royal commission on family 
and children’s law told a 
group of lawyers Saturday 
that secure accommodation is 
needed for juvenile offenders 
in B.C.

Police spokesman Rudy Va¬ 
lencia confirmed the report, 
hut lately Saturday. Cmdr. 
Pete Hagan, head of police 
public relations, said Eder 
was not the “prime” sus¬ 


pect. 

Hagan said police knew 
about Eder’s escape prior to 
the beginning of the Slasher 
murders, and that, his pho¬ 
tograph was routinely circu¬ 
lated among Skid Road 
haunts even before the first of 
the Slasher murders occurred 
in early December.

Bass expert takes turn at 4 structure fishing 


In 12 years of fishing bass 
in Vancouver Island lakes, 
31-year-old Rob White has col¬ 
lected (more lhan 300 plugs 
and 300 plastic worms and 
chameleons all different. 
And all have caught fish. 

He has three tackle boxes 
jammed full of lures. 

His pnirie and joy is his new 
12 -tray, $80 tackle 'box which 
holds 140 plugs in separate 
compartments, to say nothing 
of the bottom space which 
holds hundreds of plastic 
worms and lizards, and addi¬ 
tional fishing tackle. 

He has now reached the po¬ 
sition where tie has to sell 
some of his lures and is offer¬ 
ing 150 of hi,s plugs and scores 
of his plastic liu-es <it bargain 
prices. 

He says “it is surprising 
how many trout you can get 
on bass plugs. Kxcept for the 
top water plugs we get trout 
on pretty well all tihe bass 
plugs,'’ he says. 

Up until a year ago White 
was mainly a plug fisherman, 
but. now be is lurning to plas¬ 
tic worm fishing and a type of 
fishing called structure fish- 
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ing, which he says produces 
the bigger fish although it 
isn’t really as much fun. 

In structure fishing he uses 
a depth finder-fish locator and 
fishes the bottom structures 
of a lake, whereas in plug 
fishing he fishes mainly the 
shorelines. 

“My favorite plugs are top 
water plugs. I have a lot more 
fun fishing plugs than 
worms,” he says. “I used to 
go to Prospect Lake and take 
and release as many as 150 to 
200 bass in a morning on 
plugs," he adds. 

Already this year he has 
taken bass in Elk Lake — six 
on Jan. 3 when the water tem¬ 
perature was 39 degrees. But, 
he used worms in deeper 
water to get them. 

Among his favorite top 
water plugs he includes the 
Arbogast Sputterbug. “I don’t 
think color makes much dif¬ 
ference. I like while and 
black and speckled plugs, but 
most are while on the bot¬ 
tom,” he says. 

Another of his favorites is 
the Skip - n - Cisco red and 
white, made by Cisco Kid 
company. 

The bass lures come in a 
myriad of colors, shapes and 
sizes and a bass fisherman's 
tackle box is always his pride 
and joy.

feient bass plugs in Victoria. 
We go to the Uni led States 
and have 1o pay 30 per cent 
duty,” he says. 

“I am not too keen on the 
Jitterbugs (this writer’s favor¬ 
ite small-mouth bass lurei 
but they are good plugs for 
certain lakes, including Lang¬ 
ford Lake,” he says. 

“At Mathesnn Lake the bass 
like a noisy plug. It is a day¬ 
break and 8 p.m. to midnight 
lake. When you fish in Ihe 
dark you have to listen for the 
splash and fish by noise. I like 
the Sputterbug for that.” 

The Rapala and Rebel plugs 
he describes as medium 
water plugs which go three to 
four feet underwater and are 
good for trout or small-mouth 
bass that feed on stickleback. 

Elk Lake doesn’t have stick¬ 
leback, but in St. Mary I,ake 
on Salt Spring Island Ihe trout, 
and bass feed on stickleback 
and on Quamichan in the 
Duncan area the trout feed on 
them. 

For trout on Cusheon and 
Blackburn Lake on Salt 
Spring and on Quamichan he 
likes to use a two-inch Cordell 
Spot plug, which is a sinker 
and goes deep and has a rat¬ 
tler in it. He likes the gold 
and silver plugs and fishes 
them like a Buzz Bomb, only 
slower. 

“Green plugs have never 
done too much for us,” says 
White . . . and by us, he 
means himself and his 
brother-in-law Gordon Rich¬ 
ards, a bachelor who fishes 
even more hours lhan White. 

“Yellow, red and white are 
good top colors for hass. For 
trout I like gold, silver, 
fluorescent red and orange,” 
he says. 

He likes the %4-inch Rapala 

fluorescent red with gold, or 
gold and silver, but says he 
has taken bass and trout on 
5 J /2-inch and six-inch Rapalas. 

He describes Langford as a 
good top water lake. 

“In the early spring you 
should troll for bass. From 
April 3 to the beginning of 
May they are on their nests. 
Then fish the lop water. I 
don’t like taking them when 
they are on their nests,” he 
says. 

“If you take the male while 
he is guarding the nest the 
craytish will get Ihe eggs, 
which could he 10,000 to 15,000 
for two or three females.” 

He only fishes Beaver Lake 
in ihe spring. 

In all lakes in the spring lie 
likes to troll with Hell 
Benders or Whopperstoppers, 
yellow with black dots or red 
and white, or with Big O type 
plugs with rattles in them. 

lie says the Big Jim and 
Little Jim plugs, with rattles 
in them, are good in Langford 
Lake, not so good in Elk 
Lake. 

When fishing for bass he ad¬ 
vises to first look the lake 
over. Look for underwater ob¬ 
stacles. A log may he 20 feet 
under the waier, but it will be 
a feeding station. White ex¬ 
plains that bass have a mi¬ 
gration route and they always 
follow the same route. 

They go by objects and they 
swim in schools. Most fish in 
a school are the same size. 
They will drop feeders off at 
each obstacle and the deeper 
water obstacles is where you 
will Tind the biggest hass. 

“In a lake 10 per cent of ihe 
area holds 90 per cent of the 
fish,” says White. 

The depth to fish depends 
mainly on water temperature, 
he says. 

The small-mouth bass found 
in Vancouver Island lakes. 
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prefer 60 to 63 degree water 
and are must. active at 63 de¬ 
grees. If water temperature 
on the surface is 72 degrees, 
they will go down to a depth 
where they are more comfort¬ 
able. These places are called 
home sanctuaries for hass. 

“I find bass more challeng¬ 
ing than trout,” says White. 
“They are unpredictable. 

"Spider Lake at Qualicum 
has'stumped us, hut last year 
I won a King Fisherman 
trophy for a 5.9-pounder from 
Spider,” he said. That _ lake 
will be his main target this 
summer. 

He uses a water Ihermome- 
ler to lell lake temperatures. 
He uses line that is colored 
every five feet and he lowers 
Ihe thermometer and then 
pulls it up fast. 

He says a barometer shovys 
when fishing should be good. 
If it is low, fishing will he 
poor. He likes to fish clear 
water. 

When you go fishing in the 
morning you should hit a lake 
about !> a.m. and start fishing 
shallow, as the day goes on 
fish deeper and go to under¬ 
water plugs, he says. 

“Finally you should go fo 
plastic worms and jigs and 
fish the obstacles,” White ex¬ 
plains. They are particularly 
good in the summer. 

But, he finds it more fun to 
cast than to troll. 

“I don’t think the real fish¬ 
erman has been horn who 
doesn't thrill when a 
4 J i-pound hass swirling 
around a surface plug, then 
Ihe plug disappears, then Ihe 
hass comes out and tail-walks 
along the surface for 15 feet. 

“Sometimes it throws the 
plug back at you. that fs the 
hest fishing there is . . . better 
than salmon or trout.” 

When White and Richards 
first started hass fishing they 
concentrated on shore fishing. 
"But, 90 per cent of the bass 
were behind us in deeper 
water. The bigger bass are 
nearly always in deeper 
water.” he explains. 

White uses a Bassin’ Man 
fish-depth finder, but unless 
he uses a graph it doesn’t 
show him the fish., What it 
does show is the bottom— 
whether it is rock, clay og 
gravel. 

“We look for abrupt 
changes in Ihe bottom. In St. 
Mary Lake, for instance, 2(0 
yards off shore in one place 
there are pinnacles in the 
water, 10 feet high, and that 
is where we take lots of bass 
on jigs an dworms in the mid* 
die of the day.” 

He explains bass don’t hav* 
eyelids and will seek area: 
where light penetration is cut 
down. When dropped out ot 
school to feed they will go to 
Ihe shady side of the log. 

“You need a stiffer lhan 
average rod for bass fishing 
with worms, because you 
have 1o set the hook and s 
bass’ mouth is fairly tough,’ 
he says. 

His favorite reel Is the 
Zebco and he likes to use six 
or eight-pound test Siren 
fluorescent line, which is not 
available here. 

“If you see a little twitch in 
the line when using plastic 
worm reef with all your 
might,” he advises. 

Recently they have started 
using plastic worms and cha¬ 
meleons with Weaver wee- 
dless hooks, which are called 
hear traps because you can 
set the tension so the hooks 
spring open when a bass 
takes the Jure. 

He says different, colored 
worms work better in dif¬ 
ferent lakes. 

In Qucsnel Lake where tit* 
water is murky fluorescent 
yellow is the hest color. 

They get all their plastic 
worms front the U.S. 

Plastic chameleons lizards 
change color. In sunlight they 
are green and as it turns dark 
they turn brownish. They 
W'ork well in Langford. Elk, 
Prospect and Qtiennel Lakes. 

The worms are fished close 
to the bottom and White says 
lor about 600 worms he hag 
fished he has probably lost 
300. 

To fish the plastic worms 
and lizards he casts toward* 
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an object like a stump, a dro¬ 
poff o$r a point. He lets the 
lure drop, down and if a fish 
doesn’t take it while it drops 
or as it hits lh$ bottom, he re¬ 
trieves it a little and lets it 
drop again. If he doesn’t gpt a 
strike within 15 feet he reels 
in and casts again. 


White likes to cast every 10 
br 15 seconds, depending on 
the lure he is using. 

Best colors for plastic 
worms are blue, purple and 
black, says White, except in 
Quennel Lake where he use* 
bright colors.

Now 20. graduated from El 
Cajon Valley High School two 
years ago. she rode in her 
first parade when she was 
three, “in an Indian costume, 
strapped on my black and 
white pony, Coconut.”

"I could hardly wait to be 
eight,” she recalls, “so 1 
could join the Tumbleweed 
Riding Club in nearby Lake¬ 
side.” 

Before she was 13. she had 
ridden in two Rose Parades in 
Pasadena, both times “riding 



Apples,” Appaloosas, “all 
done up in silver saddles and 
bridles, and I was alt se- 
quinned up. too." 

When her father opened Kl 
Cajon Riding Stables. Rosey 
guided groups on trial rides. 

“Thai got dull,” says Miss 
Reed, “so dad jnit me with a 
professional trainer for* three 
years to learn lo ride hunters 
and jumpers.” 

Now the awards really 
them was the jumper cham 
(nonstop award for riders 14 
and under, which she took, 
riding the only Appaloosa in 
the class, in the Del Mar, 
Calif., Horse Show. 

In California Professional 
Horseman’s Association 
shows. she won cham¬ 
pionships in her age group, 
from the time she was 14 
through 17. in jumper, hunting 
seat equitation. English plea¬ 
sure. 

She began working with her 
father, giving jumping and 
western riding lessons and 
(raining horses. 

“By 1972,” she said, “it had 
become my livelihood.” 

She rides, shows and trains 
’ throughbreds , quarter 
horses, all sorts of horses.” 
hut her favorite is the Appa¬ 
loosa. 

This Is a horse bred strictly 
for color, she explains. Its 
color characteristics include 
“mottling,” actual skin pig¬ 
mentation, scalera around the 
eyes, stripes at the hoofs, and 
spotted coat in one of many 
patterns, as leopard or frost¬ 
ed. 

Spots can be black, red or 
brown.

Umpteen times a day I 
hear, "Would you cut that for 
me? I don’t have a good 
sharp knife.” Now I’ll do a lit¬ 
tle cutting up for anybody. I 
don’t mind that—I make a liv¬ 
ing doing it. But I don’t 
understand how anybody in 
any kitchen where any cook¬ 
ing is done at any time can 
possibly function without at 
least one good sharp knife! 

At least one person in every 
household should learn the 
basic fundamentals of shar¬ 
pening a knife. Now, pay at¬ 
tention! 

• Theie are three separate 
and distinct steps involved in 
getting and keeping a knife 
sharp: grinding, honing and 
steeling. A good knife will 
need grinding once or twice a 
decade if it’s cared for prop¬ 
erly. Honing will be required 
more frequently, once or 
twice a year perhaps. And 
steeling, once or twice every 
1 !) minutes when the knife is 
in use. 

Seldom if ever does a good 
knife that has been properly 
cared for need grinding. The 
only time grinding becomes 
necessary is when a knife 
gets chipped or badly dulled 
through improper use or 
storage. When and if grinding 
becomes necessary, it should 
be done by someone who 
knows what he’s doing and 
has the equipment to do it 
right. 

My grandfather. God rest 
him, loved to grind knives 
and axes and hoes on a big 
sandstone wheel that sat out 
by the shed. He could get his 
axe so sharp he could shave 
hair off his aim with it and 
impress the hell out of a lot of 
little woodsmen looking in 
I awe. 

Rut when it came to Grand¬ 
ma's kitchen knives, a sand¬ 
stone like that wouldn’t shar¬ 
pen them- it would BAT 
them'. A dull 12-inch cook’s 
knife would be converted in 
no time to a dull four-inch 
paring knife. If you have a 
knife that needs grinding, 
take it to a "pro.” It’s much, 
much cheaper in the long run. 

A bright shiny brand new 
knife of the finest steel is not 
sharp and ready for immedi¬ 
ate use the minute you 
unwrap it. Most new knives 


do not need further grinding, 
but without exception, they 
will need "honing” before 
they are ready to do the job 
you expect of them.

stone on which water or oil is 
used to maintain a scum-free 
abrasive surface. You can 
buy such a stone very inex¬ 
pensively at almost any hard¬ 
ware store. Usually they 
come with a “coarse” tex¬ 
tured surface on one side and 
a “medium” or "fine” one on 
the other. The stone should be 
placed on a damp towel when 
in use to keep it from sliding. 

To hone a knife, grasp the 
handle firmly in the right 
hand; with the fingertips of 
the left hand, hold the blade 
firmly against the stone. 
Draw the blade across the 
stone first in one direction 
then in the other. Take your 
time and be patient with this 
part of the sharpening 
process. If it is done right, 
and only practice can develop 
the ability to do it right, it 
needs to be done only every 
six months or so to keep a 
kitchen knife in beautiful con¬ 
dition. 

To- steel a knife, the way 
you’ve watched your butcher 
do it with a swift sure stroke, 
requires a little very careful" 
practice. The trick is not to 
move the elbows and to let 
the wrist and forearm do the 
work. 

Grasp the steel firmly in 
the left hand with your thumb 
on top of the handle—that 
helps keep it out of the way. 
Place the heel of the knife 
blade against the tip of the 
steel at about a 20 -degree or 
25-degree angle and draw the 
blade against it, the tip of the 
steel toward the left hand, 
with a swift but very careful 
motion of the right xvrist and 
forearm. Remember to keep 
your elbows still. The entire 
•j^ength of the blade should 
*pass lightly over the steel. 

Bring the knife back to the 
starting position—this time on 
the opposite side of the steel 
until you have a good, true 
edge. 

To test the sharpness of a 
knife, hold a sheet of paper 
between the thumb and fore¬ 
finger and take a slice out of 
it with’ the fujt edge of the 
blade. A shai^i knife will cut 
through the paper like a whiz. 
A dull knife will tear. 

After you have a bit of ex¬ 
perience you can test for 
sharpness by moving the ball 
of your thumb lightly over the 
edge, but this is not recom¬ 
mended for amateurs. If you 
do a good job with the steel 
but have a heavy touch with 
the thumb,- you can definitely 
get hurt!

VICENZA. Italy This is 
the tchvn thai made architect 
Andrea Palladio famous, and 
if is one of northern Italy's 
great art cities- Students of 
architecture flock lo Vicenza 
fr6m all over the world to see 
the buildings Palladio de¬ 
signed in the 16th century. 

Walk down the Corso An¬ 
drea Palladio, Vicenza's shop¬ 
ping street, and you realize 
y o u have seen hanks, 
churches, mansions all your 
life that must have been in¬ 
spired by Palladio’s genius. 

An authority says his "influ¬ 
ence on the development of 
F.nglish and American archi¬ 
tecture probably has been 
greater than that of all otner 
Renaissance art hiterts com¬ 
bined." 

But you do not have to be 
an architecture specialist m 
love this non-touristy city. Ii 
makes a goojl jumping - off 
place for seeing other great ' 
art cities Venice, Padua. 
Pergf.mo. for instance. It is 
just a 20-minute drive 1 40 
minutes by train) from Ven¬ 
ice and is an easier, con¬ 
siderably less expensive place 
to stay. 

When we visited this "Ven¬ 
ice without canals." he found 
James S. Ackerman's book. 
Palladio, proved a helpful 
guide. 

Our first slop was the mag¬ 
nificent Htsilica. the hall of 
justice, for which the young 
Palladio designed the sur¬ 
rounding colonnade. 

We thought we could just 
spare that afternoon for Vi¬ 
cenza. but we stayed lo see 
Venice the next day. and to 
spend another day seeing Vi¬ 


cenza's other notable monu¬ 
ment. Palladio's last work, 
thp Teatro Olimpico. U is a 
fascinating adaptation of an¬ 
cient Roman theatre design, 
now used for music and 
dramas. 

An interesting sight in the 
neighboring city of Bergamo 
is its old town, situated on a 
high hill. It was here in his 
student days that Bernard 
Rerenson got th«v inspiration 
to devote his life to the study 
and analysis of Renaissance 
painting. 

Priceso In Veronoa. Ber¬ 
gamo. Padua and Vicenza we 
found pleasant hotel rooms 
for about $10 double, and 
choices were numerous. 

Italian food, of course, is a 
treat anywhere the pasias 
ate olten marvellous, spa¬ 
ghetti is almost always per¬ 
fectly prepared and, in north¬ 
ern Italy, fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles look fit for kings (and 
arei. And the spread of hors 
d-oeuvres customarily placed 
near the entrance of a restau¬ 
rant has the delicate visual 
charm of a bouquet. 

Verona’s Dodici Apostnli is 
a famous restaurant, fairly 
expensive but well worth ibe 
cost. Bergamo’s Taverno del 
Colleoni in the old high city is 
renowned, and the Cappello 
D’Oro. in the low f modern 
city, should be if it is not. In 
Vicenza we found a delicates¬ 
sen so near the centre you 
cannot miss it, where the 
choices and the service were 
outstanding. 

We goi the Takings of a 
picnic there; it was a Lucul¬ 
lan fpast.

NKW ORLEANS 'Hie 
French Quarter is only six 
blocks by 12 blocks in size. Its 
impact on the visitor remains 
immense. But what Roulhar 
Joledano is trying to save is 
ihe old New Orleans that still 
kirks down unlikely streets 
and along skid rows. They are 
places that a visitor may 
think he's discovered five 
years from now if she wins 
some of her bailies. 

She led us politely on a 
walking tour through the (har¬ 
den District, with its superb 
cornstalk iron grills anfi state¬ 
ly verandas, but she regards 
that as tourist territory. 

When we roamed the hark 
streets with her. past neglen- 
ed shotgun houses built like 
Piillmaq cars and ihe Creole 
cottages in which New Or¬ 
leans' middle classes lived for 
generations. Roulhac Tole- 
dano grew rhapsodic. 

"Fortunately for New Or¬ 
leans." she said, "this city 
languished for a long time. 
That's why so umch unique 
architecture is left on those 
side streets. But when some 
consciousness dawned of this 
; great treasure, it wras almost 
too late." 

Roulhac Toledano is a ry- 
| clone of energy, as good a 
symbol as one can find of the 
new spirit in this grand old 
i city. 

She is a burr in Mayor 
, Moon l^andrieu's progressive 
administration.

| she pushes for understanding 
and restoration of the city's 
heritage.

Could it be true that "the 
lnlfits along the rugged south¬ 
western coast of South Island 
rival Norway's fiords?” 

Flying into Milford Sound in 
a light plane from Queens¬ 
town is indeed an exciting 
experience as the pilot 
weaves around 9,000-foot 
peaks. But the drop to sea 
level at the bottom of a 5.000- 
deep, cold waters of the sound 
ft. cliff is breathtaking. The 
walled by jagged |>eaks sea¬ 
sonally streaked by gushing 
waterfalls could fool even a 
Norwegian. 

But how alaiut the Southern 
Alps that run nearly the 
length of South Island? Are 
they "the most beautiful 
mountains in the world" as 
one veteran traveler unequiv¬ 
ocally stated? 

It's true that an artist 
would be hard put ot improve 
upon the view of 12.349-foot 
Ml. Cook from the Hermitage, 
a famed resort in Mt. Cook 
National Park. And. when a 
ski plane landed me on Fran/ 
Josef Glacier I felt quite out 
of this-world. But 1 have been 
lo the Swiss, French and Ita¬ 
lian Alps. And I have seen Hi¬ 
malayan glaciers. I must say 
the experiences are nearly 
equal. 

Then there is the Thermal 
area around Rotorua where 
geysers, boiling lakes, and 
bubbling mud were claimed to 
be even more interesting than 
ihose on Ireland. What makes 
this area of value, however, is 
its Polynesian connection. 

It is here where the largest 
. concentration of Maoris live 
and work. For centuries they 
ha\ e used geothermal heat 
for bathing and cooking. They 
still occupy villages here and 
invite gnosis to visit them. 
You ran also watch Maori 
carvers at work in the Ails 
and Crafts Institute and enjoy 
a Maori concert nightly. 

My friends were also right 


in praising the Waitomo 
Caves, "a wonderland under 
rolling green hills", or the 
picturesque dairy farms; or 
the ftpen cattle ranges; or the 
hundreds of miles of "un¬ 
spoiled, empty Ijeaches." 

In fact it is easier to list 
what New Zealand does not 
have than to continue describ¬ 
ing its features: 

• There are no big deserts 
or wastelands as in Austra¬ 
lia's great ''outback" country. 
Indeed there is no place 
where thp visitor is more ihan 
70 miles from the sea. 

• No pollution. Kven in the 
capital city of Wellington, the 
constant wind scatters any 
fumes. 

• No crowds. When Christ¬ 
church was host for the Com¬ 
monwealth Games, I think 
many New Zealanders were 
as interested fn the crowds as 
the events. There is very little 
traffic- and plenty of gasoline 
and all types of housing ac¬ 
commodations. 

New Zealand's visitors in¬ 
creased last year nearly 19 
per cent over the previous 
year. But there is still much 
room for tourism growth with¬ 
out spoiling the uncrowded at¬ 
mosphere. 

Besides displaying much of 
the "scenery of the world", 
while being free from some of 
its problems, this "little bit of 
F.ngland in th? South Pacific" 
offers other inducements to 
visit if. 

Being isolated, it has some 
unique inhabitants. 

The nocturnal Kiwi. New 
Zealand's national bird, has 
only rudimentary wings and 
no tail. Its eggs are enormous 
compared with the si/e of its 
body. 

A bom 73 per cent of New 
Zealand's native plants are 
also unique. They include 
some of the world's oldest 
plant forms. 

New Zealand's smaller is¬ 


lands are more oriented l<* the 
sea than North and South Is¬ 
lands. 

Hilly and heavily forested 
Stewart Island, about 40 miles 
long and 20 miles wide, 
abounds in secluded bays and 
Itearhes with many colored^ 
sands and seas hells. The is¬ 
land is also a bird sanctuary. 

The Auckland Islands are' 
uninhabited. Campbell Island 
in the sub-Antarctic was once 
farmed but now has only a 
manned weather and scientif¬ 
ic station.

Iasi unspoiled islands. After a 
few days of touring around I 
believe that il may well he 
that Rul Penang has many 
dimensions, something I 
learned by meeting Kddie 
Phuah. • 

My image of Penang as a 
dreamy and sleepy land of 
fishing villages, temples and 
deserted beaches was modi¬ 
fied the moment I ratight up 
with this busy businessman at 
one of his many offices. 

Several phones added to the 
i lutter on his large desk, our 
conversation interrupted every 
lew minutes by a caller. 

But Phuah. a gregarious 
M a 1 a y s i a n of Chinese 
ancestry whose properties in¬ 
clude restaurants and travel 
agencies, never lost track of 
our chat. He briefed me on 
his beloved island before I set 
out to discover it on my own. 

He told me alxnit Penang's 
status as a free port, which 
accounts for the great shop¬ 
ping bargains as well as the 
i h r i v i n g commercial en¬ 
terprises. such as banks and 
shops, that give the main city 
of Georgetown its modern 
look and a touch of hustle. 

I also learned that most of 
Malaysia's tin and rubber is 
shipped all over the world 
from Georgetown's busy but 
small harbor. 

Rul just as Eddie Phuah is 
one of the few among the 
770.000 of Penang’s inhabi¬ 
tants one could describe as a 
hurried businessman, the 
1 mioi'-bustlo of the predomi¬ 
nantly Chinese downtown 
area is but one face, and a 
small one at that, of the is¬ 
land. 

Most Petiangiles live in the 
quiet countryside,, many work 
in rice fields and rubber plan¬ 
tations; quite a few harvest 
the riches from an incredibly 
generous sea, and others 


make a living in the budding 
tourism industry. 

The bulk of the 110-square- 
mile island is what you see 
minutes front the busy China¬ 
town section of Georgetown: 
neat rice fields, swaying 
palms reacting to ever¬ 
present anti refreshing breez¬ 
es. secluded villages, hills 
wrapped with thick jungle 
trees, th «se great uncrowded 
beaches. 

There’s much to see in Pen¬ 
ang and you can "do" the 
island in a dav. but it’s 
worth spending several. 

In Georgetown which 
hardly any one calls by that 
name, but rather Penang 
you gel around hv cab. on foot 
or aboard a rieshavv: the lat¬ 
ter a sort of bicycle with a 
two-seat, tvvo-vvheel cart up 
front that is possibly the best 
way to get around town. 

Bus lours, rental tars and 
(hauffeured automobiles will 
take you to the glorious coun¬ 
tryside. So as to concentrate 
on the scenery. I used the lat¬ 
ter. The aging but smooth- 
running Mercedes and its 
young driver were provided 
Lucky Tours and Travel 


In- 


Service. one of Kddie Phuah’s 
operations. 


These are some of the 
sights that caught my eve. 

No doubt the most impres¬ 
sive of all after the island's 
natural beauty was Kek I»k 
Si. one of the largest Chinese 
Buddhist temples in South¬ 
east Asia. 

Built on a hill that over¬ 
looks Georgetown, it cover 30 
acres of land. It has tortoise' 
and fish ponds iti the large 
gardens. Granite steps, lead to 
Ihe temple and to the monu¬ 
mental seven-tiered Pagoda 
of A Million Buddhas, no 
doubt Penang's most famous 
landmark. 

The 100-foot-tall pagoda Is 
rather unique: the octagonal 
base is Chinese in style, the 
middle part is Thai, and the 
elaborate top section is Bur¬ 
mese. 

On Acheen Street is the 
Malay Mosque whos& Egyp¬ 
tian minaret contrasts sharp¬ 
ly with the Indian minaret of 
the Kapitan Keling Mosque a 
few blocks away.

SIM IAPORK iNYTI A 
lively crime-punishment de¬ 
bate is going on here over the 
controversial and widespread 
practice of Hogging prisoners 
in addition to their sentences. 

The debate was prompted 
by a separate hut related 
issue. Two months ago a gov¬ 
ernment stud.v committee rec¬ 
ommended that individual 
teachers once again he al¬ 
lowed' to cane students who 
misbehave. 

Though the government 
eventually rejected the pro¬ 
posal, the issue pul many in 
mind of the practice of prison 
Hogging. The question 
Should convicted criminals be 
flogged? ha< recently been 
aired by discussion groups, in 
social gatherings and by 
newspaper columnists, edito¬ 
rial writers and writers of let¬ 
ters to the editor. — 

The practice of beating pris¬ 
oners bloody is not only com¬ 
mon in Singafiore but is on 
the increase at a time when 
most other nations have long 
since either dropped such 
punishment or softened it con¬ 
siderably. It is a legacy of the 
days when this island at the 
tip of the Malay Peninsula 
was ruled by the British, who 
no longer use the punishment. 

The Hogging, done with a 
flexible cane four feet long 
and a half an inch thick, is 
usually referred to as caning. 

Some months ago the gov¬ 
ernment expanded both the 
range of crimes for which it 
could be ordered and the 
number of strokes lhat could 
be administered. 


Caning had been limited to 
crimes involving violence; 
now the courts can mete it out 
for such crimes as extortion 
and even vandalism. 

The maximum is 24 strokes, 
and sentences of 20 strokes 
are not uncommon, although 
few people remain conscious 
for more than 10 or 12. 

Singapore, facing a crime 
rate that is rising in tandem 
with ihe growing pros|>erity Df 
iis 2.2 million people, has a 
discipline-oriented (lovern- 
ment that believes tailing is a 
deterrent, though there is no 
strong statistical or sociologi¬ 
cal evidence one way or the 
<»her. The practice seems to 
have wide public support. 

The centrepiece of the de¬ 
bale which made it clear 
that the Government had no 
intention of modifying its poli¬ 
cy vv jis a special news con¬ 
ference by the Director of 
Prisons. Quek Shi J>»i. Quek, 
whose description of caning 
and its deterrent rationale 
was carried prominently and 


in graphic detail in Ihe next 
morning’s newspapers said 
four specially trained^ prison 
officers, all robust and all 
holding high grades in the 
martial arte, did the flogging. 

During the flogging, he 
went on. because of the vvtiio- 
like action of the cane. He 
skin at the fwint of contact •> 
split, and after three strok-s 
the prisoner’s buttocks ae 
"covered with blood." Tie 
strokes are administered it 
intervals of about 30 second.

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Eating out in Peking

PEKING — It, was to have 
been a simple bcer-and-noo- 
dles lunch, the way the Chi¬ 
nese man-in-the-street would 
have it. The four of us. three 
Americans and a Canadian, 
sat. at a table near the pot¬ 
bellied stove and asked the 
waitress for the standard 
fare. She smiled, and scurried 
away to bring us what we 
hoped would be the regular 
35-cent meal. 

The first sign that we 
weren’t going to get the com¬ 
mon man's treatment was the 
exodus of the other patrons. 
We had' arrived a little late, 
hut Ihcre was something a Ut¬ 
ile too purposeful about the 
way the crowd of diners sud¬ 
denly dwindled. Apparently, 
the word was out that the for¬ 
eigners were to be left to eat 
in isolation. 

Even as we were puzzling 
over the evacuation, the delay 
in serving the food suggested 
that something more substan¬ 
tial than a bowl of noodle 
was under preparation. After 
half an hour we knew we 
were in for a solid meal, but 
nothing in our experience had 
prepared us for the sumptu¬ 
ous repast that followed. 

First came a cold plate, fol¬ 
lowed by individual dishes of 
sweet and sour pork, beef and 
sliced onions, steaftied cab¬ 
bage and mushrooms. These 
led on to a stream rtf more ex¬ 
otic cuisine steamed Man¬ 
darin fish, creamed abalone. 
chicken and cashew nuts, 
bean curd in a peppery ginger 
sauce, baked apple in hot tof- 
fee« 

Altogether, for nine courses 
and an abundant flow of hot 
yellow wine, the bill came to 
the equivalent of $8.90. For 
not quite $2.25 each, we had 
had a feast in the best tradi¬ 
tions of Chinese cuisine, 
cooked without notice by 
c hefs whose stock-in-trade is 
ihe common .man’s 25-cent 
bowl of noodles. 

Eating out in Peking is an 
experience, and not only for 
the cuisine. At least a dozen 
firstpclass reslaurants in the 
c ity cater to foreigners on a 
regular basis, serving exqui¬ 
site food in private rooms, but 
it is not so much in these as 
in the neighbourhood eateries, 
where Chinese and foreigner 
ran sit down together, that 
the real China is to he seen. 

As the experience in the 
noodles restaurant suggested, 
rating with the common man 
is not always easy, ft Is a 
reflex as old as China itself to 
keep foreigners away from 
the mainstream of Chinese 
life, and the conpiumists have 
continued and reinforced the 
tradition to the r*>int of dis¬ 
couraging attempts by for¬ 
eigners to eat a commoner'* 
meal. 

Old hands argue that this 
reflexive tendency to segre¬ 
gate foreigners has a prac¬ 
tical rather than political 
root, and in th case of restau¬ 
rants Ihey may be right. The 
Chinese concern, say the old 
hands, is that foireigneni 
should enjoy the best of Chi¬ 
nese hospitality and not grub 
in with the locals in condi¬ 
tions inferior to those they are 
accustomed to at. home. 

Certainly, there is little that 
even the most, effete Western¬ 
er could complain about in 
the special, foreigners - only 
sections of the de luxe restau¬ 
rants. The room* are clean 
and centrally heated, with 
landscapes on the wall and 
dean linen on the tables 
privileged sanctuaries where 
nobody’s sensibilities are like¬ 
ly to be offended. 

By contrast, neighbourhood 
restaurants are China as it 
really is. Called "masses” 
restaurants by foreigners, in 
mock-solemn recognition of 
the. repealed references in 
Chinese propaganda to "the 
hroad masses of the people,”

they are decidedly humble 
and, for a Westerner eagepfto 
learn how the Chinese really 
live, utterly intriguing. 

They are commonly found 
down narrow sidestreets and 
hutungs, the alleyways that 
knit large sections of the city 
together. Frequently there is 
nothing outside to indicate 
there is a restaurant within, 
and in the winter, when the 
windows are opaque with 
steam, a visitor has to poke 
his head inside to be sure he 
has found what he’s after. 

It is usually a one-storey af¬ 
fair. with a stone-flagged floor 
crowded with plain wooden 
tables and chairs. There may 
be an inscription or two from 
Chairman Mao’s writings on 
the walls, but otherwise the 
only adornment is likely to be 
a slate listing the day’s fare 
and the prices, of course, 
there being no more penny¬ 
conscious diner than the Chi¬ 
nese. 

Foreigners have only to 
step in the door to attract 
every pair of eyes in the 
place. While Chinese diners 
crane their necks for a better | 
view, a waiter or waitress 
hurries forward, often with a ; 
suggestion that the "foreign , 
friends’’ take their patronage 
somewhere "more conve¬ 
nient” meaning a de luxe 
restaurant with private rooms 
a little further down the 
street. 

If Ihe visitors stand their 
grouna', insisting that the sim¬ 
plicity of the plaoe is exactly 
what they want, a colloquy 
ensues 'between the waiter 
and the ‘‘responsible 
member,” or manager. 
Since it is the nature of the 
Chinese to avoid needless con¬ 
frontation, the result of the 
discussion is almost always 
acquiescence. 

The foreigners' persistence 
can have unintended conse¬ 
quences. for it is the Chinese 
fashion on such occasion* to 
clear a whole table for the 
visitors, notwithstanding ihe 
availability of seats at tables 
already occupied by Chinese. 
Diners already at the table 
are peremptorily ejected, 
with their bowls and dishes 
and chopsticks, and the mor¬ 
tified foreigners seated in 
their place. 

Getting sealed is sometimes 
only half the battle. Next, the 
waiter may suggest that the 
visitors order something a lit¬ 
tle more substantial than the 
commonplace fare posted on 
the slate. Even if this initia¬ 
tive is discouraged, the waiter 
is likely to insist on other spe-

rial touches a table cloth, 
perhaps, or at least an osten¬ 
tatious swabbing down of the 
table. 

If, loolyng around, visitors 
see an ambiance that would 
scarcely pass muster with 
Cecil Beaton • grubby floors. 
' pools of beer and food scraps 
sticking to the lables, walls 
that could ot> with a fresh 
whitewash they will rarely 
have any complaints about 
the cuisine. Commonplace it 
may be. but it is also invaria¬ 
bly piping hot, well cooked 
and tasty. 

One of the best "masses” 
meals, ideal for the bitter 
Peking winter, is a Mongolian 
hot,r>o1. This is a cook-it-your- 
self dish, employing a char- 
••oal-fired cauldron of boiling 
water into which the diner 
slips slivers of raw mutton 
and fresh cabbage. Done to 


taste, dipped in a spicy brown 
sauce and folded 1 inside a se¬ 
same-seed bun, it is delicious. 

Another favorite of the com¬ 
mon man is a plate of chiao 
tzu, flour-wrapped dumplings 
of beef or pork spiced with 
chives. Dipped in soya sauce, 
they are eaten by the dozen, 
40 or 50 at a sitting being not 
uncommon among the Chi¬ 
nese. This is probably the 
most popular of all dishes 
among the people of North 
China, and one off the 
cheapest. 

Whereas a dinner in one of 
the city’s de luxe restaurant*, 
in a private room, can run 
anywhere from $4 to $25 per 
person, a hotpot with a couple 
of side dishes and beer in a 
neighbourhood restaurant 


costs about 75 cents. Chiao tzu 
c ome even cheaper, a plate of 
50 and a jug of Peking’s ex- 
excellent draught beer running 
about 45 cents. 

Perhaps the most intriguing 
of all the "masses” restau¬ 
rants in the city are the 
24-hour establishments, most¬ 


ly found near large factories 
and on major roads into the 
city from the countryside. Al¬ 
ways crowded, even in die 
small hours; they offer a per- 
siiective on the working man’s 
China that is as refreshing as 
the picture painted in the pro¬ 
paganda magazines is turgid.

Kirk’s Kibbutzim put New Zealand on the map

WKLLINGTON, New Zea¬ 
land The lale prime minister 
Norman Kirk first began kick¬ 
ing around the question Ifi 
months ago: What were the 
antidotes to the materialism 
of modern society, the nation- 
building remedies for those 
seeking an alternate lifestyle? 

More than 10,000 of New 
Zealand’s 27,000 hospital beds, 
he knew, were filled by men¬ 


tal patients. If all laws were 
strictly enforced, be said, one 
in every seven children in 
New Zealand would be in jail. 
Perhaps, he reasoned, there is 
a way to transform wasted 
human resources into creative 
energies. 

The idea he seized U|>on was 
the creation of communes, 
roughly similar to those in 
Israel. First they were known 
as “Kirk's Kibbutzim,” then 
as "Ohu" (a singular or 


plural Maori word pieaning 
“voluntary working GR PI¬ 
S’’). But by whatever name, 
they represent probably the 
first attempt by any Western 
government to set up com¬ 
munes for dropouts for purely 
social, rather than economic 
or military, reasons. 

The crown land which the 
1-abor government began allo¬ 
cating Iasi August does not 
have to be developed in any 
specific way, nor is there any 


obligation to create a com¬ 
pletely self-sufficient econom¬ 
ic unit. The community itself 
establishes its own rules with¬ 
out being tied rigidly to stan¬ 
dard government guidelines. 

“Success or failure,” the 
government said in its policy 
statement." will be measured 
in terms of* the. survival and 
happiness and peace of mind 
of the people concerned, not 
in bookkeeping terms." 

Initial reaction to Hie “oho” 


proposal ranged from enthu- 
suasm to cynicism and in the 
following months the govern¬ 
ment set forth some specific 
guidelines: Applicants must 
form ihemselves into groups 
of at least , .15 “like-minded 
people;" the groups must out¬ 
line their decisions of ^future 
plans, proposed membership 
conditions, care of depen¬ 
dents. attitudes toward tran- 
s i e n t s . The commune 
members taking the lease 


must all be New Zealand citi¬ 
zens who, with government 
guidance, must form a legal 
entity. 

“The New Zealand 'oho' " 
Minister of Lands Mattu Rata 
said recently, “should become 
an integral part of our soci¬ 
ety. We cannot lei the oppor¬ 
tunity pass to let New Zea¬ 
landers and friends recapture 
a satisfaction based on co¬ 
operation, mutual assistance 
and communalism." 


The first land allocation, 200 
acres, was made lo ihe 30 
members of the "Sunset Com¬ 
munity" in Coronandel last 
August, the same month Kirk 
died of a heart attack. Since 
then four other allocations 
have been made and 30 more 
groups are waiting for the 
government to approve their 
sites. Their membership 
ranges from university drop¬ 
outs to pensioners to a few 
lawyers and doctors. 


The land is initially granted 
under a one-year temporary 
licence, after that, the govern¬ 
ment charges annual rent of 
4.5 pel cent of current market 
value, which can be reduced 
to 4 per cent for prompt pay¬ 
ment. 

"If the scheme succeeds." 
said a lands department of¬ 
ficials. "then ail well and 
good. But even if it fails, T 
think something of value will 
still come out of it."

The Cyprus government 
radio said Saturday's incident 
was started by Turkish troops 
who opened fire on Greek- 
Cypriot national guard posi¬ 
tions along the Green Line 
near the airport. The Green 
Line is a heavily fortified line 
splitting the riv al Turkish and 
Greek sectors of the city, 
which is constantly patrolleo' 
by UN peace-force troops.

Package deal 
for 46 nations 


BRUSSELS i Reuter' The 
European Economic Commu¬ 
nity sealed a package deal 
Saturday for a trade and aid 
relationship with 46 deveiof*- 
ing countries, subject to ac¬ 
cord on the EEC’s supply of 
sugar from the poorer na¬ 
tions. 

The general agreement 
• ame after 24 hours of non¬ 
stop negotiations between the 
market’s council of ministers 
and selected ministers from 
the 46 African, Caribbean and 
Pacific countries. 

For several hours during 
the night. British Develop¬ 
ment Aid minister Judith 
Hart told reporters, both sides 
seemed to have dug in their 
heels in negotiations for the 
over-all pact. 

Bui the 16 made a major 


concession to speed lip Ihe 
talks when they accepted an 
EEC offer of only $4.1 billion 
in financial aid over five 
years. They had originally de¬ 
manded at least 59.2 billion. 

The market’s financial aid 
offer Included $2.4 billion in 
outright grants. 5958 million 
in easy loans, 5433 million for 
plans to stabilize the poorer 
countries’ export earnings 
from raw materials and $110 
million in direct investment. 

An extra $195 million was 
set aside for France’s over¬ 
seas territories, 

Other elements of the pack¬ 
age included privileges access 
rights at EEC markets for the 
developing countries’ exports, 
and a promise to give special 
consideration to the poorer 
nations when making plans to 
impose EEC import curbs.

By STEWART Mac LEO It 
OITAWA (CP) - Normal¬ 
ly, rumors about a cabinet 
minister shifting to a new 
portfolio, or even leaving gov¬ 
ernment, scarcely raise an 
eyebrow in Ottawa. But cur¬ 
rent speculation about Fi¬ 


nance Minister John Turner is 
something else. 

‘'What do you hear about 
Turner?” asks a ministerial 
aide, peitiaps with a subse¬ 
quent cabinet shuffle in mind. 

'I can’t see him leaving 
politics,” says one cabinet 
colleague. “Why not?" says 
another. “He might be better 
off outside politics for a cou¬ 
ple of years - he can always 
come back,” 

Normally, rumors about 
cabinet shifts interest only po¬ 
litical pundits. But in the case 
of Turner, not only is he the 
prime material for the pun¬ 
dits after all, he is consid¬ 
ered the heir-apparent to 
Prime Minister Trudeau’s 
throne but economists and 
financial people are also en¬ 
joying this new spate of spec¬ 
ulation. 

After recent published re¬ 
ports that Mr. Turner is con¬ 
sidering (leaving Ottawa, pos¬ 
sibly to take on a top-ranking 
.lob with the World Bank or 
the International Monetary 
Fund and some of these 
stories were written by people 
who enjoy a close association 
with the finance minister 
ihe guessing game moved into 
high gear. 

Political pundits were say¬ 
ing that Turner, if he is con¬ 
sidering such a move, is im¬ 
patient with the anticipated 
long wait for a vacancy in the 
prime minister's office.

Four old-age pensioners have 
successfully blocked an illegal 
20-per-cent rent increase, but 
now face a legal increase of 
as much as 47 per cent. 

They live in a home owned 
by the Ebenezcr Society, a 
non-profit group, which raised 
rents by 20 per cent Dec. 1. 

The tenants argued the 10.fi- 
per-cent rent ceiling imposed 
h> the landlord and Tenant 
Act should apply. 

The B.C. rent review com¬ 
mission ruled Friday the orig¬ 
inal increase was illegal be¬ 
cause of inadequate notice, 
but added that non-profit so¬ 
cieties were exempt from the 
ceilings. 

The Ebenezer Society then 
increased rents to $160 from 
$109 for one-bedroom units, 
and to $140 from $109 for 
bachelors. It will be ihe only 
increase permitted in 12 
months. 


Others said that, if Turner is 
considering a move, it. is the 
culmination of a long-reported 
lestiness between bim and 
Trudeau.

In the United States has* 
fishing for largemouths and 
small moUth* is considered the 
lines!' sport in the freshwater 
piscatorial field, with more 
devout followers than even 
trout and steelhead. 

But. in western Canada, 
particularly on Vancouver Is¬ 
land. bass fishing is a sadly 
neglected art. 

Elk. Beaver. Prospect. 
Matheson. Spider and St. 
Mary lakes are all excellent 
smallmouth bass lakes, but 
the anglers who fish for them 
are few. considering the ac¬ 
cessibility and the availability 
of the sporty bass. 


And the bass are available 
in the summer months when 
people have the time to fish 
then . and when the more 
sought-after trout are sluggish 
and not so ready to snap at a 
litre. 

Apart from that there can 
he few greater thrills in fish¬ 
ing titan plug casting for bass 
and experiencing the excite¬ 
ment of a three to six- 
potinder crashing out of the 
water in a mad frenzy after a 
surface plug. 

A bass fisherman's tackle 
hos can be a sight to behold, 
crammed with literally scores 
of different and brightly col¬ 
ored bass plug*, poppers and 
Hies. No other angling <p»»ri 
features such an array of dif- 
lerent lures. 


Rass fishing is a particular 
,-t and in this book A D. Liv - 
lgston tells just about evety- 
ling the novice or experi- 
nced basset- needs to know 
Much or the information 
■n't pertinent to our fishing 
■>r the smallmout bass, hut 
irre is enough ilsefnl infor¬ 
mation about the smallmouth 
. make this a valuable book 
,j- anv Vancouver Island art¬ 
ier to have on his bookshelf. 

Livingston devotes nine 
ha piers to fishing pretty well 
verv artificial lure, from Ar- 
ogast's .litterbug. which is 
,ne of the popular plugs on 
ur Vancouver Islnnd lakes, to 
orro's apinnerbails. 


Plastic worm fishing i* 
something fairly new to our 
vvaler* and only in the past 
couple of years have Van¬ 
couver Island anglers used 
them. 

Livingston ha« four 
chapters exclusively about 
"'Aging and fishing sofl plas¬ 
tic worms, which he describe* 
as "ihe most deadly bass 
cat -hers ever dev ised by man 
or nature." 

Another four chapters deal 
with fishing with natural 
hails. Rut Vancouver Island 
anglers should remember that 
using live fish for bait is ille¬ 
gal in Rritish Cokimbia. 


A chapter on ultra-sophi*- 
,Ji< etrri bass boats is of limit¬ 
ed merest to Vancouver In¬ 
land anglers and other 
chapters of fishing streams 
ann impoundments for bass 
are of practically no interest 
because all Vancouver Island 
bass are found in small lakes. 

Livingston lives on an is¬ 
land 'p Florida’s Lake Weir 
and lishes h# > hass almost 
every day. Up has written for 
Field and Stream. Outdoor 
Life and Sports Afield and is 
currently a field editor for the 
American Rass Fisherman.

Simply told tale holds reader captive 


Famed March West led 
to peaceful settlement

A pithy, scholarly book aboul the early days 
of the Mounted Police and their influence on Ihe 
prairies. Men in Scarlet is a collection of writings 
by several of Canada’s leading historians. 

Rccause each chapter is by a different author and sheds 
its own light on the central performers, the book can hp 
dipped into, and savored, hit by hit. The editor is the well- ' 
qualified Hugh A. Dempsey, the Glcnbow-Alberia Institute's 
director of history ami author of Crowfoot, Chief of the 
Blackfeet. 

The stage-setter Is the March Best of 1874. Mie event 
which, ns B. W. HorruJI says. Is usually considered to have 
resulted In the deliverance of the weatern plains from the 
lawless hands of American desperadoes and the. establishment 
of friendly relations with the BtackTonl Confederacy, two 
achievements vital to the peaceful settlement of western 
Canada. 

So much for plain facts. Now comes the precise, wide- 
range detailing: The arduous march itself seen through the 
eyes of the young French-Canadian artist-journalist Henri 
Julien ... a chapter on the whole, sad. Sitting Bull epi- 

Writring-on-Stone, one of the outposts set up 
In the late 1880s for Ihe long boundary patrol's (in 1895 the 
lies! horse there covered nearly 4.000 miles in a single 
year I ... a profile of Sgl.

Marcher West, later settler, pioneer of Medicine 
Hat . . . the difference between the way the Mounted Police 
regarded and were in turn regarded by the Eskimo peo¬ 
ples and the noil her n Indians 

From more than one contributing writer we are reminded 
that die force's founding, and many of its best moves, werp 
due not to any foresight by the federal government (when it 
wasn’i procrastinating. Ottawa was using hand-aid measures) 
bn) more from the good judgment and gentle persuasion of 
its own senior officers. 

John A. Macdonald nevertheless made one wise decision 
on the type of force to he spnl west, and there can be no 
doubt ii arrived at the right moment. 


Had to be occupied 

"Consider the consequences of the Sioux influx in 1877. if 
order had not already been established in the Cypress Hills." 
Horrall says. "The United States government officially recog¬ 
nized Canada's sovereignly over the North-West in the 1871 
Treaty of Washington, hut Canada had to remember what 
had happened in Texas and the Oregon Territory. The 
country had to tie occupied to establish Canada's claim, in 
just the same way as w-as necessary for the Yukon and Elles¬ 
mere Island at a later time in history." 

Men in Scarlet In studded with comparisons between 
white society's evolution in the Canadian and American 
wests. John Jennings, in a chapter on the plains Indian and 
the law. points out that the American army, generally viewed 
with hostility by free-wheeling American westerners, took out 
Its frustration in part on the Indian, alienating chiefs and 
often holding them as -hostages, resorting to force, and 
mishandling minor incidents which the .Mounted Police to t-lie 
north found easy to resolve. 

The Mounted Police had a lot going for them, as we sav 
today. They had inherited peaceful Indian relations from thp 
Hudson's Ray Company. They had sole, sweeping powers, 
easily understood- and swiftly enforceable, in contrast to a 
tangle of laws and jurisdictions in the American west. 

On the whole, those powers were used with discretion at 
a critical rime for the plains Indian as he stood dazed by 
the path of thp white man's push west, in the double shock of 
extermination- of the buffalo and the coming of the railway 
with its impending surge of immigrants. The police at least 
ensured quietness at Ihe "dying of the light." 

The Mounted Police not only imposed a way of life on the 
west; many of them stayed to mold the character of society. 
D. H. Breen, in a chapter on the police and the ranching fron¬ 
tier. reveals how many of the men drifted into ranching to 
the end of the territorial period. Contrary to common belief, he 
says, managerial positions on the big company ranches were 
taken either by ex-policemen or men from eastern Canada, 
and not from Ihe American ranching empires. 


TO THE ARCTIC BY 
CANOE, 18-19-1821, by Robert 
Hood edited by C. Stuart 
Houston: McGill-Queen's Uni¬ 
versity Press: 217 pp: illus. 
$17.50. 

This fascinating adventure 
is actually the -record of the - * 
first of Sir John Franklin’s 
expeditions in search of the 
Northwest Passage. 

It was written by Midship¬ 
man Robert Hood. RN, in the 
form of a diary, a document 
of scientific interest at the 
time, I hi t today more a narra¬ 
tive of human interest, ilhis- 
t rating something of the 
courage and hard i ho: id of 
those adventurers who built 
thi.*.nation's foundation. 

Midshipman Hood did not 
survive the ex|Mvhlion. He 


was murdered by one of the 
Indians of Ihe party whom he 
suspected of murdering a 
companion and preferring 
parts of the liody as "wolf 
meal” to the starving camp. 

A memorial tablet erected 
by his family in no way exag¬ 
gerates the qualities of the 
young Englishman. It reads: 

After having, with 
unshaken fortitude, endured 
unpa.Talleled (sic) dangers 
and privations, and. by hi* 
skill in science, essentially 
contributed to the utility of 
Ihe wiltM'prise. was assassi¬ 
nated by an Iroquois, October 
20. 1821. thus terminating, at 
the early age of four and 
twenty, a short hut brilliant 
career . 

Hood •* ' memory. fittingly 


enough, is perpetuated in the 
mighty river named' for him 
that plunges over Wilberfoive 
Falls before reaching the An - 
tip Ocean, and it/ the small. 
13-slriped ground-squirrel, as

well as a moss phlox and an 
Arctic sedge. 

It is difficult to guess which 
would have pleased him most, 
because he was a lover of na¬ 
ture and all the wildlife lo be 
found in the wilderness, as 
well as a serious, student of 
the scientific ’aspects of the 


harsh country which intrigued 
him. 

His sketches and paintings 
made during the expedition 
are a welcome addllion lo the 
Ipxi of this l»iok. 

While Ihe midshipman's 
narrative is the body of the 
work, there are notable em¬ 
bellishments. like his maps 
and pictures, the epilogue 
which tells of his death, and a 
sort of dramatis personae, the 
men of ihe expedition, the 
hunters, the voyageurs the in¬ 
terpreters and thp Eskimos, 
as well as principal members. 

From the very beginning of 
ihe adventure, ihe voyage 
from Gravesend lo York Fac¬ 
tory. to the hazardous jotfrney 
from Fort Enterprise to 
Point Lake, and "the building 


of a winter residence." the 
readers is captive to a simply 
told but magnificent tale. 

the author of the journal 
might he said to have a col¬ 
laborationist. and a very ca¬ 
pable one. in Dr. Houslon who 
compiled Ihe book. 

He is a professor at Ihe Uni¬ 
versity of Saskatchewan. 
Northern Great Plains editor 
for the rational Audubon See 
dety's American Birds, and 
wildlife editor for Fish and 
(lame Sportsman. 

His own travels by canoe 
have taken him through much 
of Ihe country which Midship¬ 
man Hood describes in such 
fascinating detail, so that a 
more sympathetic producer of 
such a drama it would he im- 
|M»ssih|p to find. 


No frontier justice 

Because of the close ties between the force and Ihe cattle 
industry, Breen observes, vigilantes were almost unknown on 
the Canadian range. “Frontier justice" did not gain ettr- 
rwicy. Gunslinging was not encouraged, let alone honored. 

"Even when the ranchers' interests dashed, later, wlM» 
those of the ‘Sod-busters' the tension was kept within institu¬ 
tional ImhmiiIs "So effectively . . . that Ihe struggle has passed 
largely unnoticed in western ( anadian history.” 

In their objectivity, the contributors to Men in Scarlet are 
careful not to glamorize the early members or the force. 
They point out that some deserted, some drank too much. 
Hut. overwhelmingly, they emerge as men who treated the 
Indian fairly, often leniently, for the era. If anything, we are 
not given enough insight in personal qualities of leaders like 
(Ail. .lame* Macleod- 

The glamorizing is given a thorough analysis in Dick 
Harrison's chapter on the Mounted Police in fiction, ('anadi¬ 
an. British and American novelists each cast the Mountie in 
the image of their own heroes, with the Canadian perhaps 
coming closest to the truth. 

Men in Scarlet has 13 Contributors in all historians, 
journalist^ and archeologists; Julien's fine sketches, and 
photos from the Olenbovv-Alberta Institute. 

Publication was made possible hv a giant from the Alber- 
ta-RCMP Century Celebrations Committee, which also helped 
publish A Binter at Fort Macleod. a compilation in diary 
form of 'the 1874-75 letters of ihe force’s surgeon at Foil 
Macleod. written to his fiance in Toronto. In this case, 
though, one wonders whether the committee had more money 
than it knew whal lo do with. 

In less affluent publishing times, this slender volume 
would not he committed lo a hard cover and color printing 
Valuable though the tellers of young Richard Barrington 
Ncvitl may hp historically, concerning that first winter at the 
impost, they contain tar too much tnvia for the marketplace 
of 1975. ' * 
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GLOBE ARTICHOKE 
(R. G., Ganges) 

Yes, artichokes can be 
grown here, although they are 

a little on the tender side and 
may need to have straw 
strewn over the crowns as 
protection during severe 
winters. 

When grown as a vegetable, 
seeds may be sown under 
glass in early March or plants 
may be purchased and set out 
in late April in a sunny, wind- 
protected site and in well- 
manured sandy loam soil. 

The plants should not be al¬ 
lowed to flower the first year, 
any flower stems being re¬ 
moved as soon as they are ob¬ 
served. 

The part eaten is the flower 
bud, and it is cut before it has 
expanded. 

The usual way of cooking is 
to boil the budR in salted 
water until tender and serve 
with melted butter or hollan- 
daise sauce. 

The bud scales are pulled 
off, dipped in the sauce, and 
eaten in the fingers. 


M.V. Chesnut’s 

Garden notes 


Some cooks remove the 
tough centre core or "choke" 
and stuff the bud with a force¬ 
meat made of chicken livers, 
hem and onions. 

I might say that I saw a 
globe artichoke plant growing 
as an ornamental in the pe¬ 
rennial border when visiting a 
friend’s garden last summer. 
It was a handsome, tall, back- 
row plant with silvery grey 
leaves and heads of deep pur¬ 
ple flowers. 

PRUNING CINQUEFOIL 
(J. S., Victoria) 

Your mystery shrub is Po- 
tentilla fruticosa, commonly 
known as Cinquefoil because 
of its five-fingered leaves. 

It is related to the strawber¬ 
ry and the rose, and Is espe¬ 
cially valued because of its 
very long season of flowering; 
it keeps on producing its 
bright yellow blooms all sum¬ 
mer long. 

It is best to allow Potentilla 
to grow naturally. The only 
pruning necessary is done 
when the shrub becomes too 
large and somewhat out of 


hand, when some of the older 
stems may be removed in 
March. 

LAWSON’S CYPRESS 
<L. B., Sidney) 

If your hedge has grown 
much too tall and requires 
drastic pruning, it is best 
done in April. 

However, it is much better 
for the health and appearance 
of the hedge if it is NEVER 
allowed to grow too tall, res¬ 
training it by trimming it 
lightly twice or even three 
times a year, starting in May. 

In this way, all pruning is 
done on young, Immature 
branch tips and it never be¬ 
comes necessary to cut away 
back into old wood. These fine 
plants take a long time to 
regain a pleasing shape after 
a severe hacking. 

COUGH GRASS CONTROL 
(G. McA., Colwood) 

Forking out the perennial 
weed grasses in your vacant 
plot is really doing things the 
hard way. 

Almost inevitably, bits of 
the brittle, fleshy white roots 


are left In the ground and 
even the smallest piece will 
sprout again, often making 
the infestation worse than be¬ 
fore. 

It is much better, to my 
mind, to allow the stuff to 
grow until it has made plenty 
of leaf surface, then spray or 
wet the foliage with Dalapon 
Grass Killer. 

The plants will absorb the 
chemical through the leaf 
pores and pass it on down to 
the roots, killing them com¬ 
plete^. 

The plot may be cultivated 
and planted up about six 
weeks after treatment. 

MULBERRY LEAVES 
(T. N., Victoria 

There is nothing wTong with 
your tree and it is not "re¬ 
verting to the wild form,” as 
suggested by your neighbor. 

It is a natural characteristic 
of the mulberry to produce 
leaves of different shapes, 
some lobed and some unlobed, 
all on the one tree. The larger 
unlobed leaves will usually be 
found on the shaded side of 
the tree.

The very phrase “public service" 
has an odd and slightly synthetic ring to 
it. It is either a polite way of describ¬ 
ing politics, or a press agent's locution 
for a corporation providing utilities to 
the public. 

Hardly ever is it thought of as an oc¬ 
cupation, or a profession, that colleges 
should teach and train for; who has 
heard of an undergraduate, being 
asked, “What are you going to be?" 
replying, "I’m going into public ser¬ 
vice."

This profound neglect of what the an¬ 
cient Greek city-states conceived as the 
most important obligation of the citizen 
is responsible for the widespread criti¬ 
cism we hear these days about govern¬ 
ment agencies and regulatory commis¬ 
sions. 

Many of them are accused of becom¬ 
ing the pliable tools of the very indus¬ 
tries they are supposed to supervise and 
regulate. 

But this is quite understandable, and 


monetary. But most of the statements I 
read indicated that they objected to 
being lied to by a member of the Nixon 
administration.

So you blew it, Boston U. You not 
only struck a blow against free speech 
but you cheated yourself out of a great 
evening in the theatre. 

The sad part of it is that the stu¬ 
dents let the faculty influence their de¬ 
cision on whom they would or w’ould not 
hear on their campus. It would have 
never happened a few years ago. 

I hope that other colleges and uni¬ 
versities don't follow the Boston U pre¬ 
cedent. There is a dearth of humorous 
speakers on the lecture circuit, and I 
assure you Ziegler is worth every dol¬ 
lar you can pay him. 

Just ask him why Watergate was 
nothing more than a third-rate burgla¬ 
ry, and sit back and relax in your seat 
and you will have one of the best times 
of your life.

Scarcely anyone not involved in the 
field can know enough about it to pro¬ 
mulgate or administer a sound public 
policy on petroleum. 

So, naturally, the people called into 
government to handle oil affairs are 
largely those with prior connections in 
iho industry; who else is there with the 
requisite knowledge or experience? 

And, just as naturally, these ad¬ 
ministrators — in many fields besides 
oil - share the partialities of the in¬ 
dustry and its leaders. 


But, since we are now too inter¬ 
dependent (both within and wihtout our 
borders) to survive without fair ad¬ 
judication of clashing interests, what 
we need are hundreds of bright people 
trained in the field of public sendee, 
and specializing in oil, electricity, 
transportation, communications, and so 
on, without personal or financial ties to 
the groups they are supposed to super¬ 
vise. Otherwise, in the old country 
phrase, we are just hiring the fox to 
guard the chicken-coop. 

The No. 1 profession, in a highly de¬ 
veloped nation such as ours, ought to be 
not medicine or law, but public service, 
at a professional level beyond partisan 
politics and private advantage. 

But where are the courses, or the 
colleges, that traslate this nebd into 
practical terms? 

But where are the courses or the col¬ 
leges. that translate this need into prac¬ 
tical terms?

Kirk’s Kibbutzim put New Zealand on the map

WELLINGTON, New Zea¬ 
land—The late prime minister 
Norman Kirk first began kick¬ 
ing around the question 16 
months ago: What were *}the 
antidotes to the materialism 
of modern society, the nation- 
huilding remedies for those 
•Peking an alternate lifestyle? 

More lhan 10,000 of New 
Zealand’s 27,000 hospital beds, 
he knew , were filled by men¬ 


ial patienls. If all law's were 
strictly enforced, he said, one 
in every seven children in 
New Zealand would be in jail. 
Perhaps, he reasoned, I here is 
a wiay to transform wasted 
human resources into creative 
energies. 

The idea he seized upon was 
the creation of communes, 
roughly similar to those in 
Israel. First they were known 
as “Kirk’s Kibbutzim.’’ then 
as “Ohu” <a singular or 


plural Maori word meaning 
‘'voluntary working liRPI- 
S’’>. But by whatever name, 
they represent probably the 
first attempt by any Western 
government to set up com¬ 
munes for dropouts for purely 
social, rather than economic 
or military, reasons. 

The crown land which the 
Labor government began allo¬ 
cating last August does not 
' ha\e to he dev eloped in any 
specific way, nor is there any 


obligation to create a com¬ 
pletely self-sufficient econom¬ 
ic unit. The community itself 
establishes its own rules with¬ 
out being tied rigidly to stan¬ 
dard government guidelines. 

“Success or failure,” the 
government said in its jioliry 
statement,” will he measured 
in lerms of the survival and 
happiness and peace of mind 
of the people concerned, not 
in bookkeeping terms.” 

Initial reaction In Hie ‘'oho" 


proposal ranged from enthu- 
suasm to cynicism and in the 
following months the govem- 
nwmt set forth some specific 
guidelines: Applicants must 
form themselves into groups 
of at least 15 “like-minded 
people;” the groups must out¬ 
line their decisions of future 
plans, proposed membership 
conditions, care of depen¬ 
dents. attitudes toward tran- 
s i p n 1 s . The commune 
members taking the lease 


must all he New Zealand citi¬ 
zens who, with government 
guidance, must form a legal 
entity. 

"The New Zealand ‘oho’ ” 
Minister of Lands Mattu Rata 
said recently, “should become 
an integral part of our soci¬ 
ety. We cannot, let the oppor¬ 
tunity pass to let New Zea¬ 
landers and friends recapture 
a satisfaction based on co¬ 
operation, mutual assistance 
and communalismA’ 


The first land allocation, 2(H) 
acres, was made to the 30 
members of the "Sunset Com¬ 
munity” in Coronandel last 
August, I he same month Kirk 
died of a heart attack. Since 
then four other allocations 
have been made and 30' more 
groups are waiting for the 
government to * approve their 
s i 1 e s . Their membership 
ranges front university drop¬ 
outs t>> pensioners to a few 
lawyers and doctors. 


The land is initially granted 
under a one-year temporary 
licence, after that, the govern¬ 
ment charges annual rent of 
4.5 per cent of current market 
value, which can be reduced 
U» 4 per cent for prompt pay¬ 
ment. 

"If the scheme succeeds,” 
said a lands department of¬ 
ficials. "then all well and 
good. But even if it fails, I 
think something of value will 
still come out of if."

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Having lived in sight of 
salt water since I was a 
child I was accustomed 
to seeing many strange 
ships, but none of them 
had stirred my imagina¬ 
tion as did the polar ex- 
p I o r at i on schooner 
MAUD when she was tow¬ 
ed into Vancouver harbor 
in 1926. 

1 Bluff bowed, sturdily built, crows 
nesls, for ice navigation, prominent 
on fore and mainmasts, it seemed 
fitting that she should be towed by 
the Cape Scott — a turtle-bowed 
former North Sea trawler. 

I had seen nothing like the Maud 
although I could remember vaguely 
ihe forest of masts at Hasting's Mill 
when the old square-riggers moored 
1 lie re for weeks, loading lumber 
through square ports cut in the bows 
Just before the First World War 
broke out I recalled being taken in 
an open boat, powered by a one- 
cylinder gas engine, on Sunday pic¬ 
nics up Indian Arm. 

We would start out from Coal 
Harbor and chug past a rusty tramp 
at anchor off North Vancouver — 
she was the 5,000-ton Komagat* 
Mary, chartered to carry a shipload 
of Sikhs to Canada. 

These would-be immigrants were 
not allowed to land — a fact which, 
as loyal subjects of George V, Em¬ 
peror of India, they understandably 
resented. 

As this resentment had manifest¬ 
ed Itself in open violence in the 
forms of lumps of coal thrown at an 
approaching launch bearing im- 


s I range battleship approaching. 1 
^was sure it w as a German raider, 
but afterwards learned it was a Jap¬ 
anese cruiser with a shipment of 
gold. • The Japanese were on our 
side in that war.) 

★ ★ ★ 

The Armistice came and I was 
still in school ami my first employ¬ 
ment was with a Vancouver firm of 
shipping agents, my principal work 
being to meet incoming ships and 
arrange customs and immigration 
clearance, as well as to consult with 
the mite regarding the times of 
loading and the stowage of cargo. 

In those days there was little in¬ 
coming freight — we were con¬ 
cerned mostly with the export of 
grain, lumber and logs, and canned 
salmon. 

• There were Japanese ships that 
reeked of soya sauce; Danish East 


man-owned she hail lieen Interned 
for the duration of tlie First World 
War and finally bought by the He¬ 
cate Straits Towing Company’, Who 
converted her into tlie first log 
barge on the B.C. coast, under the 
original British name Drumroek. 

In her spacious and comfortably 
equipped officers' quarters hardly 
anything movable remained, but I 
did find, on opening the top drawer 
in her chart room, a chart on which 
were lightly ruled the zig-zag lines 
of her last passage across the Atlanr 
tie, around the Horn and up the Wfst 
coast of South America. 

This mention of sailing ships and 
the First World War brings my 
thoughts back to the Maud. She had 
been built in Oslo, Norway, In 1917, 
with the original idea of sailing 
across the Atlantic and, after enter¬ 
ing the Pacific via the Panama

Asiatic in which I acquired a taste 
for Carlsbcrg beer and Burma 
cheroots, and British tramps with 
stewards who didn’t know how to 
make coffee and captains who were 
contemptuous of a young man who 
hadn't been around the Horn in a 
square-rigger ... all sorts of ships 
including tankers carrying crude oil 
from South America to loco. 

One of them was the Mina Brea, 
the only tanker I have ever »een or 
heard of with engines 'midships. 

All shapes of ships including a 
"turret” ship — they had been built 
to beat the Suez Canal tolls which 
were assessed by waterline. Conse¬ 
quently when loaded there was only 
•a narrow deck showing above water 
when the ship was loaded — like a 
surfaced submarine is the best way

Canal, to enter the Arctic ice pack 
north of Bering Straits. From there 
Amundren, the organizer of this 
expedition, planned to drift with the 
ice to the North Pole.

Nansen’s Fram in 1896 had drift¬ 
ed in the ice to within 360 miles of 
the Pole, hut Amundsen, after 
years of studying the direction* of 
drift in the polar pack had come to 
the conclusion that starting from 
north of the Bering Straits would 
bring him closer to the Pole than the 
drift of the Frani, which had en¬ 
tered the pack off the coast of the 
New Siberian islands. 

The reader may well ask why the 
Helwig Vinncn (ex Drumroek) re¬ 
minded me of this. The answer is 
simply that there was a war that 
resulted in the Atlantic abounding 
with German submarines. It was the 


Ihe Maud readied Nome on the 
•Alaskan coast. 

During the disastrous trip around 
northern Siberia two members of 
the expedition hid lost their lives in 
an attempt to cross the ice to a Rus¬ 
sian wireless station — a few years 
later the body of one was discovered 
within four miles of his goal. Am¬ 
undsen slipped on the icy gangway 
and broke his leg and. before it was 
properly knit, he narrowly escaped 
being mauled by a polar bear with 
cubs while he was making his way 
to one of the scientific observation 
tents on the ice. Later it was in one 
of these tents that he suffered car¬ 
bon monoxide poisoning which seri¬ 
ously affected his heart. 

it It h 

After provisioning at Nome an¬ 
other attempt to force her way into 
the pack failed when the Maud dam¬ 
aged her propeller. With the help of 
five Siberian natives who had ne\er 
been to sea before she proceeded to 
Seattle under sail alone. Here, after 
the • usual financial problems of ex¬ 
plorers had been straightened out, 
she underwent an extensive refit - - 
when she sailed north in 1922 she 
was equipped with the latest English 
Marconi Company wireless appara¬ 
tus and on deck she carried (rare in 
those days) two planes — a Curtis 
Oriole and an all metal Junkers. 

A seemingly minor addition at 
Seattle had been the rigging of a 
yard on the foremast so she could 
make use of fair winds by setting a 
huge square-sail. With this sail set, 
if viewed from bows-on, from a long 
enough distance to render the deck¬ 
load of planes invisible, she must 
have looked like an ancient Viking 
ship. If one were to be flying over 
her, though, she would not ha\e 
looked at all like the long, narrow- 
old Viking ships. She was 120 feet 
long but she had a beam of 40 feet, a 
most unusual and ungainly design 
for a ship. 

The answer to the reason for this

migration officials, one half of Cana¬ 
da’s navy was anchored nearby. 

It consisted of the light cruiser 
HMCS Rainbow (the flagship, the 
Mobe was on the east coast). The 
Rainbow appeared ominous in her 
coat of battleship grey with the muz¬ 
zles of her four-inch guns show ing. 

~ What an impression she made oh 
me! I didn’t realize that she was 
obsolete, and that in 1919 I would be 
standing at the mouth of Esquimalt 
Harbor, facing Fisgard Light, 
watching her being towed to Seattle 
to be broken up for scrap. 

Good old Rainbow! When the 
First World War broke out she was 
the only warship that stood between 
Canada's west coast and the Ger¬ 
man cruiser Leipzig. 

Both had been coaling In San 
Francisco a few days before war 
was declared. A short time later she 
steamed out of Esquimalt Into the 
Pacific, fully prepared, in the tradi¬ 
tion of Drake and the Armada, t6 do 
battle with a ship that had fire¬ 
power and speed which would en¬ 
able her to blow Rainbow to pieces, 
before Leipzig got within range of 
her obsolete guns. 

I remember a schoolroom over¬ 
looking the entrance to Vancouver ^ 
harbor and being sharply repri¬ 
manded by the teacher when I half 
stood up to get a better view of a 

-'p 
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It turned out to be ideal for the 
cargo she had come to load — bulk 
grain. It was not necessary to build 
the usual wooden feeders In her 
hatchways to allow for the settling 
of the cargo. 

There was .a ship that had been 
bixight by the Japanese from the 
British India Company — she had 
been built at the end of the last cen¬ 
tury; her furniture in the saloon and 
panelling in the officers' quarters 
was teak-wood and there stiH re¬ 
mained the empty gunracks that had 
been provided to hold weapons with 
which to repel Malay pirates.

There was the Pilar Y Larinaga 

from Spain, with an oriental crew. 
While she was anchored in the har¬ 
bor her Malay quartermaster nan 
amok and carved up three crewmen 
with his razor-sharp (shades of the 
Boys* Own Annual) Malay kris 
Then there was the Japanese tramp 
which had sent a garbled wireless 
message saying she had been taken 
over by “mutineers and bad people” 
— it tinned out she carried a 
number of Japanese stowaways, 
who were disgruntled when they dis¬ 
covered they were headed for Cana¬ 
da and not the U.S.A. 

Not long before I boarded the 
Maud there had been the fomvmaet- 
ed Iron barque Helwlg Vlnnen, 
towed up from Chile where she had 
been in Hie nitrate trade. Being Ger- 


prescnce of these submarines that 
led Amundsen to give up his ordi¬ 
nal plan of sailing via the Panama 
Canal. Even flying a neutral flag a 
three-masted schooner would have 
been an irresistible target for a sub¬ 
marine’s guns in those days. 

Granted the Maud had primitive 
diesel engines — 240 horse power 
Bolinder semi-diesels — but her 
maximum speed of seven knot* 
would not have helped her much. So 
the Maud had to take the northeast 
passage eastward off the northern 
coast of Siberia. 

★ ★ ★ 

When the Mnud sailed from Nor¬ 
way id July, 1918, no great dif¬ 
ficulty in negotiating this route was 
anticipated. Nowadays, with the 
help of radar and ice-breakers this 
passage is regularly used by Rus¬ 
sian cargo ships coming to Van¬ 
couver to load grain, but up until 
recently the northeast passage was 
little used and. as far as the writer 
has been able to find out, the Maud 
was the first ship to enter Van¬ 
couver harbor which had negotiated 
this route. 

Although no great difficulty had 
been anticipated bad luck dogged 
the expedition from the start. Ice 
conditions turned out to be excet>- 
tionally bad, and as is sq often the 
case, another summer of heavy 
pack ice followed the first. It was 
not until late‘summer in 1920 that 


unconventional ratio, and to many 
other peculiarities in her build was 
simply that she had been designed 
especially to withstand the pressure 
of the Arctic ice-pack. True, Nan¬ 
sen’s Fram had withstood the pres¬ 
sure of the ice for three years, but 
the Maud was designed to be an im¬ 
provement cm the Fram. She was 20 
tons lighter and her midsection was 
almost semi-circular. Peihaps the 
clearest way to describe the shape 
of her hull would be to say lhat it 
resembled an egg shell sliced ver¬ 
tically. 

Not only in shape, but 4n the 
strength of her construction, had she 
been 7 designed to combat the worst 
pressure the ice-pack might exert 
and the perpetually drifting ice of 
the polar basin has crushed count¬ 
less ships In recorded history. 

Her closely spaced ribs tapered 
from a foot square at the keel to 32 
inches by 8 inches at the deck. They 
were reinforced by diagonal struts 
(called ice beams) at 'tween and 
main decks. She had three solid 
bulkheads athwartships of 3-inch 
planking to add to her strength. Her 
sides were of 4 1 ,* inch oak held to 
the ribs with oak tree nails (pro- 
pounced ‘trunails’). 

The ice sheathing was 2% inches 
thick oak from the keel half way to 
the deck — from there to above tha 
waterline green-heart (iron-bark

February ’^ gem is a. rain-ston*, 
used as such by the tribes of t'»» 
Upper Nile for thousands of y*Ju a. 
‘Rain is the one thing which mat¬ 
ters to the people of those districts, 
as if it does not come down at the 
right time it means untold hardship 
far the community." 

When the medicine man U 

usually the chief wishes to pro¬ 
duce rain he plunges his rauvstons 
in water, takes a split-top peeled 
cane in hand ami beckons with it to 
tjtv» clouds or waves tltem the wiy 
they should go, chanting an -incanta¬ 
tion as he does so. 

A friend tells me of a beautiful 
amethyst humming-bird in die tmp- 
ici and I myself have found tbit 
lovely violet shade in the northern 
snows of Canada. 

Digging down into, them in J*m- 
uary the color would tie blue, but <n 
February — wliether through pal ten 
or some other factor it tti I 
warmed to violet with a hint of rose 


So many sunsets have shown me 
"chose giant spirits of the wilder - 
new/’ the high mountains, glov/ing 
with amethyst and gold. At dusk 
there would be amethyst shadows on 
their snow. 

One way of describing amethysts 
is t» say that they belong to ttie 
lock crystal family and their wine- 
dark color may be due to traces of 
manganese At one time these semi¬ 
precious stones were valued highly. 
Then the great Brazilian deposits 
were found and amethysts dtopped 
in estimation. 

Brazil is famous for its deposit* 
of crystal quartz. This mineral is 
used not only in jewelry but in 
radar, television and radio. Also in 
the manufacture of special prisms 
and lenses, as well as lalioratory 
ware that U highly resistant to 
chemical action 

Quartz sand it used in making 


At the death and resurrection 
ceremonies honoring Altis, son of 
Cybele the Asian fertility goddess, 
a pine tree was A:»cked with wreaths 
of violets. This symbolized the vio¬ 
lets which were said to have sprung 
from the blood of Attis when ha 
died. So the cermonies were held 
when the violets were in bloom 
among the pines. 

In the Scottish Highland* and on 
the Isle of Man the revival of vege¬ 
tation in spring used to l>e celebrat¬ 
ed on St. Bride's Day, the First of 
February. On this night before Cand¬ 
lemas "it is usual to make a bed 
with corn and hay. over which some 
blankets are laid, in a pari of the 
house near the door.

Bridget, come In: thy bed h 
ready.’ One or more randies ire left 
burning near ii all night.” 



Partly because of the hue *>f 
amethysts and the association of vi¬ 
olets with February, it interests mi 
that quartz transmits ultraviolet 
waves better than glass does. 

Some compilers of birthday 
I jooks list the primrose as thaa 
month’s flower, but most favor the 
charming jxirple violet. Last yerfr l 
could see why. 

My violet bed is in a warm a«*1 
sheltered corner where ferns cast 
amethyst shadows whenever tne sun 
shines. On the last day of February 
I realized that the shadows had dar¬ 
kened inb. purple. My violets weia 
blooming. 

There are some hundred species 
•>f violet. 60 of them in the north 
temperate zone and 16 of these in 
British Columbia. 

Th.» western long-spurred violet 
is our common purple one. but k»k 
for rhe marsh violet in swamps ani 
m-Viat meadows 

The violet signifies modesty, so 
we are told, and from that come* 
«xir phrase "like a shrinking violet.” 
They have so much quiet beauty and 
charm they don't need to - flaunt 
themselves Ir was my mother's fi- 
v.wite flower and is carved on her 
tombstone 


If there were signs in the morn- 
fng that St. Bride, or St. Bridget, 
had used her lied, the (>eople of the 
house were sure that there would be 
good crops that year. 'these Manx 
and Highland ceremonies show ttaat 
St Bride was an old - headien 
goddess of fertility "disguised in a 
threadbare Christian cloak.” 
Frazer in The t (iolden Bough says 
that "prol>ably she is ro other than 
Brigit, the Celtic goddess of fire and 
apparently of the crops."

Crops depend on lhe weather 
and "if you don’t like the weather. 
Wait a minute." said Mark Twain 
one February day. It's true that 
weather this month can be as vari¬ 
able as the shifting lights in an ame¬ 
thyst. Foreign visitors aixv amazed 
at our inconsistent weather condi¬ 
tions generally 

In February Frigga, wife of Odin 
and mother of Thor (Wednesday, 
Thursday, Fridayj does such off and 
on spinning of her elouds that you 
never know what to expect. This 
goddess - or the sky plays around 
with solar and lunar halos, which 
have the inside of their rings almost 
an amethyst shade. 

These products M loud, crystal 


and sun are what the Zuni Indians of 
New Mexico mean when they say 
the sun as “inside hi* tejiee" and 
rain is coming. 

It was in Februray that I saw 
nacreous or mother at pearl clouds 
for the first and only time. They ar* 
as rare as they are beautiful. It was 
about sunset and at first I thought I 
was seeing a rainbow' and cloud* 
together. 

But I was looking at elouds hand¬ 
ed with rainbow colors: blue, green, 
rose; blue-violet with red tints pre¬ 
dominating, which made it ame¬ 
thyst . They grew brighter and 
brigher, then faded to .abalone hues 
and finally died out into pale Idue- 
grey- 

ir ir ir 

February in Britain has the repu¬ 
tation of a cold middle and I have 
noted the same thing in eastern Can¬ 
ada In oki days in England it was 
called "fill dyke month" though ac¬ 
tually it is the driest of the twelve in 
thai country. The dikes may be full, 
but that is because of low evapora¬ 
tion. 

Much study is being done now' on 
weather cycles and their rela¬ 
tionship to the orbital periods of the 
planets. Especially Neptune, 
Uranus, Saturn and Jupiter. Shortly 
aTler last midnight I woke up to find 
Mars staring in my window with an 
amethyst eye. 

In ancient Egypt ihe period from 
Feb. 8 to Mar. 9 was attributed t» 
the god of tempests, Amsheer. For 
the Egyptians it was a changealrf* 
month erf cold, heat and winds. 

In old China they said: "Thunder 
before tire l>eR*.nning of spring 49 
days of bad weather will bring." I 
• rememl>er an early February in 
Kabul. Afgbanistn, with snow falling 
on bananas for sale in the street. 
k k k 

“Pale moon doth rain, red moon 
A-Hi blow, white mo n dnih neither 
rain nor snow." But if we had no 
moon at all and wouldn’t that be 
strange? we still would havo 
w'atber that's subject to change. 
Especially in February. 

February can be crystal .and ob¬ 
sidian or onyx set in silver, as weU 
as amethyst. Silver moon over silver 
sea. with sometimes a burst of light 
that stuns you. Boating home one af- 
tern *>n on water smo vth as jx>- 
lislied quartz. I looked up to see the 
setting sun light every front window 
of my Ixime and warm the brown 
walls to amethyst. But of course I 
didn't have a camera.

*n<l was to be used in the prosal) 
i»le of a supply ship for the Western 
Arctic posts 

It seemed a good idea ro have a 
ship that could withstand the ire. 
because it was only tu * summer* 
since the HBC’s new schooner I«»dj 
Ktnderth-y had been crushed in the 
ice and the present supply ship, the 
Kaychtnio, was an ex Baltic coastal 
steamer sh» dei*ended on speed 
rather than her steel plated sides to 
beat the pack 

The Maud was renamed the Bay 
maud and. after Wallace Shipyard! 
»;ive her Bolindor semi-diesels an 
overhaul if think they were the first 


tyj>e of diesels used on .anything 
larger than a fishing boat • she waa 
moored alongside Evans. Coleman 
and Ev ans dock lo load her cargo. A 
large part of this consisted of wired 
bundles of lumber for Ihe construc¬ 
tion of new posts. The language used 
by longshoremen while threading 
the?e bundles through ihe triangular 
openings left by the ice-beams u 
unprintable. It made one wonder if 
this ship could ever submit to the in¬ 
dignity of t»eing used to carry 
freight.

Tin* Kay maud was mcored at tha 
old rat-in tested Evan* Coleman 
wharf for more than a month. Of 
course her line-; were encircled with 
the usual compulsory rat guards — 
but everyone along the waterfront 


knew that they did not slot* rata 
from coming al>*ard.

Last Leg 


Down to Thelwood Creek 


Bedwell Lake is in a classical 
alpine setting with mountain 
meadows and clumps of pictur¬ 
esque stunted trees and surround¬ 
ed by snow - capped peaks. Our 
camp was on a rocky point that 
jutted out into the lake. 

^ On Ihe shoreward side was a pond in which 
we did our washing up. This pond was also oc¬ 
cupied by frogs which w'ere heard but not seen. 

It occurred to me that it was still spring at 
this elevation when I noticed that the huckleberry 
bush beside the campfire was still in bloom. 

But for the fn>gs it must have been late 
spring as they seemed to have lost some of ihcir 
enthusiasm. They sang Infrequently and for short 
Intervals. During the night one would start wilh a 
few tentative chirps and the others would join in 
ui a higher or lower register untill the whole 
chords was in Ml swing. But no sooner would 
they get the thing nicely under way when some 
would drop out and then they would all stop 
abruptly. 

Then there would be no sound until a light 
wind came up and the plastic I had rigged for 
protection from heavy dew. or Harolds’ shelter 20 
feet away, flapped in the breeze. 

| ★ ★ ★ 

Monday morning dawned bright and clear. 

Our objcclrv^J^^hHl-day was the side-trip to Big 
Interior Mountain. A ridge that curled around like 
the contorted back of a dragon, with Bedwell 
Lake in the curl of the tail, led up to the peak. 

We tried skirting the Southerly slope of the 
ridge, hut as it grew steeper ahead of us we.were 
forced to climb to the crest and follow It in an 
easterly direction while the peak lay well t > the 
south. The going was better here being mostly in 
firm packed snow' and rocky outcrops. 

We stopped for lunch at a point where melt¬ 
water formed a liltle stream. A bit further up we 
reached the top of. a lesser peak to the north of 
Big Interior.' The main peak, at an elevation of 
6.107. was still mote than a mile away and nearly 
3,500 feet higher. 

I said to Harold: “You ran make like Hillary 
If you want to, but this is far enough for me. I’m 
going to rest here.” 

It was agreed that he would have to come 
back that way, so T sat down on a rocky outcrop 
and watched him make his way up the ridge. His 
„figure stood out clearly against the background of 
snow and I could watch his progress until he fi¬ 
nally crossed over the crest and disappeared 
from sight. 

\ The sun beat down mercilessly. I moved back 
1 o a larger outcrop where there was a clump of 
scrubby trees to afford some shade and a patch 
of heather. 

Two kinds of heather are common here. One 
had white bell flowers on a plant that resembled 
j Scotch heather only of a coarser appearance. The 
, other also had bell-flowers of a color pinker than 
the Scotch heather on a plant of bristly appear- 
I ence, like branches of miniature pine trees. 

K ‘ v - 
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To the north and west was a panorama of 
mountain i>eaks. The impressive peak of Golden 
llinde could be seen far away to the north-west. 
In the opposite direction I could look down the 
\ alley of Drinkweler ('reek and see part of Great 
Central Lake, ar.d in the far distance, snow-clad 
Arrow smith slood cut above ihe surrounding less¬ 
er hills. To my north was a draw which formed 
tl»e divide between Drinkwnler Creek and a 
stream flowing into Bedwell Lake. 

★ ★ ★ 

There were some striking turquoise colored 
pools down .theie. Closer investigation proved 
them to be pools of water that had formed over 
the ice of a tarn that war. still mainly frozen.

'me for drinking purposes and, following up this 
Idea, I experimented with mixing orange flavored 
crystals with snow. This was also refreshing. I 
kept the idesji in mind for a surprise dessert for •- 
supper that evening. There were patches of snow 
close to camp and we would have sherbert. 

In due course Harold returned from the high 
ridge. He was disappointed; in being stopped by a 
crevasse before reaching ihe peak. However, ihe 
view that I got from my vantage point, and his 
was considerably higher, was well worth tlie 
climb. 

The return 1o Bedwell Lake was an easy hike 
down the ridge. We were on snow most of the 
way and avoided much of the brush we had en-^ 
countered on Ihe way up. Harold had a swim 
when he got back to camp and pronounced the 
water not too cold. I settled for a wash In the 
pond. 

★ ★ ★ 

There was a note by our campfire left by 
another parly that had planned to meet us at 
Bedwell River and travel with us. We had missed 
them because they had camped off the road and. 
were late risers. It was not until we had crossed 
the snow-slide and found no sign of them that we 
were convinced that they had not gone ahead of 
us. 

As it turned out, they had walked all lha way, 


arriving in our camp while we were up the moun¬ 
tain. They left a note and returned the way they 
came to spend the night at the snow slide where 
they had left their packs. 

The last leg of our journey lay ahead of us, 
down Tbelwxxl Creek t<> Buttle Lake. We were 
uncertain of the possibilities of transportation to 
town when we reached Buttle Lake. Harolds’ 
sister and brother-in-law were to he there at the 
Ralph River Campsite for a long weekend and 
would look for us before leaving at noon Tuesday. 

We had discussed the possibility of getting an 
early start and getting there in time to meet them 
at the head of the lake. But before we had got 
through our breakfast I think we realized that It 
was already too late. 

As It was the sun was high in the sky before 
wo weie packed and on our way. I had estimated 
that the hike, mostly downhill, to Buttle Lake 
would take us three or four hours. In actual fact 
it was to lake twice that time. 

The first quarter mile around the shore of the 
lake was unexpectedly difficult. It is an area of 
open alpine meadow's and scattered trees but a 
rocky spur forms high bluffs at the lake shore. 

In attempting to find a way around this obsta¬ 
cle we encountered some steep climbs and brushy 
areas. These could probably be avoided to some 
extent by making a preliminary reconnaissance 
Instead of blundering through Ihe bush burdened 
with a pack. 

On Ihe north side of the ridge we found a line 
that had been marked with cairns and flagging. It 
appeared to lead southeasterly toward the head¬ 
waters of Drinkwater Creek. We followed it in the 
other direction, down to the lake where we found 
evidence of a campsite that had been used two to 
three years previously. This was one of the few 
signs we saw of others having explored the area. 

There was some more timber and brush on a 
sleep side hill along Ihe east side of the lake so 
we came down to the shore where we could walk 
along narrow strips of beach or, where the brush 
grew tlwck at the water’s edge, splash along in 
the shallows hoping that the waterproofing on our 
bools was effective. 

The north enl of the lake for north side as it 
is almost mind) is particularly scenic. We were 
at ihe head of a little bay where a creek entered 
through a marshy place from a lesser lake at a 
slightly higher elevation. There was a pebbly 
beach with some wild flowers: shooting stars at 
the waters edge were particularly attractive. 

Out in Ihe lake were some fairytale islets 
wilh gnarled, slunled trees and strange rock for¬ 
mations, and in Ihe background, across the lake, 
(Tie snow-clad peaks of Big Interior and Tom 
Taylor rose above a fringe of timber and were 
reflected in Ihe still water. 

We stopped here to take some pictures. I 
think we bolh felt a bit reluctant to leave this 
place. But we had a long way to go so we sh uck 
off through the bush again; up the little creek, 
through the marsh, around the little lake where 
another rocky spur formed bluffs to Ihe shoreline, 
through patches of snow and brush to a meadow 
where there were small ponds and, at the far side 
of this meadow', Ihe water from the pond* flowed 
northerly and would eventually enter Buttle Lake. 
★ ★ ★ 

From this point we got. our first glimpse of 
But tie Lake, part of which could be seen lying 
like a dark pool between the mountain ranges ex¬ 
tending inlo the distance. A fire had swept 
thrcaigh the lower valley of Thelwood Creek some 
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20 years ago and the slopes on both sides of the 
creek were burnt bare right to the high ridges, 
and in places, bristled with bleached snags. 

Directly in front of us the ground dropped off 
sharply as we followed the small tributary down 
to the main stream of Thelwood Greek. The first 
part of the descent was steep and difficult but it 
became less precipitous as we descended through 
the heavy growth of hemlock and balsam which 
is typical of the West Coast rain forest. 

We remained in this timber for the first two 
miles down the creek and then came to a flat at 
the start of the burnt area where shouldbr-high 
devils-cliib—grew among the snags and fallen 
timber. 

For the best part of another two miles our 
progress was slow and difficult. To escapd ihe 
devils-club we climbed a rocky outcrop rising 
perhaps a hundred feet above the flat, but here 
too the ground was covered with debris, and on 
the far side it dropped off sharply to another flat 
where the dcvils-club gave way to bracken and 
other brush. 

The bracken made it Impossible to see the 
fallen logs and debris on the ground below and 
made It necessary to feel for each step or run the 
risk of being tripped or slipping on a layer of 
crushed ferns on a smooth log beneath the foot. 

★ ★ ★ 

We crossed the creek hoping to find better 
going but this was probably a mistake. A map 
that I acquired later shows a trail leading some 
distance up the creek above the moyth of Price 
Creek, which joins Thelwood less than a mile 
downstream from the point where we crossed. If 
we had stayed on the easy side of the creek we 
should have found this trail and it would have led 
us to an area that had been logged to salvage fire 
killed timber. Here there are logging roads lead¬ 
ing down to Buttle Lake. As it was we found little 
improvement on the other side of the creek. 

• We stopped beside the creek on a pebbly 
beach to rest and dug into our packs for some¬ 
thing to eat which we supplemented with huckle¬ 
berries which were plentiful here as well as on 
the Bedwell River side. 

Our feet needed some attention. Mine were 
sore from walking in damp socks and Harold's 
had developed some bad blisters. We changed our 
socks and dried 'our boots to some extent by 
repeatedly filling them with pebbles that had l>een 
heated in the sun. 

The map shows a waterfall on Thelwood 
Creek and we were on the lookout for it as an in¬ 
dication of how much further we had to go. 

There was a waterfall Just above our cross¬ 
ing, but not a very spectacular one. As it turned 
out, the main falls was a bit further downstream. 
We passed it too far back in the thick bush to-get 
a good view- of it. 

Eventually we came out of a thlckef on to a 
bare rocky ledge and saw' below a track through 
the bush apparently bulldozed for mining explora¬ 
tion. We made for it and it was a great relief to 
finally get out of that jungle. 

From here on down, along the lower extent of 
the creek, which had now been joined by Price 
Creek and could be called a river, we followed a 
road that could have been used by vehicles, but 
there was no indications that any had come this 
way for some time. Deer tracks were plentiful 
here and were the first signs we had seen of 
much game. 

★ ★ ★ 

As we hiked on the gravel track we heard 
engines running. It turned out to be a small 
mine; apparently one of Western Mine's opera¬ 
tions. A compressor and ventilation fan were run¬ 
ning and water was being pumped from the por¬ 
tal but there was not a soul in sight and no vehi¬ 
cles around. 

I presume that there were men working un¬ 
derground, but as we had no way of knowing 
when there would be a shift change or any other 
transportation from this area, Wf hiked on our 
way down an obviously well-travelled road to¬ 
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FAIJ.S on Thelwood River 


ward the main highway at the head of Buttle 
Lake. 

It was about six o’clock and we were con¬ 
sidering slopping to cook our supper when a 
“Jimmy’' type vehicle came down the road and 
stopped to pick us up. The couple in it turned out 
to be employees of Western Mines out for a 
drive. 

After hearing about our hike they agreed to 
drive us down to tire Ralph River ©ampsite, 
which, Sncidently u'as about equal in distance to 
that we had covered all day on foot, but was only 


a few minutes out of the day for our benefactor*. 1 
A couple of hours later we were fortunate in 
getting 9 ride with another employee of Western 
Mines in to Campbell River. 

And so ended our journey. I would like to do 
it again some time and would hope to locate bet¬ 
ter routes in some sections. I would also like to 
try some other cross-country hikes such as frpm 
Bedwell River to Della Falls. But unless the Bed- 
well River road Is kept open it will become just j 
too difficult to cover tills distance tlirough the 
thiok brush on foot all the way. < J

It’s got a 
huge old fashioned figurehead on the 
prow in the shape of a bald eagle." 

We were intrigued immediately. 
David had been studying bald eagles 
along the B.C. coast for several 
years and this bird was now our 
family emblem. 

It was a perfect spring day in 
April, 1965, as we took off from Vic¬ 
toria in our Piper Pacer float plane 
lxwled for Nelson IsUand and the 
( hack Chack. After stopping down 
long enough to gas up at Shawnagan 
I^jke we flew lo Pender Harbor then 
north around Nelson Island, search¬ 
ing to the head of all the inlets for a 
boat on the slips with an eagle for a 
prow. 

We twisted and turned Into 
•II coves and crannies, saw 
many submerged hulks and even 
more live eagles, but It was not 
till we’d almost circumnavigated 
Nelson Island tbni I spotted, 
high out of the water on an open 
rocky headland at ('ape Cock- 
burn, a wooden, reel and blue 
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double-masted. Chinese junk- 
style, Si foot long schooner, the 
(luu-k Chack with Its distinctive 
bald eagle figurehead. 

As we taxied towards the beach a 
spry middle-aged woman ran down 
t> meet us and r died down a log si 
we could tie the plane beyond the 
reach of Ihe outgoing tide. 

With a welcoming smile she in- 
troduced t»s to her husband. Harry 
Roberts called kx*a)ly Skipper 
Chack Chack. a friendly bald 81- 
year-old with tw inkling blue eyes and 
a merry I Kvfhles* grin: a delightful 
old man who was busily writing up 
the story of his 65 years spent cruis¬ 
ing the B.C. coast. "Just the thing 
for someone my age,” the skipper 
chortled ns lie eyed our float plane. 

"This is not a boat, it’s a home," 
he said emphatically as we followed 
him up a ladder to the deck of 
4 hack ( hack 111. Certainly it was 
Ihe first such boal I’d seen that had, 
not cabins and a head, but lour fair- 
uized rooms and a full scale bath. 
Its interior fittings were a carpen¬ 
ter’s dream, right d wn to the min¬ 
iature built-in chests of drawers. 
With its colorful bakl eagle prow it 
was the most distinctive vessel I’d 
evev seen and its personality 
matched that of its maker. 

"It’s made from a big chunk of 
red cedar that I found on the beach, 
the finest tree I’ve ever >een, 12 feet 


across and 60 rings to the inch. I'd 
say it was 2,000 years old. (Intend 
was burned and the rest was cover¬ 
ed with rubbish, hut what I made 
from it was the finest work 1 ever 
did. I’ve still -got two pi< cec )c ft 
from the original tree. She's 13 
years oid now and has a Wisconsin 
petr J stationary air-coVed engine 
and I’ve a full set of sails for her in 
my bedroom.” said Skipper (hack 
Chack proudly. I spent several 
years budldiijg her and rite be«t 
three years of my life living on h(r 
with my wife Marjorie."

Our visit wasn’t wasted. His 
i horn-? was as distinctive ns his boat.

He called it 
Sunrav, the house of 10.000 faces, 
because "it has more than 300 
pieces of glass to lei the sunshine in 
• and 1.000 pieces of timber. 

"Each of the many windows, fa¬ 
ceted as in stained glass, looked like 
a spider web. Inside you descended 
steps into an amphitheatre whose’ 
cement floor was painted in stained 
glass window shapes to complermnt 
the windows. Bunks lined the wall*' 
to sleep a dozen people. 

Harry had made every piece <4

'‘Don’t let disappointment be 
your master. The three years 
aboard Chack Oiack were the best 
years of my life,” were Marjories

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been thrown over the rear wall of the prison, 
hurried to the alleyway which ran behind the 
jail. Here he found, standing nearbv, a man 
named John Stickles. Recognizing him as & 
friend of inmate Blrney, Bayley arrested him 
on the i|M>t on suspicion of having thrown the 
ladder over the wall so as to enable his friend 
to escape. N 

Brought before Magistrate Augustus Pemher- 
1r-n, Stickles, who was described as a ot 

w »od,” and a resident of Yates Street, was de¬ 
fended by .D. B. Ring. As evidence, the crown of¬ 
fered tbe rope ladder, made of marlin, an old 
case-knife (“the edge at which had been conven¬ 
ed into'a saw",), and a 6mall hand file. The latter 
instruments had been found in the cell of Birney 
and Hawkhurst. 

Supt. Bayley described how he had found 
Stickles, "the only straggler in the vicinity at ibe 
lime,” behind the prison. James Barnwell, a car¬ 
penter, testified to having seen Stickles ' pass by 
Ihe jail fence” several times during the course of 
Monday afternoon. On the other hand. George 
Pearkes, Esq., stepped forward as a character 
witness to say that he had known Stickles in 
. Canada” and in California and that he would 
trust him with "untold gold." 

D. W. Gordon also spoke on the accused’s 
behalf, calling him upright. As for Stickle's hav¬ 
ing been in the vicinity of the jail, he.said he had 
heard Stickles say on Monday morning ihat he 
would walk down to he neighboring Deluge Fire 
Company hall to view their new flag. This errand 
of curiosity, thought Gordon, was Ihe reason for 
Stickles* untimely proximity to the prison when 
ancsted by Supt. Bayley. 

When defence counsel Ring had Ray ley exam- 
in' his client's coat, the superintendent had t - 
. oncede that it did not smell of lar: this, despite 
ihe fact that the rope ladder, which Stickles was 
accused of having thrown into the jaiiyard. was 
"a tarry one." 

The crown then recalled carpenter Barnwell, 
who stated that, when he had seen Sickles near 
ihe prison that afternoon, the defendant had had 
his coat buttoned up and his arms folded across 
his chest. 

Pemberton then ruled that there was .sufficient 
evidence to warrant Stickles’ being sent to a 
higher court and released him on hail in the sum 
of 400 pounds. 

/Birney was then examined on the charge of 
having assaulted one of his guards on the morn¬ 
ing after the rope ladder incident, a jailor testify¬ 
ing that ihe convicted burglar had attempted to 
lock his cell door upon him, then had swung at 
mm with his irons. When another prisoner tes¬ 
tified that he had seen Birney "make a motion 1 ’ 
towards the guard, although he could nor see 
more from the vantagepoint of his own cell. Pem¬ 
berton committed Birney for trial before the 
Court of Sessions. 

The case against Birney and Ifawkhurxt. 
for conspiring to break jail, was then heard. 
t : m crown showing how tfaeir Iron* bad been 
filed through In such a manner ns tn allow 
them to be thrown off at a moment’s notice. 
Placed in the dock, the prisoners made a 
forlorn appearance. Both had hod tlieir bends 
shaved, the embarrassed Birney covering bln 
bald pate with a white silk handkerchief while 
Ifawkhurst's “cranium appeared in all Its 
nakedness/* 

Birney, the Colonist reported, '‘cross-examined 
the witnesses closely, and exhibited h 
recklessness which was evidently only assumed." 
His month at hard labor had obviouslv taken it« 
loll, as the burglar’s eyes were “sunken in his 
head, his form emaciated, and his whole appear¬ 
ance denoted that his mind is di) at ease." 

In contrast, Hawkhurst, the manslaughterer. 
had n "sunny, boyish expression in his counte¬ 
nance, and lo-jks like anything eise but a bald¬ 
ened criminal. He will occasionally burst into a 
f t of 1' lighter at the odd expression of some 
the witnesses, and is evidently not hardened in 
the wav's of vice.” 

In a footnote, the newspaper remarked. 
Heavy — ihe new irons forced for the convict 
Birney weigh 14 pounds and a half, and those for 
Hawkhurst 14 pounds.” , 

Other precautionary measures were being 
taken at Bastion Square, the gup.'ds having 
been ordered to procure, at their own ex- 
Itense, “a Colt’s six-shooter, in order to pro¬ 
tect themselves in fut'v-c from the Assaults of 
the convicts; and also, to wing the hin^ In 
their tligut, should a ‘break’ be consummat¬ 
ed. ” 

Three months later, burglar Birney again look 
his place in the dock; this time in the court of as- 
itzes, having bean chairged with— of «>1 things a 
second, briefly successful, escape front tiie (ham 
gang. Appearing without counsel, Birney used 
his challenging power freely before a jury was 
empanelled. Acting for the crown, H. P. Fellow 
Crease called a number of witnesses'who proved

tbe escape beyond question, Birney basing W* 
defence, such as it was, on the novel premise that 
he would never have attempted to escape had not 
his guards given him the opportunity. 

Upon completing his resume o' the evidence, 
lie addressed the jury: ’gentlemen ... the pris¬ 
oners were tempted to make their escape from 
custody. The guards would tome among ue. and 
seemed as if they wished to afford us an opportu¬ 
nity to get off. When I was indicted for a felony. I 
plead guilty ...” 

At thla point BVney’s emotion* got the bet¬ 
ter of him and he paused for several mo¬ 
menta until he regained hi* composure, when 
lie continued: “I felt I deserved punishment. 1 
bail done wrong, and I meant to behave well 
at the prison and servo my time out. Bat 1 
was placed In solitary confinement. I wa* 
t owved with vermin, my clothes were actual¬ 
ly allowed to rot off me. I found this treat¬ 
ment was to continue, so I tried to escape. I 
was detected. Since then I have had my head 
shaved; been kept In chains that weigh 20 
pounds, and finally have enjoyed a bread asrd 
water diet. I have suffered enough during file 


past three months for my attempt at escape. 

“If you convict me, gentlemen of tbe jury, 

I shall suffer still more. I have nothing mere 
to say.” 

At this, the jury retired to consider Burney >i 
plea, when the attorney-general became intrigued 
by the prisoner's movements. Upon looking ri«- 
ec he was astonished ti> realize that the ever- 
i?«dy. Birney was fumbling with the knob of a 
aide d or which exited from the courfcrc<.*m into 
dense brush adjacent to Ihe court bouse. 

When Sgt. Taylor raced to Birney’s side, he 
found the door to be unlocked! Alas for the bizr- 
gl.ar, he had been foiled again. When Jhe jay. 
oblivious to his latest bid for freedom, returned, 
it was with a verdict of guilty, and he was re¬ 
lumed to his cell. 

Hawkhurst then took his place In the dock, 
charged with the same break, to plead not guilty. 
Despite his lame attempts at a defence (that of

She was so right. In no time at all, three of 
ihe girls were married. They had a wide choice of 
suitors. One sister was wedded to a stalward citi¬ 
zen of Port Angeles, named Webster, and took up 
residence on the Olympic Peninsula. 

Rose mairied Jack Wilson of Victoria, and 
lived in a fine house on the Gorge Road..., — - 

A third sister Sofia, wound up in Stockton, 
south of San Francisco, married to an enterpris¬ 
ing Swiss jeweler and silversmith. 

An old photograph shows Mr. Henry Julius 
Kuechaler, with a goodly staff of men and 
women, in a spacious shop, full of gleaming show¬ 
cases of fashionable jewelry of the day, and also 
features a selection of hand-carved marble 
dryads, probably from Italy.

Win and LIT danced together in the old Vic¬ 
toria Theatre, still under the title of The I-aLonde 
Sisters, and were credited with introducing die 
Can-Can dance, and that zesty popular.song of 
the turn of the century, 'fa-Ra-Ra-Boom-'bey-Aye, 
to Victoria audiences. 

The main foyer of the threat re stood where 
tihe front entrance to Eaton's store is today. 
Which accounts for the slight ramped walk-in 
from the big doors on Douglas. 

The LaLonde Sisters went on lour, playing a 
circuit which entertained in all ihe rtiajor cold- 
mining and logging towns in Ihe Pacific 
Northest from Ska gw ay to San Francisco in¬ 
cluding Spokane, Port Angeles, the Kootonays. 
Many places were they must have appeared, such 
as Sandon, are ghost towns today. 

★ ★ ★ 

The Blumes acquired property on Quebec 
Street, and the brothers lived side by side, at 465 
and 467 in typical while framed bouses of the era, 
with open porches, puaked roof lines, trimmed 
with cutouts jig-sawed to make wooden lace. 

They had pretty gardens. After a time Lil* 
married Robert Cooney, a tall handsome stalwart 
of the Royal Northwest Mounted Police. He had a 
Kitchener-type moustache, and a fine erect car¬ 
riage. 

Robert Cooney was active in many communi¬ 
ty affairs, and always look a leading part in May 
24 parades. 

★ ... ★ ★ 

Win never married, but not f.ir lack of oppor¬ 
tunity. She and I.il’ were always very close, and 
vied with each other in ihe elegance of their 
clothing, laking a special delight in millinery. 

Photos taken over ihe years show* them in 
picture hats, opulent furs, and the very latest in 
frocks. 

In Ihe house on Quebec Street, where Win 
remained after her parents died, there was one 
whole room devoted to clothing, slage costumes, 
end lovely gowns of the past, with which they 
could not bear to part. 

After many happy vears of married life to¬ 
gether, in a cosy house on Fernwood Road, the 
handsome Robert Cooney died. His wife, 
Lil’, and Win then shared the house on Quebec 
Street. 

★ ★ ★ 

Robert Cooney had a nephew, George who 
married a pretty Irish lass, Jane Ann Morrow, in 
1915. 

.lane was trained as a milliner in northern 
Ireland. She and her sister, Amelia worked for 
several months in the Irish Village in the White 
City Exhibition in London in 1912. Here Irish cot¬ 
tages, and cottage industries were charmingly 
dispGaved, featuring linens, laees, hand-weaving, 
crochet work, hand-beaten brasses and Waterford 
glass. 

Later they worked in die Irish Arts Shop, on 


Victoria Street, and as was the custom in those 
days, the girls lived with manager and his wife 
and family, on Belgrave Square. When George 
proposed marriage to Jane, he first wrote to her 
mother for permission. 

Today Mrs. George Cooney lives in the Lady 
Si me x? Apartments, plays bridge and maintains 
a lively social life. She is more than 80.

When her children, Betty and Georgina, were 
.growing up they loved nothing better than visiting 
the great-aunts, Win and LaT. They often dressed 
up in the old costumes, tinselled Oan-Can skirts, 
velvet promenade gowns, ruffled garden party 
frocks from the turn of the century, end high- 
waisted Edwardian frocks. There were feather 
boas, embroidered parasols, high-button boots, 
and laced-up white kid boots with needlepoint 
toes, in the costume room in the Victorian House 
on Quebec Street. 

★ ★ ★ 

It may have been the influence of the de.'ir 
old ladies, or perhaps their gay spirits returning 
to visit the inhabitants of the house, which in¬ 
spired George Cooney's grandchildren, Risha 
and Wak£ Golby, (children of Gina Cooney Golby 
and her navy husband Jim) to go in for amateur 
theatricals. 

Risha was acting when she was only »ix 
years old, and Wake at4the age of eight. They 
were very good. This is all very understandable, 
for after Win and Lil’ died, the Golby family 
moved into the quaint white house, on Quebec 
Street. 

Eventually progress raised it's busy head, 
and along with other Victorian era dwellings, the 
okl Blume homes were razed to the ground, to 
make way for an apartment building, and a park¬ 
ing lot for a motel. And almost all lhat is left to 
give evidence of the past elegance of ihe LaLonde 
sisters are two lovely gowns. I have both of them 
in my collection. 

★ ★ ★ 

One was fashionable about 1894. a vyalking-out 
gnvn of fine cream chaJlis tpart wool, part linen* 
printed in sprigs of violets, and trimmed with 
neck-yoke and tight lower sleeves, of pure silk 
French velvet in a matching shade of violet. This 
two-piece gown has a draped skirt, with sweeping 
back fullness, and accommodation for a small 
bustle. 

The waist has nine vertical whale-bones ins t 
Into seams and darts, to insure a slender waist¬ 
line. The waist-top fastens up centre-front with al¬ 
ternate hooks which were used on better gar¬ 
ments to eliminate any possibility of the front 
•closing losing its neat contour. 

Then there is a garden-party frock of Circa 
1920, of finest white cotton net, ankle length, and 
sack line, with a low drop waist over the hip. 
The net is exquisitely embroidered, hand-worked 
in China. Having short kimono sleeves, and a 
round neckline. This garment is particularly in : 
teresting, as it was made all in one piece. Laid 
flat it would be a Rood three yards long, from 
hem to neck to hem, and the purchaser, or the 
dressmaker had only to run up side seams to 
finish it.

A prominent hotel host commit¬ 
ted suicide in a most spectacular 
way, and so, by doing this, he took 
the minds of his fellow citizens off 
the dreadful state of politics. 

It was the Victoria of the first 
months of 1875—100 years ago. 

(I wonder If there U anyone 
living here today who was In 
Victoria In 187.1, There could tm. 

If ao, 1 would like to be advised 
—la the Interest* of history.) 

George Anthony Walkem was th<- 
Premier of British Columbia a een- 
tuiy ago. 

British Columbians. who had 
joined the Canadian confederation in 
1871, were growing restless because 
the Ottawa government had not 
started the promised railway from 
the ea9t to Pacific shores. 

Walkem said he would see the 
.job got under way. He went to Otta¬ 
wa several times, was ignored: then 
he went of? to London to lay British 
Columbia's grievances “at the foot 
of the Throne “ 


I'm noi sure what it was all 
about, really, but perhaps you will 
help me fathom the following, and 
en joy yourself while you’re about it: 

“On Thursday night a motley 
crowd of about 150 persons as¬ 
sembled in front of the Hon. the 
Premier's residence t> welcome him 
back from his ridiculous mission to 
I/*»d<«n. when? he spent s -me of th* 
taxpayers’ money. 

‘The fringe of the populace was 
accompanied by a brass band, 
which discoursed the sweetest of 
music, supposed to be complimen¬ 
tary to the august personage of the 
premier, and to his henchman, the 
newly-elected mayor of our city, Hia 
Worship, Mr. Drummond. 

Perhaps we ought to say that 
tht crowd and the music accom¬ 
panied the mayor, for, if that munic¬ 
ipal dignitary bloomed like a tea 
rose in the morning, in the role of a 
James Yellow bush, he expanded 
into a night blooming cereus in the 
evening, in the capacity of general 
(outer and dry-nurse to the minis¬

“The crowd laughed itself hoarse 
at this peculiar effort, the liand 
played “The Elephant Walks 
Around.” ttie mayor proposed Hires 
cheers for the ministry and with a 
wild whoop the crowd the mayor 
leading the way—adjourned to the 
nearest saloon ‘to take a wee drip’ 
at the premier’s expense 

“During these proceedings (hers 


‘It was a great and grand and 
glorious night for the mayor, and 
the beauty of the thing is that tb# 
people paid for it.” 

If people thought Premier 
Walkem uiu back In Victoria to 
ntay for a while they were mi* 
taken. 

A few days after the nere 
nade, the Premier left once 
more for Ottawa. 

The Colonist strongly disap- 
pr» wed: — 

“It is reported to us by our Otta¬ 
wa correspondent that Mr. Walkem, 
said to be the premier of British 
Columbia, still hangs around the Do¬ 
minion capital, or is busy peregrin¬ 
ating between Ottawa and Toronto, 
with sidetripu to Montreal, and 
sometimes to Buffalo, in New York 
State —whatever it is he doe* 
there only he knows, and he’s not 
telling. 

“Let us not forget that Mr. Wal¬ 
kem. at our expense, put in a gay 
and festive summer in London - 
tiie heart of Empire, where he hob¬ 
nobbed with nobly lords, and placed 
h s feet under mahogany in castles 

or so he said when he cams 
home, tiying, no doubt, to impress 
us. and gain votes.

(Every premier of B.C. since 
then has accused Ottawa of dilly¬ 
dallying with British Columbia, Hon 
David Barrett among them. 

(Hon. W. A. C. Bennett often slid 
Ottawa looked upon British Colum¬ 
bia as a gelden goblet to be drained 
— and lie would not sit idly by and 
•ee that happen. 

(Premier Thomas Dufferln Pat- 
futio. way back between 1933 and

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LITTERING GIGANTIC PROBLEM 


"Both littering and pollution in 
general are aspects of the same gi¬ 
gantic problem . . . and we must 
relate littering to ihe wider aspect 
as the two things cannot be separat¬ 
ed'’ said Anthony Crosland, Secre¬ 
tary of Slate for the Environment 
for Great Britain, in opening the 
Keep Europe Beautiful .International 
Conference held in London, Eng¬ 
land. 

Crosland went on to say that we 
"must make our children aware of 
the problem. We must show them 


we're trying to remedy the situation 
... not make the same mistake. 

"It's an easy out to deposit your 
litter at the feet of friends or neigh- 
hoi's,’’ said the secretary, who 
emphasized that We must "secure 
the active involvement of those peo¬ 
ple who recognize the problem. They 
should be enticed into preaching the 
message. 

"The process (of education) may¬ 
be long and slow but there is no 
reason that we can’t solve the prob¬ 
lem.” said Crosland. 

Delegates at the conference went 


on to define some of the litter prob¬ 
lems and some of the remedies in¬ 
cluding education, legislation and 
proper disposal faciliti.es. It was 
generally agreed that "the polluter 
must pay’’ principle applies to ihe 
littering problem. 

Generally It was felt that there 
was a greater need for the exchange 
of information relating to legisla¬ 
tion, youth programs, finance and 
techniques. To that end. the Swiss 
delegate proposed the formation of 
an international secretariat 1o which 
member countries would supply in¬ 


formation on a three-month basis. 

It was felt that industry must 
give the lead in educating people 
and it must incorporate into its 
products a desire to recycle that 
product. Industry must also show- 
leadership in its own good house¬ 
keeping practices. 

Whereas the delegates felt that 
organizations should courage re4 
cycling and reclamation most dele¬ 
gates felt that we should continue to 
emphasize litter-prevention as a 
first step to environmental improve¬ 
ment.

Birney^ a cross-examination of the witnesses and 
a brief address to the jury, that august body of 
his peers delivered its guilty verdict without leav¬ 
ing their seats. 

A third, younger prisoner named Fre¬ 
derick O'Leary also had been charged with 
the 6anio oficnee. Sentenced to Jail when he 
had been unalde to pay Ida fine for having 
assaulted a policeman, O’Leary made an im¬ 
passioned and eloquent appeal to the jury. 
Weeping freely, he stated that lie had merely 
done what any other man would have done 
under the circumstances. The guards, he 


soblicd, bad been "paralyzed" by Birney's 
and llauUmrst’s latest break and he had sim¬ 
ply responded to the occasion. 

The jury responded with a verdict of not 
guilty. 

A year passed, with, apparently, Birney and 
Hawkhurst reconciled to their fates, for, when 
next the latter made the news, it was with the an¬ 
nouncement that Gov. James Douglas had par¬ 
doned him after he had served half of his original 
sentence. 

And that was that; at least, as far as Birney 
was concerned. Not until 1873 — some 12 years 
after — did Hawkhurst, once described as 
possessing "a boyish expression . . . and (who) 
looks like anything else but a hardened crimi¬ 


nal/’ again attract the attention of Victorians. 

That autumn, the Colonist reported: "Ne|. 
miii Hawkhurst, who served a long term In 
gaol in this province in 1861 for manslaugli- 
fering a man in this city, and who afterwards 
killed a young man in Salem, Ore., has Just 
ilisputciied his third victim at Tillamook. 

"Hawkhurst, who combines the weakness of 
ladykilling with that of mankilling, was paying at¬ 
tention to the wife of a man named Dorst* who 
naturally gave Hawkhurst a thrashing, where¬ 
upon the latter drew a bowie-knife and cut and 
carved the jealous husband in 33 places. He was 
tried before a coroner’s jury and lold that he had 
served Dorst right."

lution of the House, and a submis¬ 
sion to tiie will of the people. 

"Come home, Mr. Premier, we 
beseech you; come home to where 
you belong, and face the music that 
aw aits you. 

"Be unafraid! 

"Yes, you have much of which to 
be afraid, but try and be brave!" 

Whether all this had anything 
to do with it or not, I know not, 
but Premier Walkem showed up 
In Victoria a week later. 

A welcome-home dinner was 
arranged for him. 

The Colonist practically ignored 
It, with only these words: 

"About 110 persons sat down at 
the Philharmonic Hall at the ban¬ 
quet given in honor of the Heat. Mr. 
Walkem. 

"The excellent repast was pre¬ 
pared by Mr. Astrico of the Tele¬ 
graph Hotel, in. his usual profes¬ 
sional style. 

"Everything passed off pleasant¬ 
ly enough, and generally it was a 
most respectable gathering; every¬ 
one present seemed very well pleas¬ 
ed. 

"After the toasts and speeches, 
songs were sung, the merriment, 
like limpid sweetness, lasting till the 
small hours of the morning. 

"As the toast to the guest of the 
evening was proposed, the band 
played See the Conquering Hero 
Comes, and it was drunk amid long 
and continued cheering and ap¬ 
plause. 

"Messes. Haynes, Schaffer, Bu¬ 
shed and Palmer presided over the 
musical department, and discoursed 
bewitching strains, which had so¬ 
porific effects on all around the ban¬ 
queting board.”. 

Next day, In an editorial, The 
Colonist said what it really 
■'* thought of the Walkem banquet: 
"The dinner given to the premier 
was attended by a few more than 
100 people, consisting, In great part, 
of officials, clerks, contractors, em¬ 
ployees, and other persons in the ex¬ 
pectation of employment patronage 
of some sort. 

"A reference to the list of names 
will fully vbear out this statement, 
Bnd will show 'that very few, indeed, 
of Victoria, or Columbia’s prominent 


men, outside of people looking for 
favors, were present. 

"In very truth, considering the 
patronage in the hands of this Wal¬ 
kem government, the unscrupulous 
use made of it, and considering the 
desperate efforts put forth by the 
members of the government, and 
their regiment of cappers and 
touters to sell at any price, or give 
away the tickets, the demonstration 
may be fairly regarded as an 
expression of disappointment and 
disapproval on the part of the public 
at large." 

A few- days later came the 
opening of the legislature. 

The Colonist didn’t think 
much of the Walkeni-prepared 
Speech from the Throne: 

"Of all the State papers ever 
presented to the public of British 
Columbia, the speech with which 
the legislature wm opened ex- 
eells In emptiness. 

"One might have presumed that 
the premier's eight-month mission 
abroad, with all its wonderful re¬ 
sults (?) ought to have rendered the 
opening speech the most interesting 
and eventful or the first parliament 
of Canada’s rich and proud Pacific 
province, which will be wrecked 
unless the present government be 
removed from office — and swiftly! 

"This year’s Speech from the 
Throne was, beyond doubt and with¬ 
out exception, the dullest, emptiest, 
and deadliest ever to be heard in 
our country." 

The session was under way¬ 
bill a few) days when Premier 
Walkem Introduced a bill to give 
himself, his cabinet ministers 
and the members of the Legisla¬ 
ture more money. 

A great uproar ensued; the popu¬ 
lace was enraged, and there were 
loud howls of protest in newspapers, 
on street corners, in taverns. 

The Colonist led the protest: 
"Increasing their pay — on 
Monday the Legislature was en¬ 
gaged In the very Interesting 
and extremely patriotic business 
of trebling their own pay. 

"How fortunate they are — they 
do not have to ask anyone but them¬ 
selves in order to get more money 


out of the taxpayers, who are never 
consulted in such matters, only told 
w hat they must do. 

"The leader of the government, 
the Hon(7) Mr. Walkem, the Pre¬ 
mier, acting doubtless on the prin¬ 
cipal that one good turn deserves 
another, moved that the sessional al¬ 
lowance of each member be raised 
to $500. 

"He then proceeded to show, to 
his own satisfaction, and that of his 
legislative colleagues. If not to the 
public in the galleries, that there is 
really no good reason why a session 
should last more than 30 days and 
lie threw out a very broad intima¬ 
tion that future sessions would not 
extend beyond that period. 

"In other words, the change he 
proposed would virtually ra<ise ihe 
indemnity (it had better lie deno¬ 
minated ‘pay’ now) of members 
from $5'■a day, as at present, to 
within a fraction of $17 a day. 

"Right heroically did the premier 
contend for the increase, which lie 
said is necessary in order to attract 
substantial citizens to the legisla¬ 
ture, men of position, intellect, trust 
and reason. 

"It was astonishing to observe 
with what facility all the (Hon. (?) 
members adapted themselves to the 
situation, and, while they may dis¬ 
agree with the premier on many 
matters, they were all in complete 
agreement with him on this one. 

"They were all very docile, and 
smug, aa they saw more gold for 
UvemselveB at the end of the rain¬ 
bow. 

"Two years ago this same pre¬ 
mier framed an ingenious measure 
which provided for taking the 
sense of the electors on the subject 
of increased indemnity for 
members. 

"Under It, voting papers were 
sent out to every elector asking 
shall it be seven dollars a day or 
shall it remain at five? 

"The answer came almost unani¬ 
mously — It must remain at Five. 

"Now tills answer has been Ig¬ 
nored. Members who were amongst 
the stoutest advocates of that san\$ 
question, and whose constituents 
pronounced against the increase 
from five to seven dollars a day, 


were, thds week, amongst the most 
ardent advocates of the raise, with¬ 
out any worry as to whether or not 
it would be properly earned, which 
It will not. 

"This Is disgraceful, a case of 
robbing th* helpless, inarticulate 
public. 

"It Is amusing, too, to observe 
how anxious the members are to 
make it appear that the manner of 
consulting the people was faulty, 
and therefore, in their view, the re¬ 
sult was worthless. 

"How fraudulent can members of 
our legislature become? 

"They seem to feel now that the 
people, when asked the question, 
had made a big mistake, and had 
changed their minds. 

"The people have not changed 
their minds. 

"By the nice little arrangement 
of this week members will get $17 a 
day during a session, while the pay 
of the ministers will be made four 
thousand dollars — even change, 
you see! 

"The public should rise in right¬ 
eous indignation! 

"However the deed Is done, end 
all the people can do is growl and 
get even with the rascals on voting 
day." 

Well, times don’t change much, 
do they? 

(Tiie same howl against more 
pay for elected representative* is 
being heard all across Canada In 
this year of 1975.)

“I have the plan of an idea to 
build a Lady Sabot, a Weekender, 
not another 12-tonner like Ohack 
( hack, but a 20-24-footer with room 
for a weekend couple or two; not a 
speedboat (if I had my Way I 
wouldn’t go over 8 mph), just a boat 
to get me there and bring me’back. 
It will be a boat as small as I can 
get that can still be called a home.” 

Here the old man touched upon 
the philosophy that has guided his 
life for 90 years, simple truths that 
for me make this man more memo¬ 
rable than the things he builds. 

“I live by the Natural Uws 
that the Old Ones, the Unbeliev¬ 
er*. taught me long ago In Red- 
dltch, England. There are 20 of 
these laws or Woes hut the most 
Important one Is ‘Woe to lie who 
Joins house to house or field to 
field and leaves no space to be 
alone with Nature.’ ” 

“You will never understand what 
that is until you've really been 
alone. Then your sensitivity is In¬ 
creased. you develop the same In¬ 
stincts as the animals and you pro¬ 
duce your best work. When we are 
with other .people we use only a 
fraction of our mind power. I am 
now into my fourth year alone with 
Nature. I have watched Nature be¬ 
come as it is today with earth, 
water and air all spoiled by the acts 
of man. I used to have nine deer 
here, now there arc none. Most of 
the birds, my mink and coots have 
gone, the goat’s milk doesn’t taste 
the same, the pods have few peas 
and I get sores on the back of my 
neck. I feel it’s caused by acid fal¬ 
lout from the pulpmifls around 
here.” 

Ever since 1900 when 16-year-old 
Harry Roberts rowed from Van¬ 
couver to his grandfather’s home¬ 
stead at Roberts Creek on the Se- 
clvelt Peninsula in a 16-foot Indian 
dugout canoe, he hats been building 
things single-handed from felled or 
beaoheombed timber cut to shape in 
his own sawmill and with simple 
tools, the axe and adze. Things like 
three houses, three schooners, two 
20-foot speedboats, several 30-foot 
workboats, a few 16-foot sail boats 
and many, many rowboats. 

As well as boats and houses he 
has built bams, workshops, store* 
and wharves. Everything he does 
bears the mark of an original-crafts¬ 
man; his picturesque Quixotedike 
windmill, his log cabin with the 
swinging door, his workshop made 
from a dock that washed up on the 
beach. 

To Harry Roberts the founds - 
tloa for his building philosophy 
Is another Natural Law: Woe to 
the Father who falls to teach hi* 


son how to nuike the plan of the 
Idea. 

“The Creator gives U>e ideas,” lie 
explains. “Nature provides the 
goods and we are Hie power tools to 
change the ideas into the goods that 
provide our food and slielter. From 
that w'e get our satisfaction and tills 
is our heaven. I had a plan in my 
head, I made lumber out of timber 
then made the parts 'out of the 
lumber. When I got tw>o parts fitted 
together I felt satisfaction and then 
I went on from there. I taught my 
kids that. They never saw a school, 
they never saw' a church till they 
were married,-they lived by the Nat¬ 


was wrongfully Impounded by 
the Mexican |»olicp, she was 
thrown into prison and her chil¬ 
dren turned loose on the dock. 

It was only after the prees and 
the Canadian prime minister 
took up her ease that she was 
liberated and much later, her 
boat returned. 

For Harry Roberts a boat must 
also be a home. “We cannot build or 
buy a home.

“We’ve never had youth that 
are so useless as are the youth 
today.

Th* 
boss girl of the restaurant liked th* 
idea and invited them all into din¬ 
ner." 

This was the same Zoe who 
got herself Involved In an Inter¬ 
national Incident when her boat 


while on this earth is to build a bet¬ 
ter home for the better Child that 
this earth has ever need of. The 
home is the doorway to satisfaction, 
that’s our rew'ard. Where can heav¬ 
en and hell be but right here where 
we make It ourselves.” 

Skipper Chack (’hack has built 
three homes, three on land and 
three on water. 

“I had my first idea for a boat In 
1900.” the old man went on.- “It was 
a flat-bottomed, wide-beamed fish 
boat that made a real home for a 
r fellow such as me. I made a number 
of plans and handed them to my fa¬ 
ther who was once a ship’s carpen¬ 
ter in the Royal Navy. He picked out 
an old cedar for me and I get to 
work.” 

Seventeen year* later the 
Skipper built Chack (’hack I a 
yaw-l-type hull with a ketch rig, 
36-foot long and 12-feet In the 
beam. Mga. Merrick, hla friend 
who now has the Castle, one of 
the houaes he built at Robert* 
Creek, recalls those times. 

“Harry gave a lot of pleasure to 
a lot of people in that boat and he 
helped many young boyi to get 
started In boats themselves. He wa* 
«• marvellous host, he knew the 
coast so well and he took us all to 
the quiet place*. Sometime* we 
galled through the night there was 


so much light from I he phosphorus 
on the water. We cruised from 
Puget Sound in the south to Bute 
Inlet in the north. I remember once 
when we went aground near Sidney, 
a lady came out from a house on 
shore and hailed, You’d better he 
careful, there’s a reef near by. 
Unky’s reply was, Yes, w'e know, we 
found it. He had an answer for 
everything. « 

“He was very resourceful and 
could get himself out of most things. 
Another time we cut the spit at the 
end of Gabrioia Pass too fine. We 
went aground on a very steep- 
sided sand bar. He was very quick 
to react to keep Chack Chack from 
keeling over. He put out a line from 
the masthead to shore then propped 
it up so it wouldn't slide down into 
the rock while we were waiting for 
the tide to come in. We had several 
close shaves hut he always got u* 
out of them.” x 

Chack 'Chack II Wan built in f 
1925 and finished while Harry 
'.van living at Nelson Inland. The* 
design of Its hull wan haned on 
Captain Slocomb’s schooner. 
Spray, which nailed around the 
world Ih the 1800 *. Both ('hack 
( hack* have nince been nold. 
Chuck Chack III wan built about 
1953. 

All have had carved bald eagle* 
at their prow which have given 
them their names. Yet the first of 
these schooners was originally 
called Odamit, named for the build¬ 
er’s feelings when he had difficulty 
In getting his planks in place for 
lack of clamps; 

The story goes that Harry one*' 
ran into the chief of the Sechelt 
band at Port Hardy. The Indian 
looked first at the figurehead then at 
the Skipper’s bak! head. “You and 
him,” he smiled, nodding and point¬ 
ing to the Jwo bald heads. *^nd so 
Odamit became Chack Chuck, the 
Chinook term for bald eagle. 

Harpy Roberts is a man of many 
crafts and tremendous capabilities: 
boat designing and building, marine 
engineering, carpentry, painting and 
writing. ^ 

His one published hook. The 
Trail of Chack Chuck, Is tlm 
first of a trilogy he hopes to 
write describing Ills life along 
the B.C. coast for the past 75 
years: a life time of experience* 
as deckhand, engineer, male, 
cook and sklp|>er, on row boats, 
fish boats and small vessels, fer¬ 
rying people, mail and freight 
between shore and steamers In 
places where weather and shore¬ 
line permitted no wharves to bs 
built; transporting cargo be¬ 
tween Vancouver and coastal 
settlements as well as fishing, 
logging and beachcombing. V 

After building the settlement tha| 
now bears his rtame, he pre-empt* 
a few hundred acres on Nelson 
land and built his present boat • 
home.

Our rec ipe* today are fat controlled and low- 
in cholesterol, they are recommended by the B.C.

Jail Breaks Way of Life 
In Victoria Century Ago 


Crime and punishment, that 
age-old problem, has always per¬ 
turbed Victorians. 

In the less enlightened age of 
a century and more ago, the issue 
seemed to be cut and dried, crime 
being followed (at least, when po¬ 
lice investigation resulted in ar¬ 
rest) by trial, conviction and sen¬ 
tence to the grim, castellated 
confines of the Bastion Square po¬ 
lice barracks. 


And there, but for a short stroll to the gal¬ 
lows, or for excursions forth in the duty of repair¬ 
ing city streets and sewers, at the end of a ball 
and chain, a prisoner remained until sentence 
was served. live onlly other "escapes” given of¬ 
ficial sanction were those by appeal, pardon, 
serious illness (serious enough to warrant tempo¬ 
rary removal to the hospital) or death. 

Some convicts, of course, undeserving of the 
former, and unwilling to undergo the latter, de¬ 
cided upon a more desperate course. For, once

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across the line, so near, they were virtually safe 
Irom British jurisprudence. In fact,-so many in¬ 
mates of Bastion Square chose this mode of a|>- 
l»eal tit at "jail break” became an accepted way 
of life to residents living in the immediate vicin¬ 
ity <»f the police barracks. 

1 Two of the more hardened convict* to 
take this course were William Francis Blrney 
and Robert Nelson llawkhursl; an Inglorious 
team whose exploits kept jailors and police 
busy fa- some time. 115 years ago. 

"The burglar Birnev was brought ;ip for sen¬ 
tence.” reported The Colonist. April 14, 1861. 

‘ Ifis Honor stated that the case was of a grava 
nature, and in order to deter others from the 
commission of like crimes, he should sentence 
him to three years imprisonment in the Victoria 
jail, with hard labor.” 

The realities of the time can be appreciated 
by the fact that Birney, rather than expressing 
dismay at this harsh penalty, did quite the op¬ 
posite: “The prisoner’s countenance showed that 
he wag agreeably surprised ’at the mildness of his 
sentence." 

The same day, Hawkhurst received a similar 
sentence for the considerably greater crime of 
manslaughter, he having stabbed a man named 
, Singleton Kimmel during an argument outside the 
dancehall. 

As it turned out, the two convicts were to 
share more than the same sentence, being as¬ 
signed to the same cell. This, as Jailors were to 
learn, was a mistake, the two becoming allies. 
Both were determined to bid farewell to their new 
quarters at the earliest opportunity. 

Their flrit “daring attempt" came but 
five week* after. Incredibly, It soon became 


apparent Hint the cellmate* had bepn busily 
planning and |veparlng tliMr departure from 
the beginning: an Indication that they found 
tlie jail to he Kometliing less than hospitable. 

First indications that something was up came 
one afternoon in May, when guard Edward 
Wright “noticed something unusual in the de¬ 
meanors of the prisoners,” who. including 
Messrs. Birney and Hawkhurst, were engaged in 
breaking stone in the prison yard. But for the 
men’s “unusual . . . demeanors,” Wright might 
not have investigated until too, late. As it was, he 
proceeded to the yard privy there to find a 
tone ladder lying, in full view and in broad 
daylight, on the ground. 

Wright Immediately herded the men Into 
their cells and 6ent word of his discovery to 
Police Supt. John Bayley. Later, in court. Wright 
testified: “Birney was breaking stone in the yard 
at die time. Hawkhurst was in the inner yard. 
There was a something (sic) In the conduct of the 
prisonere that excited my suspicion. Three of the 
prisoners were grouped together: Ihe rope might 
possibly have been in the possession of one of the 
prisoners." 

Immediately upon locking the men In thelf 
ceils, he had systematically checked the condition 
of their legirons, all being in order until ire e.xanv 
ined those of cellmates Birney and Hawkhurst. to 
“rind the Irons of Hawkhurst with the rivets cut. 
Birney’s Irons had the angle-band cut through, 
(The damage to both men’s Irons was) covered 
with a slip of Iron and muslin, and (was) stuck 
together with something like soft pJbch." 

While Wright was thus engaged, Supt. 
Bayley, who had been alerted as to the dis¬ 
covery of the ladder, which, he thought, had 
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
